Report on the condition and management of Lunatics and Lunatic 
Asylums throughout Ireland during the year 1902.

increased Prom this summary it will be seen that there was a total in- 
numbers. crease of 508 during the year, the corresponding increase for 
the previous year having been 461. An increase took place in 
the District and Private Asylums, and in the single Chancery 
patients ; and a decrease in the Dundrum Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, and the Workhouses. 

The numbers in District Asylums increased by 700 ; those in 
Private Asylums by 13 ; the single Chancery patients in un- 
licensed houses by 3 ; while in the Dundrum Asylum there was 
a decrease of 1, and in the Workhouses of 207. 

The total increase for the year shows an advance of 47 on 
the pi'evious year’s increase, and is 7 above the average for 
the past ten years, which was 501. 

As the Census Beturns for 1901 are now completed, we pro- 
pose investigating the statistics of this country so far as they 
relate to the increase in the number of the registered insane, 
and we hope to furnish a special report to Your Excellency on 
this subject. 

Table I. (page xlix.), giving the number and distribution of 
all lunatics under care on the 31st December of each year from 
1880 to 1902 shows that in this interval of time an increase of 
9,156 has taken place in the total number ; the inmates of Dis- 
trict Asylums have increased by 8,913 ; the criminal lunatics in 
Dundrum Asylum have decreased by 8 ; the patients in Private 
Asylums and Institutions have increased by 123 ; and the 
pauper lunatics in Workhouses by 26. These numbers show 
that the main increase has been in the population of the District 
Asylums, the patients in Private Asylums and Institutions 
having only increased by 123 in a period of twenty-two years, 
or an average of less than 6 per annum. 

The only satisfactory feature in these figures is the decrease 
in the number in Workhouses, which has been taking place 
since 1899 . In that year the decrease amounted to 50 ; in 
1900, to 184 ; in 1901, to 59 ; and in 1902, to 207, showing a 
total decrease of 500 in the four years, or an average of 125 per 
annum. 

This decrease is undoubtedly due to the transfer of patients 
from Workhouses to the District Asylums. Thus, in 1880, 
the ratio of the insane in District Asylums to the total number 
under care was 67 per cent. , and in Workhouses 27 per cent. 
In 1902 the ratio in District Asylums had risen to 79 per cent., 
while in Workhouses it had fallen to. 16 per cent. In 
corresponding period, the ratio in Private Asylums and other 
institutions fell from 6 to 5 per cent.

Table II. (page 1.) shows the admissions to District and AdmisAn?. 
private Asylums each year since 1881. From this table it will 
be seen that the total admissions for 1902 showed an increase 
of 403 over the numbers for the previous year, the admissions 
to District Asylums having increased by 375, and those to 
Private Asylums by 28. In the case of the District Asylums, 
this was the largest increase recorded in the series of years 
shown in the table, and was 349 higher than the increase for 
the previous year, which was only 26. The increase for the 
year in the case of the Private Asylums (28) was also greatly 
in excess of the increase in the previous year, which was only 
one. 

The admissions to District Asylums in 1881 numbered 2,502 ; 
in 1902 they had increased to 3,9-47. Similarly, in Private 
Asylums, the numbers for 1881 were 145, and for 1902 they 
had increased to 237. It will thus be seen that in the District 
Asylums the figures for 1902 show an increase of over 57 per 
cent, as compared with 1881 , while in the Private Asylums the 
corresponding increase was over 63 per cent. During the same 
period the numbers actually resident in the District Asylums 
have increased by almost 103 per cent. , while in the .Private 
Asylums and Institutions they have increased by less than 
'20 per cent. The average annual admissions to District 
Asylums for the decade 1881 to 1890 numbered 2,792—1,493 
males and 1,299 females, while for the decade 1891 to 1900_ 
they numbered 3,302 — 1,796 males and 1,506 females. For 
the 1881 to 1890 decade, the average number in the case of the 
Private Asylums was 157 — 77 males and 80 females, and for the 
decade from 1891 to 1900, it was 184—- 95 males and 89 females. 

As pointed out in previous Reports, a considerable number Transfers from 
of admissions to District Asylums consists of transfers from 10 

Workhouses, and of these transfers the great majority of those 
shown in the Asylum books as first admissions had been for 
many years resident in the lunatic wards of the Workhouses. 

The following return of the numbers transferred from Work- 
houses to Asylums from 1890 to 1902 shows that almost 17 
per cent, of the admissions during that period came from the 
fanner institutions.

The Census Commissioners proceed to state : — 

“ From the foregoing it will he observed that the number of lunatics 
returned in 1901 was nearly quadruple the number in 1851, and that, 
the increase between 1891 and 1901 was from 14,945 to 19,834— there 
having been an increase of 5,322 in the number of lunatics in 
asylums, but a decrease of 297 in the number of those at large, and 
of 136 in tlie number of workhouses. There was a decrease of 1,027 
in the number of idiots returned in 1901 compared with the number 
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xv 


- 18 gi . a decrease of 805 appears to have occurred in the number at 
large ; a decrease of 233 in the number in asylums, but an increase 
of 11 in the number in workhouses,

216 ; Wicklow, 1 in 209 ; Mayo, 1 in 208 ; Fermanagh, 1 m 205 ; and 
Donegal, 1 in 200.” 


It may be pointed out that the difference in the numbers 
given in our Reports, as compared with tliose_ shown in the 
Census Returns for corresponding years, is owing to the fact 
that the former are made up to the 1st J anuary , whereas the 
latter are shown for the date on which each Census was taken, 
about the end of March, or the beginning of April. 

The great decrease in the proportion of idiots as compared 
with the proportion of lunatics shown in the Census Returns is 
doubtless due to the two forms of mental disease being now 
more accurately distinguished than in the earlier years. 
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The following Table shows the Proportion of the insane 
under care per 100,000 of the Population estimated to the 
middle of each Year from 18S0 to 1902 : —

Note. — The figures in this Table vary in some instances from those given in former 
Reports, as the population is estimated officially for the years between those in which the 
Census is taken, and is afterwards subject to revision. 


From this Table it will be seen that the number of the insane 
under care has increased from 250 per 100,000 of the population 
in 1880, to 499 per 100,000 in 1902. 

If, to the number of the insane under care on the 31st Decem- 
ber iast, be added the number of lunatics and idiots at large, 
according to the last census, the total (26,006) represents 5S7 
per 100,000 of the popufation. 

The lunatic inmates resident in the various institutions 
throughout Ireland on 31st December, 1902, were supported 
from the following sources : — Of the 17,580 patients resident 
in District Asylums, 582 contributed wholly or partly to theii 
support; the remainder were maintained partly out of the 
Government Grant and partly out of the Local Bates. The 
745 patients in Private Licensed Houses and Institutions for 
<he insane were supported entirely out of private funds ; 169 
inmates of Dundrum Asylum were maintained at Government 
expense ; whilst the 3,539 insane residents in Workhouses were 
supported entirely by the Poor Bate. 
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DISTRICT ASYLUMS. 

Asylums. 

Legislative Changes. 

No measures affecting the lunacy administration of Ireland Legislative 
were introduced during the year 1902 ; nor were any regula- changes, 
tions for the government and management of the Asylums sub- 
mitted for Your Excellency's approval under the provisions 
of the 9tli section (sub-section 6) of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898. The Regulations for the Richmond 
Asylum, however, which were referred to in our last Report 
as being under consideration, have now received statutory 
approval. 

In pursuance of the provisions of the Lunacy (Ireland) Act, 

1901—1 Edw. 7, ch. 17, sec. 3— Regulations with regard to 
the records and claims in respect of the maintenance of criminal 
lunatics were issued by Your Excellency on the 3rd April, 

1902. The Order embodying the Regulations is given in 
cxtcnso in Appendix E., which also contains an Order issued 
by us amending “ The Asylum Books and Records Order, 

1900,” and a Local Government Board Circular amending 
“ The Asylum Accounts Order, 1899.” The necessity for the 
latter Order and Circular arose in consequence of some changes 
made in the accounts by the above-mentioned Order respecting 
the records and claims on behalf of criminal lunatics. 

A very important concession has been made in respect of the 
payment of the Capitation Grant out of the Local Taxation 
Account. This concession is set forth in the Circular dated 
25th February, 1902, which will also be found in Appendix E., 
and under the terms thereof a payment “ on account ” equal 
to about 50 per cent, of the previous year’s grant, is now made 
early in the month of April each year, the balance being pay- 
able, as heretofore, on receipt of the audited accounts of each 
Asylum. The result is that the local authorities receive one 
half of each year’s grant some months earlier than hitherto. 

Statistics, &c. 

The permanent Asylum at Portrane is now completed, so far Statistics, 
as the accommodation for patients is concerned, and fully 
occupied. The use of the temporary buildings on the estate 
has been discontinued. 

The number of District Asylums is, therefore, now 24, but 
as Portrane is a second Asylum for the same District as the 
Richmond , it is included under the statistics for the latter. A 
list of the District Asylums, giving the name of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent in each case, will be found in Appen- 
dix G. 

A full report on the condition and management of 
each institution, and the treatment of the patients 
therein, will be found in Appendix E, 

On the 31st December, 1902, there were in these institutions 
17,580 patients (9,508 males and 8,072 females). The num- 
bers remaining on the 31st December, 1901, were : — Males, 
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9,133; females, 7,747 ; total, 16,880; showing a total increase 
of 700 during the year 1902. 

Table No. I. (Appendix A.) shows the population of each 
District Asylum on the 31st December, 1902, and the number 
remaining on 31st December of each year since 1880. 

Table II. (Appendix A.) shows the population of each 
Asylum on the 31st December last, as compared with the 31st 
December, 1901, and also the average number resident during 
the year 1902. 

The average number resident in all these institutions during 
1902 amounted to 17,247 (9,321 men and 7,926 women). 

Table III. (Appendix A.) shows for each of the Asylums the 
admissions, discharges, deaths, and escapes, and the number 
remaining at the end of the year. 

Admissions. 

The admissions amounted to 3,947 (2,156 men and 1,791 
women). Of these 3,173 (1,702 men and 1,471 women) were 
admitted for the first time ; while 774 (454 men and 320 women) 
had previously been under care. 

The average number of admissions for the twenty years 
from 1881 to 1900 was 3,047.

From this Table, it will be seen that not only were the ad- 
missions in 1902 far in excess of any previous year, but also 
that the increase over the number for 1901 was much greater 
than any previous annual increase.

Furthermore, the entire increase was practically in the first 
admissions, which numbered 35*2 more than in 1901. 

That such an increase has to be recorded is regrettable from 
every point of view. 

It must, however, be remembered that many of the cases 
shown as. first admissions to the District Asylums were cases of 
chronic insanity, which had previously been for years resident 
in Workhouses. 

In 16 of the 24 District Asylums there was an increase in the 
number of admissions as compared with those for 1901, but in 
the remaining eight the numbers decreased. 

Table X. (Appendix A.) shows the authority for admission Authority lot 
to District Asylums during the year. Of the total (3,947), "‘““"O’ 1 - 
1,260 were admitted under the forms prescribed by the Statu- 
tory Eules ; 11 were transferred from Dundrum to the Asylums 
of their districts, and 40 were transferred from Prisons by 
I' our Excellency’s Order ; while 2,621 were admitted under the 
provisions of the Act 30 and 31 Vic., c. 118, s. 10; the Army 
Act, 1881, sec. 91 ; and the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, sec. 3, 
as dangerous lunatics. Fifteen were admitted from Scotland 
under warrants, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the Poor 
Law (Scotland) Act, 1898. 

Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged during the year was Discharges. 
1,918, viz., 1 ,090 males and 828 females. Of these 1,362 (771 
males and 591 females) were discharged recovered; which 
shows an increase of 59 on the number for the previous year. 

The percentage of recoveries on the admissions was 34 '5, 
being 2 per cent, lower than that for the previous year. 

The numbers removed by friends or sent to Workhouses 
amounted to 550 (319 males and 237 females), an increase of 25 
on the numbers for the previous year. 

Deaths . 

The number of deaths during the year was 1,326, of whom Deaths. 

688 were males and 638 females. This shows a decrease of 36 
on the numbers for the previous year in the case of the males, 
and an increase of 105 in the case of the females, the net in- 
crease being 69. The death-rate per cent, of the daily average 
number resident was 7*7, viz. , 7 *4 amongst the males, and 8 ’0 
amongst the females— that for the preceding year being 7 *5. 

Pour of the deaths were by suicide ; four resulted from misad- 
venture; and, in one case, a female patient was killed by a 
fellow-patient. . . 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resi- 
dent in each District Asylum during the years from 1892 to 1902 
will be found in Table IX. (Appendix A). From this Table it 
will be seen that the highest death-rate during 190-j was 11 6 
per cent, in Omagh, and the lowest, 3 *3 per cent., m Water- 
ford Asylum. The highest rate was 1 per cent, more than 
the corresponding rate in the previous year, which was 10 o 
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in the Maryborough Asylum, while the lowest rate was 1 '3 
less than that for the previous year, viz., 4 6 in Armagh. 

In 311 cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem 
examination, as against 325 for the previous year. The num- 
ber of these examinations, which showed a yearly increase for 
several years, but decreased by 2 in 1901, has, we regret to 
report, shown a further falling off. 

In three Asylums, viz., Castlebar, Monaghan, and Sligo, 
no post-mortem examinations were made during the year, and 
only one each in the cases of Clonmel and Kilkenny. 

Table XVI. (Appendix A) shows the causes of death in the 
District Asylums, with the average ages at death, and the num- 
ber of cases in which the cause of death was verified by post- 
mortem examination. 

The following Table shows the number of deaths from con- 
sumption, general paralysis of the insane, dysentery or colitis 
and diarrhoea, and also the total number of deaths in each 
District Asylum during the year 1902 : —

Prom these Tables it will be seen that the percentage of 
recoveries on admissions during 1902 was 84 - 5, viz., oo o 
amongBt the males, and 33 ’0 amongst the females; while tne 
percentage of the recoveries on the daily average number resi- 
dent during the year was 7 '9, viz. : — 8 '3 amongst the males, 
and 7 • 5 amongst the females.

Table XIV. gives the probable causes of insanity amongst 
those admitted in 1902, and Table XV. the : forms < of mental 
disease in the admissions, recoveries, and deaths during 
year. 
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Suicides and Deaths from Misadventure in District 
Asylums. 

The number of deaths under this heading during the year 
was 9, viz. : — four from suicide, four from misadventure, and 
one from homicide. 

The total number was four less than that for the previous 
year, when there were seven deaths from misadventure and 
two from homicide ; the number of suicides being the same in 
both years. 

The particulars of each case are as follow : — 

Suicides. 

At Ballinasloe Asylum, a male patient (M.C.) aged 2a 
years, committed suicide on the morning of 31st August by 
hanging himself by his quilt, which he had attached to the 
window sash of the single room in which he slept. He was 
seen by the .night attendant at 2.15 a.m., and on the nest 
round, at 3.15, the attendant found him hanging as described. 
A coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
in accordance with the facts , and added a rider that no blame 
was attachable to the staff. The patient had never previously 
exhibited any suicidal tendencies. 

At Belfast Asylum a male patient (J.G.), aged 26 years, 
committed suicide by cutting his throat with a razor, on 27th 
December. This man had been treated as an actively suicidal 
case, but as he always employed himself willingly, and took an 
interest in his work, he was allowed to mix freely with the 
general body of patients. On the date above-mentioned he 
and six quiet patients were in a lavatory in charge of an atten- 
dant, who was shaving them in turn. Whilst so engaged, the 
latter missed the patient J.Gr., and on instituting a search he 
discovered the patient lying with his throat fatally cut, on the 
other side of a partition in the lavatory, the injury having been 
inflicted with a second razor which the attendant had in his hip 
pocket, and which the patient had apparently abstracted un- 
known to the attendant. A coroner’s inquest was held, and the 
jury returned a verdict that death resulted from shock and loss 
of blood, following a self-inflicted wound in the throat, adding 
that they attached no blame to the attendant in connection 
with the matter. 

We also held an inquiry into the circumstances of the case, 
and concurred in the finding of the jury, but expressed the 
opinion that there was an error of judgment in permitting the 
patient to be shaved at all, having regard to his previous his- 
tory, and to the influence of suggestion on the minds of suicidal 
patients. 

At the Mullingar Asylum, on the morning of the 26th 
November, a male patient (P.M.), aged 27 years, left the 
kitchen where he was working, and as he did not return, and 
could not be found, it was supposed that he had effected his

escape. About 1.30 p.m. , on the same day, however, his dead 
body was found lying, face downwards, across an open drain, 
which only contained about 2J inches of water, but was filled 
with mud to the depth of 2J feet. 

A coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
that the patient was found “ suffocated and drowned ” in the 
drain, and “accidentally, casually, and by misfortune came 
to his’ death,” but that there was no evidence to show how he 
got into the water. 

We held an inquiry regarding the matter, and arrived at the 
conclusion that the patient had committed suicide. He had 
only been two months in the Asylum, and was recorded as 
having been suicidal on admission, but had apparently made a 
very rapid recovery. W e found that the attendants had not 
exhibited sufficient energy in searching for the patient when 
he was missed, and that the supervision over patients employed 
in the kitchen was not sufficiently strict. We also called at- 
tention to the frequency of escapes from the Asylum for some 
time previous , and made suggestions with the view of obviating 
the occurrence of such cases in future. 


At the Richmond Asylum , on the 2dth May, a female patient 
(M.E.M.), aged 38 years, committed suicide by hanging her- 
self with a piece of tape which she had carefully plaited so as 
to form a rope, and fastened to an iron bar fixed across the 
window of the single room in which she slept. She had appa- 
rently reached the window by climbing up on her bedstead. 
This patient had never previously exhibited any suicidal ten- 
dencies, and therefore slept in a single room, which was only 
visited at intervals during the night. She was seen sleeping 
quietly by the night nurse at 3 o’clock a.m., but when the 
latter went to rouse her 2J- hours after, she found the patient s 
body hanging as described. A coroner’s inquest was held, and 
the jury returned a verdict in accordance with the tacts as 
stated. We also held an inquiry, and as the result, expressed 
the opinion that every reasonable precaution for the safety oi 
the patient had been adopted. We pointed out, however, that 
the accommodation in the Grangegorman Annexe, which was 
originally built as a prison, and in which the patient was 
located, is not quite suitable for the insane, as a patient of this 
class could have been afforded better protection m a dormitory. 


Deaths from Misadventure. 

At Armagh Asylum, a male patient (P.L.), aged 3 1 y e ^ s > 
in the evening of the 1st March, escaped from the asylum and 
his dead body was found next morning on the railway line, 
where he had apparently been killed by a passing ti am when 
attempting to cross in the dark. As he had nev , 
any tendency to suicide or escape, while m the Asy , 
allowed a considerable degree of liberty. A cor q 
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was held , and the jury returned a verdict that the patient was 
accidentally killed by a train on the Great Northern Railway 
and they added a rider that no one was to blame in connection 
with the matter. 

At Ballinasloe Asylum, a male patient (J.P.), aged 35 
years, whose most marked characteristic was a desire to escape, 
when out exercising with other patients, on the 19th Decem- 
ber, made a sudden dash towards a gap in the boundary fence 
of the Asylum estate, and, although immediately pursued by 
an attendant, he gained the river, which flows past the Asylum 
grounds, before he could be overtaken, and plunged in. He 
attempted to swim across, and in all probability would have 
succeeded in doing so, but that the river was greatly swollen 
and, being caught in an eddy, he was drowned before any steps 
could be taken to save him. A coroner’s inquest was held, 
and the jury returned a verdict that he was accidentally 
drowned in his endeavour to escape. They added a rider 
that no blame was attachable to anyone, and recom- 
mended that a good barrier fence be erected across the 
gap through which the patient escaped. We also held an 
inquiry, and in our report we called attention to the fact 
that in 1899, in consequence of a similar occurrence, the 
then Board of Governors had an unclimbable railing erected 
along that side of the estate which abuts on the river. 
Unfortunately, an opening of about 20 feet was left, in order 
to permit of access to the filter beds, and it was proposed to 
place a wooden gate across the opening ; but this was never 
done. It was through the opening referred to that the patient 
made his escape. We also expressed the opinion that the 
number of attendants in charge of the exercising party was 
scarcely sufficient. 

At the Richmond Asylum a female patient (K.K.), aged 34 
years, who slent under supervision in a dormitory, sustained a 
fracture of the skull on the morning of 29th May. During the 
absence of the nurse in charge, who stated she had gone to a 
lavatory to obtain a drink for another patient, patient K.K., 
got out of bed , and forced her body through the window of an 
adjoining dormitory, from which she either fell or precipitated 
herself to the ground below, a distance of 30 feet. She at once 
received every attention which medical skill could give, but 
died six hours afterwards from fracture of the base of the skull. 
The sashes of the window from which she fell were stopped to 
prevent its being opened more than a certain distance, which 
up to that had been considered sufficient to hinder anyone 
getting through. In the Medical Superintendent’s opinion the 
patient, who possessed a dominant desire to escape, got through 
the window with this object, and not with suicidal intent ; but 
in our opinion, the evidence on this point was not altogether 
conclusive. A coroner’s inquest was held, and they returned 
a verdict that the patient met with her death through falling 
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accidentally from the window whilst trying to escape, and they 
added a rider that, in their opinion, 40 patients are too many 
to be under the charge of one nurse, particularly where there is 
a second ward. 

We also held an inquiry with regard to the case, and in our 
report we expressed the opinion that although due precautions 
were taken in the arrangements for the care of the patient 
during the night, the action of the nurse in leaving the ward 
under any pretext was deserving of serious censure, especially 
as she had been informed on the preceding evening that patient 
K.K. required to be carefully watched. 

At the same Asylum, a male patient (P.C.), aged 48 years, 
died on the 12th May, after a few days’ illness, during which 
he developed symptoms suggestive of peritonitis. A post- 
mortem examination of the body revealed that the bladder was 
raptured. 

A coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
that the patient died from rupture of the bladder. 

We held an inquiry into the case, and the only evidence 
which could be obtained as to the cause of the rupture showed 
that seven days before his death the patient had had a souffle 
with a fellow patient, which did not appear at the time to have 
caused any injury. 

The probability of its having been caused during the souffle 
was, however, borne out by the fact that the latter took place 
immediately after breakfast, and as the patient was in the 
habit of imbibing large quantities of fluid, his bladder was then 
probably full. When in that condition a fall on him might 
have caused the rupture. 

In our report we called attention to the overcrowding and 
structural unsuitability of the ward in which the patient was 
located. 


Death from Homicide. 

At the Sligo Asylum, on the 5th March, a female patient 
(B.Gr.), aged 69 years, died as the result of a wound which 
she had received on the 3rd idem. A coroner’s inquest was 
held, and the jury returned a verdict that the patient “ came 
to her death from concussion of the brain caused by a punctured 
wound on the right temple,” but they added that they had no 
evidence to show how the wound was caused. At the investi- 
gation upon oath, which was subsequently held by us, we, how- 
ever, arrived at the conclusion that the injuries were caused by 
another patient. It appears that the deceased (E.Gr.) went into 
the sanitary annexe after breakfast, and was subsequently found 
by a nurse lying unconscious on the floor, with a deep cut on 
the forehead. Another female patient (S.R.) was standing 
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looking down at her. It was proved beyond doubt that the 
injury could not have resulted from a simple fall, and there 
was no reasonable explanation of the occurrence, except that 
it was caused by patient S.R. 

In our report on the case we called attention to the insuffi- 
ciency of the staff, and pointed out the necessity for a sub- 
stantial increase. 

Insanitary Conditions and Outbreaks op Zymotic Disease. 

The sanitary condition of the District Asylums generally ap- 
pears to have improved in 1902, aud in six of them no cases of 
zymotic disease appeared. The following are the particulars of 
the insanitary conditions and outbreaks of zymotic disease which 
were reported during the year : — 

The only' case recorded in Armagh Astlum was one of ery- 
sipelas, from which the patient recovered. 

As usual in the Ballinasloe Asylum the returns of zymotic 
disease were very heavy. There were 3 8 cases of dysentery, 
16 on the male and 2 on the female side — 3 of the former 
ending fatally. Six cases of erysipelas and 2 of enteric fever 
occurred amongst the male patients, with a fatal result iu one of 
the latter cases. Two male attendants were also attacked with 
enteric fever, but both recovered. Four males, 2 females, and 
8 of the staff suffered from febricula; 4 females and 5 of the staff 
from rotheln ; while no less than 86 males and 53 females, and 
48 of the staff were attacked by influenza, with a fatal result in 
the case of one of the male patients. 

The only zymotic disease which occurred in Belfast Asylum 
was influenza, of which there were 6 cases — none of them fatal 
— on the male side. 

In Clonmel Asy t lum there were S cases of enteric fever on 
the male side, and 3 on the female side, proving fatal in 2 of the 
male and 1 of the female cases. Two members of the female 
staff, one of whom succumbed to the disease, were also attacked. 
An outbreak of influenza took place in the spring, 25 males and 
21 females being attacked. One of the latter died. In con- 
sequence of the outbreak of enteric fever the Asylum Committee 
considered it advisable to obtain a special report on the sanitary 
condition of the Institution from Professor O’Sullivan, Trinity 
College, Dublin. In his report he made a number of important 
recommendations with a view to the prevention and spread of 
the disease. 

The number of cases of zymotic disease in Cork Asylum was 
considerably less than in the previous year. There were_15 
cases of dysentery on the male side and 1 on the female side, 
being less than half the number recorded ip 1901, Three males 
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and 1 female were attacked with erysipelas, as compared with Dismicr 
9 in all ill the previous year. One male suffered from enteric S ^ MS ' 
fever and 6 females from influenza. Fortunately none of the 
cases'of zymotic disease proved fatal, and none occurred amongst 
• the staff. 

No diminution took place in the number of cases of dysentery Downpatrick, 
in the Downpatrick Asylum. Seven occurred on the male side, 

22 on the female side, besides 2 cases amongst the female staff. 

Twelve of the female cases ended fatally. Four females were 
attacked with erysipelas, and one of them succumbed. Fifteen 
males and 2 females suffered from Influenza, and 1 female from 

! enteric fever, but all recovered. Two fatal cases of pneumonia 
of a zymotic character also occurred. An isolation hospital has 
now been provided, which, it is hoped, will help to check the 
spread of epidemic disease in the Asylum in future. 

The only form of zymotic disease recorded in Ennis Asylum Ennis, 
was influenza, of which there were 31 cases amongst the males ; 

23 amongst the females ; and 19 amongst the staff in November 
and December. All, however, recovered. 

In Enniscorthy Asylum also influenza was the only zymotic Enniscorthy. 
disease which appeared, one case having occurred on the male 
side in February, and another which ended fatally, in October. 

In Killarney Asylum a case of enteric fever occurred on Kilim-ney. 
the male side in May. The patient, however, recovered. 

This was the only case of zymotic disease during the year. 

In Lettericenny Asylum 3 males and 3 females were at- Lctterker.ny, 
tacked by enteric fever, which proved fatal in the cases of 1 
of the males and 1 of the females. Eight male patients and 
an attendant were attacked by measles ; 3 male patients and 2 
attendants by mumps; 3 female patients by diarrhoea; and 12 
males and 4 females and 13 of the staff by influenza. None of 
the cases of zymotic disease, except the two cases of enteric 
above referred to, proved fatal. 

In Maryborough Asylum, although the death rate (10 ’5 Mnryborougii. 
per cent, of the daily average number resident) continued high, 
there were only two cases of zymotic disease, neither of them 
fetal, recorded during the year, viz., one of scarlatina m 
March, and one of erysipelas in September. 

In Monaghan Asylum 2 males and 3 females were attacked Monogtan. 
by erysipelas, and 4 males and 4 females by influenza. Thiee 
j of the staff were also attacked by the latter. None of the cases 
[ ended fatally. 

In Mullingar Asylum two cases of enteric fever-one of Mullingar, 
them fatal— and a fatal case of erysipelas, occurred on the 
female side. 

c 2 
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There were also 4 eases of scarlet fever amongst the males, 
5 amongst the females, and 5 amongst the staff; but all 
recovered. 

In Omagh Asylum, although the death rate (11-6 per. cent, 
of the average number resident) was the highest of all the 
Asylums for the year, the cases of zymotic disease were few in 
number. Three male patients and 2 members of the staff 
suffered from enteric fever, which proved fatal in the ease of 
one of the male patients. In addition, 1 male patient was at- 
tacked by erysipelas, but recovered. 

The death rate in the Richmond and Portrane Asilums, 
which varied little from 1895, since when it has ranged from 
7-0 to 7-9 per cent, of the daily average number resident, 
increased to 10 per cent, in 1902. The number of cases of 
dysentery, erysipelas, and enteric fever, also showed an in- 
crease on the number for 1901 . Dysentery attacked 4 males 
and 22 females, proving fatal in one of the male and three of 
the female cases. Seven males and 12 females -were attacked 
by erysipelas, which proved fatal in the case of one of the 
males. One male and 17 female patients suffered from en- 
teric fever, with a fatal result in one of the female cases. 

A female patient was attacked by varicella, and another 
female and 4 nurses by scarlatina, but all recovered. 

The number of freshly occurring cases of phthisis during the 
year was returned as 100, and this disease was recorded as the 
cause of death in the oases of 29 males and 52 females. 

Thirty-two cases of pneumonia (19 amongst the males and 
13 amongst the females) were returned. Nine males and 8 
females succumbed to this disease. 


In Rr/rno Asyuttm 0 male and fi female patients, and 8 mem- 
bers of the staff, were attacked by enteric fever, which proved 
fatal in the case of one of the male and two of the female 
patients. 

Dive female patients suffered from “ continued ” fever, and 
2 males from erysipelas; but these 7 patients all recov ® r ® ' 
Wc felt it our duty to call the special attention ° £ 
mittee to some serious defects recently discovered in the ra 
age system of this Asylum, and to point out t he. absolute ineci es- 
sity for having these defects thoroughly rectified, as 
every reason to believe that they have contributed id l a gr^ 
measure to the insanitary condition of the msfatution, to 
wo have so frequently called attention in our Reports. 

In the Waterford Asylum a case of enteric fever, fmm 
which the patient (a female) recovered, occurred in i April, 
another case of this disease, however, which w ^ 

amongst the 1901 cases in our last Report, the pa 
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it t.lip beninnine of 1902. Nine male and 2 female 
prfente, and a member of the staff, wore attacked by influenza, s ^' s ’ 
but all recovered. 

No oases of zymotic disease occurred in Antrim, Carlow , Antrim, fc. 
Castlebar, Kilkenny, Limerick, or Londonderry Asylums. 

Cost of Maintenance. 

The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the patients Cost of main- 
in District Asylums during the financial year ending 31st tenanc, 
March 1903, is shown in Table XVIII. (Appendix A). 

From this Table it will be seen that for the maintenance of 
an average number of 17,428 lunatics, including the repay- 
ments in respect of loans for building works, purchase of land, 
and other capital charges, a sum of 11480, 178 3s. 4d. was ex- 
pended during the year. ,- T7TTT i , 

As explained in the footnote to Table XVIII. , however, this 
sum only includes the expenditure in respect of eleven months , 
owing to a change in the system of keeping the accounts, by 
which the expenditure in respect of the last month of the year 
falls into the next year’s account. Although this alteration 
causes an apparent reduction of the expenditure to be shown 
in the. accounts for 1902-3, the accounts of future years will 
not be affected in this way, but will, as hitherto, show the 
expenditure for the full twelve months. 

Excluding the. loan repayments above referred to, which 
amounted to .-£85,607 3s. Id., the gross amount expended on 
the actual maintenance of the patients was £394,071 Os. act. 

The receipts during the year for the full twelve months were Receipt, 
as follow £363,798 8s. 3d. was paid out of Local ltates, 
the Imperial Government paid £171,603 6s. Id. on o 
Local Taxation Account, by way of Capitation Grant, in pur- 
suance of the 58th section (sub-section (2), c.)) of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. Miscellaneous receipts, 
such as sales of farm and garden produce, sales of offal and oia 
stores, lines on attendants, interest allowed by iiank, « •> 1 
duced £11,050 10.9. 8 cl., while sums amounting to 
Is. lid. were contributed by the relatives of patients, 01 out 
of their private property. 

It is gratifying to note that the receipts from the If named 
source were £1,834 5s. 9 d. more than the amoun sources, 

previous year, and this substantial increase is an evidenc 
the various Asylum Committees are, m the interes 
ratepayers, giving the matter their careful attention.

As stated in previous reports the Asylum accounts before the 
Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, came into operation, 
did not include loan repayments and, therefore, prior to the 
Year 1900-1, the amount shown in the third column of above Table 
only represents the amount paid out of local rates towards the 
actual maintenance of the patients, excluding the cost of land, 
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buildings, &c. The amounts paid out of local rates do not, however, Bbtoiot 
afford an exact indication of the actual expenditure from year to s Hf! ts ' 
year, as the sum required to be levied in any one year, is affected 
by the balance in hand or deficit, as the case may be, at the 
beginning thereof. 

Table XIX. (Appendix A.) shows the average cost per patient 
under the different heads of expenditure, in each of the Asylums. 

As explained in the footnote to the Table, these averages have, 
for purposes of comparison with those for other years, been, 
calculated on twelve months’ expenditure, and not on tiie actual 
sums shown in Table XVIII. From the former Table it will be 
seen that the averages per patient for the year were as follow : —

As already explained, the total expenditure during 1902-3 
only covers a period of eleven months. 

It must be remembered that the foregoing figures only show 
the actual cost of maintenance, as distinguished from the cost 
of buildings, &c. 

Table XXI. (Appendix A) shows the total cost of District Cost ™ lc«t 
Asylums on the local rates ; and also the estimated poundage of 
the total sum paid during the year , on the rateable property in 
each district. As will be seen by this Table, the estimated 
poundage on the rateable property of all Ireland during the 
year 1902-3 was 5^d., which is exactly the same as the rate 
for the previous year. 

Asylum Harms. 

Table XVII. (Appendix A) shows the quantity of land m A»ytom 
connection with each Asylum, and how it was utilised in the 
year 1902. 

Additions amounting to 88a. 1r. 20p. , and 68a. 3r. 18p. , 
were made to the farms at Belfast (Purdysburn Estate) and 
Castlebar Asylums, respectively, thus increasing the total area 
shown as attached to all the Asylums by 157a. Or. 38p. 

The actual receipts and expenditure in connection with the 
farms during the year 1902-3, which are given in Table XX. 
(Appendix A), continue to show a substantial profit.

Accommodation. 


During the year, in the majority of the Asylum districts 
where' the accommodation has been shown to be insufficient 
for the increasing number of patients, the Committees have 
taken the necessary steps to provide the required additional 
buildings. 

We regret, however, to have to state that as yet nothing has 
been done to lesson tile congestion in the Monaghan and Sligo 
Asylums, referred to in our last. Eeport. In the Monaghan 
district, which comprises the counties of Cavan and Monaghan, 
a movement has been set on foot to separate the two counties, 
and to build a new Asylum for the County Cavan. On the 
application of the Cavan County Council a public inquiry into 
the proposal was held by us on the 29th and 30th May of the 
present year, and our report thereon is now before Your Ex- 
cellency. At Sligo no steps have yet been taken to relieve the 
overcrowding, which goes on increasing from year to year. 
At the date of our lust inspection there were 154 inmates in 
excess of the legitimate capacity of the Asylum. The sanitary 
condition of the institution is also unfavourably commented on, 
and its general state is far from satisfactory. 

Under these circumstances , we considered it our duty to 
bring under the. notice of Your excellency the failure of the 
County Councils for those two districts to carry out the pro- 
visions of the oth section of the Local Government (Ireland) 
Act, 1898. . 

We have again to call attention to the great want in Ireland 
of a public institution for the proper care and training ot im- 
becile children. Owing to this want almost every workhouse 
and Asylum in the country contains a number of idiotic boys 
and girls who, in the. absence of any means of suitable training, 
and surrounded by adverse influences, instead of improving, 
become more and more troublesome and degraded- 

The following are the particulars of any additions, altera- 
tions, or improvements, and the _ accommodation genera y 
the various District Asylums during the year : 

Antrim Asylum,— T he scheme devised by Mr. James 
Barton, o.E., for the new water supply to this Asylum 
not yet been completed, but the work is progressing rapi y* 


Armagh Asylum. — D uring the year plans have 
adopted for the erection of attendants’ cottages ; the > . 

sion of the electric battery room ; the removal ot a 
of single rooms which are no longer required, and the 
sion into a dormitory of the space thus obtained. „ 

mittee have also had the question of precautions a^ . 

under consideration, and have decided to provide 
and hydrants. 

Ballinasloe AsYLUM.-Unfortunately, notvrithst landing 
the additional accommodation provided m the ne 
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and in the wooden buildings recently erected , this Asylum is £$ 1 ™ 
again greatly overcrowded. No stops have, as yet been taken . — 
to carry out the structural alterations proposed by the late 
Board of Control, viz., the removal of the walls of some of 
the single rooms, which are not now considered necessary, 
and the conversion of the space thus set free into dormitories. 

By this means, additional accommodation could be pro- 
vided at a very reasonable cost. 

Belfast Asylum. — The Committee have decided to meet Belfast, 
the very great overcrowding, which at present exists in this 
Asylum, by the erection of two additional villas on the 
Purdysburn Estate. Each of these villas is to accommodate 
50 patients of the chronic and harmless class, and is to he 
built in the plainest and least expensive style. The two re- 
ferred to in our last Report are almost completed. 

In addition, the farmstead situated on a plot of land ac- 
quired during the year has been fitted up to accommodate 
30 female patients, and affords excellent accommodation. 

At our suggestion the Committee have consented to have 
the plans drawn up for the complete new Asylum, so that the 
position of the various buildings may be arranged on a 
definite system. 

Caelow Asylum. — The Committee of this Asylum have cuimr. 
determined to provide additional accommodation by the re- 
moval of surplus single rooms in the upper story and the con- 
version of the space thus obtained into dormitories. Exten- 
sive structural additions have been made in the Catholic 
Chapel, with the view of providing room for all the patients 
who are able to attend Divine Service. 

Steps are about to be taken to fit up a general bath room 
on each side, and to provide lavatory accommodation in the 
upper story. 

Castledae Asylum.— The plans for additional accommo- c«tiebar. 
dation at this Asylum have, received the approval of Your 
Excellency, and the work is now in progress. 

These plans provide for the extension of the two front 
wings, so as to accommodate 281 additional patients. A 
detached house will be erected for the Medical Superinten- 
dent, and this will set free his present rooms for the accom- 
modation of the Assistant Medical Officer and other officials. 

The extension of the farm is stated to have proved a great 
boon to the institution by affording space for exercise a,nd 
constant occupation for the patients, as well as supplying 
milk and vegetables. 

Clonmel Asylum.— As stated in last year’s Report, the 01<mmtL 
Committee of this Asylum , in order to meet the urgent wants 
of the institution, are taking steps to acquire some of toe 
surrounding farms, on which to erect two blocks tor toe 
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accommodation of recent and acute male patients. Such 
accommodation is urgently needed, as the male house, which 
was not originally built as a Lunatic Asylum, is ill adapted 
for the treatment of acute cases of insanity. A third block 
will also be built in close proximity to the female house, for 
the accommodation of the new admissions amongst the 
women. These patients are at present ill provided for, as 
their rooms are at the back of the building, where there is 
little light or air, and only a cheerless yard in which to take 
exercise. 


Cokk Asylum.— The Auxiliary Asylum at Youghal is now 
approaching completion; the heating, lighting, and furnish- 
ing are almost finished, so that the building may be ready 
for occupation at an early date. An adjoining field, which 
will prove a useful addition to the farm, has been acquired. 

As pointed out in previous Reports, the accommodation 
which will then be provided will fall short of the require- 
ments of the district, as the building at Youghal will only 
contain about 400 beds, whereas the Cork Asylum is much 
overcrowded, and there are about 500 insane scattered 
through the various Workhouses of the county. Under these 
circumstances some further accommodation will have to be 
provided. 

The Cork Asylum is also reported as being in want of 
accommodation for the. treatment of the acute and sick cases. 

Downpatiuok Asylum .—The plans for the election of the 
additional blocks, and the, building of the farm offices at this 
Asylum have now been decided on. 

At the same time, it is proposed to enlarge the dining 
room ; to reorganise the kitchen ; and to provide modern 
cooking appliances. 

When tli esc plans have been carried out, the accommoda- 
tion for tile insane will be sufficient for all the wants of the 
district. 

The isolation hospital is now completed, and has been 
found most useful in the treatment of dysentery, which Jias 
proved such a source of trouble to this institution in the past. 


Ennis Asylum.— T he plans for the much-needed exten- 
sion of this Asylum have not yet been completed, so t i 
no alleviation of the overcrowded state of the mstitu 10 
has so far taken place, nor has any provision keen made 
the better housing of the insane who are scattered tnr g 
the various Workhouses of the county. 

At present, steps are being taken to obtain a new water 
supply for the institution. 

It is proposed to pump water from a neighbouring jajj® 
tower near the buildings, from which the supply for d 
and fire purposes will be taken. 
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Enhiscobthy Asylum. —The Committee have resolved to “Sms. 
light the institution by electricity, and with this view, ^ ave Enni> ^ ll 
purchased a disused mill on the river, where it is proposed '“ r T- 
to place the motor power. 

Kilkenny Asylum. — No important structural additions or Kilkenny, 
alterations have been carried out at this Asylum during the 
year. 

When last visited the institution was found to be over- 
crowded by 16 patients, and no provision has as yet been 
made for the insane inmates of the various Workhouses in 
the district. 


Killarney Asylum.— At this Asylum the structural works Eiiarncy 
for the extension of the accommodation had made consider- 
able progress, when unfortunately, during very stormy and 
inclement weather, the new' work and the scaffolding at- 
tached to it collapsed. This was stated by the Architect to 
be due to the wet having penetrated the mortar, and thus 
preventing it from setting. 

Steps were at once taken to repair the damage resulting 
from this unfortunate accident, and the work is now ad- 
vancing towards completion. 


Lettericenny Asylum.— The plans for an additional block Lctterkera ' 3r 
at this Asylum to accommodate 200 males, and the raising o 
one of the wings on the female side, so as to accommodate 
24 additional patients, which were referred to in our last 
Report, have now received the approval of Your Excellency, 
and steps have been taken to enter into a contract tor 
carrying out of the work. 

It has also been decided to erect a gallery in the Roman 
Catholic Chapel, so as to render it capable of accommodating 
all the patients attending Divine Service, and to elect tarn 
buildings on the land recently acquired for the use of the 
institution. 


Limerick AflYLUM.-The remodelling of the lritchen Ltaenok. 
laundry, and stores, and the relaying of the drainage at this 
Asylum, which, from various unforeseen causes, weie long 
delayed, are now progressing. 

The construction of the tunnel underneath mlway , 
so as to connect the new farm with the Asylum grounds, is 
still in progress. 

Londonderry AsYLUM.-The Committee of this Asylum, r- 

after careful consideration and inquiry, decide 
additional detached block at G-ransha, referre mrefnl 

Report, for the treatment of acute cases m quirrng ■ c mrefu 
and constant supervision. More elaborate arrangemente 
than would suffice in a building erected for .. 
chronic insane were, therefore, required. 
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These requirements were fully provided for in the plans 
prepared by tho architect, Mr. M. A. Robinson. Your Ex- 
cellency's approval of these plans having been signified, a 
contract has been entered into for the carrying out of the 
work, and there is, therefore, no reason to fear that any 
further delay will occur in the provision of this much-needed 
accommodation. 

Maryborough Asylum. — No important works have been 
carried out at this Asylum during the past year. 

As pointed out in previous Reports, this is one of the few 
Asylums in Ireland where the accommodation is equal to 
the demands of the district. 

Difficulties have arisen in dealing with the sewage of the 
institution, as the pumping arrangements for the disposal 
of the effluent from the drains have been found insufficient. 

The water supply has also been found inadequate to meet 
the wants of the establishment, and the erection of a storage 
reservoir is therefore in contemplation. 

Monaghan Asylum. — New sanitary works have lately 
been carried out at this Asylum, and it has been decided to 
introduce a system of dealing with the sewage, by treating it 
in bacteria beds. 

Large tanks will also be provided for the storage of rain 
water. 

As already stated, no stops have yet been taken to ex- 
tend the accommodation, although a considerable increase 
has taken place in the number of patients since the date of 
our laBt Report. 

Mullingar Asylum. — The male working patients' block 
lately erected at this Asylum is now fully occupied, and 
affords excellent accommodation for this class of patients. 
It consists of large and well ventilated day rooms on the 
ground floor, and dormitories on the second and third 
stories. The block, which provides accommodation for 146 
patients, contains an excellent kitchen, fitted with all 
modem appliances, and it is heated by steam and lighted by 
electricity. 

The Asylum, therefore, now provides ample room for the 
number of male patients resident, but as no additional build- 
ings have been erected on the female side, the female wards 
remain overcrowded. 

Omagh Asylum. — At this Asylum no new works have been 
carried out during the year. The Protestant Chapel is now 
completed, and the attendants’ cottages have been occupied, 
but, owing to some minor defects in construction, the latter 
have not proved altogether satisfactory, and steps are, there- 
fore, being taken to remedy the defects referred to. 
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Richmond Asylum. — At this Asylum steps have been P 1 *™”* 
taken to provide, more adequate precautions against fire, slt,UMS ' 
more especially in the wooden buildings, which, owing to lUcUmona. 
their inflammable nature, are a special source of danger. 
Arrangements have been made by which instantaneous 
escape can be effected, by the provision of additional doors 
opening outwards, in the various dormitories. 

As far as possible, all sources of fire, such as boilers and 
heating appliances, have been removed to the permanent 
buildings, whilst additional means of communication with 
the City Fire Brigade have been provided. 

A fire escape stairs has also been erected in the male house. 


Poeteane Asylum. — The permanent accommodation for T ’ ortr ‘ ms ' 
male patients in this Asylum may now be said to be fully 
occupied. 

The wooden blocks, however, which provide excellent 
accommodation for about 400 chronic insane, are lying 
empty, and might be utilised with advantage for the housing 
of the large number of these afflicted human beings who 
occupy the Workhouses of the district. 

A great many minor strnctitral works have been earned 
out at the Asylum during the past year,, in fitting up the 
wards for the use of the patients, and in laying out the 
grounds. . 

The latter work, owing to the vast mound of earth result- 
ing from the excavations made when the building was going 
on, proved a very difficult and tedious operation, but through 
the energy of the patients and staff it is rapidly approaching 

completion. . , 

It is proposed to provide additional water storage, and. a 
new main, with the view of conveying the supply to the 
Asylum by gravitation. .... . 

At the present time a row of cottages is being built tor the 
accommodation of the married male attendants. 


Sligo Asylum. — The insanitary condition of this Asylum, siigo 
so frequently referred to in our Reports, is stated to be ue 
to (1) overcrowding, and (2) the’ condition of the drainage 
system. When the new buildings were erected a drainage 
system from the various wards occupied by patients was laid 
down, but, unfortunately, no steps were taken to remocltl 
the drainage from the central administrative bloc^- 
old drains are stated to be in such a dangerous state as to 
render the buildings occupied by the principal officers, in 
the words of the sanitary expert who examined them, vtn 

f ^s^cill°coXuntoation was addressed to the Committee 
by Your Excellency’s directions, as to the danger of delay m 
taking effective steps to remedy the defects but t woffid 
appear that the work, which would not seem to q y 

great outlay of money or length of time to carry ou , 
yet been completed, 
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The erection of the two Chapels is now almost completed, 
but, as already stated, no steps have yet been taken to carry 
out the extension of the accommodation for patients, which 
is so urgently required. 

Waterford Asylum.— The Committee of this Asylum, 
who have always displayed so great an interest in the in- 
sane poor committed to their charge, have, as stated in our 
last Report, decided to erect two blocks for the accommoda- 
tion of the surplus population of the Asylum ; to increase the 
space in the wards by the removal of useless walls ; and to 
build a detached house for the Medical Superintendent, and 
in the quarters vacated by him to provide rooms for the 
Assistant Medical Officer and for some of the staff, who up 
to this have been very poorly housed. 

The plans of these works have now received Your Excel- 
lency’s approval, and, when they have been carried out, the 
Asylum ought to be fully equipped to meet the demands of 
the insane poor of the district for some time to come. 


Staff. 

We regret to record the death, last April, of Dr. T. P. 
O’Meara,, who was for many years Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent of the Carlow District Asylum. He died in harness, 
having given up the best years of bis life to the service of the 
institution.

The net average cost of maintenance during the financial cost of 
year 1902-3 was £38 11s. 2 d. per patient, showing an increase maintenance, 
of 13s. 9 d. on the amount for the previous year. 

Table II. (Appendix B) shows the various offences with 
which the patients under detention were charged; Table III. 
shows the previous mental history of the patients ; Table IV. , 
the forms of their mental disease ; Table V . , the manner in 
which the patients discharged during the year were disposed 
of; Table VI., the ages of patients; Table VII., their educa- 
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tional condition ; Table VIII. , their social condition as to mar- 
riage ; Table IX., their previous occupations; Table XI., the 
daily average number employed; Table XII., the numbers 
attending Divine Service, &c. ; and Tables XIII., XIV., and 
XV. , give details of the finances of the institution. 

The statistics relating to the Asylum, together with the 
annual report of the Resident Physician and Governor, and 
the report on the inspection of the institution, will be found in 
Appendix B. 

PERSONS OF UNSOUND MIND IN IRISH WORK- 
HOUSES. 

On the 1st January, 1903, the pauper lunatics in Irish Work- 
houses (exclusive of those maintained under the 9th sec. of 
the Act 38 and 39 Viet., cap. 67, who are included in the 
population of the District Asylums), numbered 3,539, viz. ; — 
1,458 males and 2,081 females. 

On the 1st January, 1902, the numbers were males, 
1,560; females, 2,186; total, 3,746 — showing a decrease of 
207 (102 males and 105 females) in the twelve months. This 
decrease was much greater than that for the previous year, 
which was 59, viz., 30 males and 29 females, and was also 
greater than any annual decrease since 1899. 

The number in each of the Unions throughout Ireland is 
shown in Appendix D , which also includes 121 lunatics main 
tained by contract with Committees of District Asylums under 
the section above referred to.

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These figures are an evidence of the general tendency in the Workhooshs, 
last few years to reduce the number of the insane in Work- Transfera t „ 
houses by making transfers to the District Asylums, in accord- Asylums, 
ance with a suggestion contained in a Circular issued by the 
Local Government Board. 

The structural works for the conversion of the Yonghal In- Auxiliary 
dustrial School buildings into an Auxiliary Asylum, under the A “ yl “ ma - 
provisions of the 76th section of the Local Government (Ire- 
land) Act, 1898, referred to in previous Reports, are now 
approaching completion. 

With this exception, no special provision, under that sec- Condition, 
tion, has yet been made for the insane in Workhouses. Better 
provision for the care and treatment of this helpless class is 
urgently called for, as, in most of the Workhouses the accom- 
modation set apart for them is overcrowded, dull, and cheer- 
less, bare of furniture, and altogether devoid of comfort. 

Although many of the insane inmates are helpless, paralysed, 
or degraded in their habits, they are frequently placed in charge 
of pauper inmates or of untrained attendants who are ignorant 
of all enlightened ideas with regard to nursing.

The 35tli section of the Act 5 and 6 Viet., cap. 123, requires 
the Inspectors-Gfeneral of Prisons, as Inspectors of Lunatic 
Asylums, to report annually to the Lord Lieutenant, and to 
the Lord Chancellor, on the state and condition of the Private 
Asylums. This duty was transferred to the Inspectors of 
Lunatics by' the 23rd section of the Act 8 and 9 Viet., cap. 107. 
Your Lordship, as Lord Chancellor, has signified Your ap- 
proval that our report under that section dealing with the state 
and condition of the several houses licensed under the Private 
Asylums Act, and the care of the patients therein, shall be 
accepted as a fulfilment of the requirements just referred to. 
We have, therefore, the honour of addressing this portion of 
our Report, together with Appendix C, and the part of Appen- 
dix E which relates to the Private Asylums and Institutions 
for the insane, to both Your Excellency and Your Lordship. 

In Ireland accommodation for the insane who are able to 
contribute towards their maintenance is provided : — 

(1.) In licensed houses, of which there are now eleven. 
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(2.) In establishments, which may be denominated lunatic 

hospitals. These establishments are not kept for — 
profit, and were originally endowed by private 
individuals. Of these there are four, viz. 

Bloomfield ; St. Patrick’s Hospital, including St. 
Edmundsbury ; St. Vincent’s ; and the Stewart 
Institution. 

(3.) A certain number of private patients who are able to 
contribute only small sums towards their mainten- 
ance are received into District Asylums. 

The number of licensed houses and lunatic hospitals remains 
the same as at the date of our last Report. 

A licence was granted for a new Private Asylum for 10 male 
patients at Ballyedmond, near Rostrevor, Co. Down, on 24th 
March, 1902, but the licence expired on the 24th April, 1903, 
and was not renewed, as the proprietor had given up his 
intention of receiving insane patients into his house. No 
patients were admitted during the tenure of the licence, so 
that, although in consequence of its having been licensed, the 
house is shown in the statistics relating to the private Institu- 
tions for 1902, it was never actually used as a Private Asylum. 

On 1st January, 1903, the number of patients resident in SutM**. 
licensed houses and lunatic hospitals was 745, of whom 335 
were males, and 410 females, showing an increase of 13 
patients during the year 1902. 

This increase was less than that for the previous year, which 
was 23.

Table No. 1 (Appendix C), shows the number resident on 
31st December of each year from 1880 to 1902. From this 
Table it will be seen that in 1880 the number was 622, while 
in 1902 it had increased to 745 — an increase of 123 in twenty- 
two years, or an average increase of over 5 per annum. , 
This small annual increase in the number of patients m 
Private Asylums is in striking contrast to the large additions 
to the numbers resident which take place annually m the Dis- 
trict Asylums. 
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The number of admissions during 1902 was 28 in excess of 
the number for the previous year — the male admissions having 
increased by 18, and the females by 10. The total for 1902 
was the highest of any of the series of years from 1880 to 1902.

We regret to record that the inerease during 1902 was alto- 
gether in the first admissions, which numbered 35 more than 
those for the previous year, while the re-admissions decreased 
by 7, showing a net increase of 28.

The following are some matters of interest or importance No fatal 
with reference to these hospitals and licensed houses : — accidents. 


Licensed Houses. houses’ 

Armagh Retreat. — The patients remaining in this estab- —— 
lishment at the end of the year have increased, and are now 
within two of the maximum permitted by the licence. Any 
further increase of the licensed number will first necessitate 
an extension of the accommodation. 


Belmont Park. — A serious accident occurred in this estab- Be,m0Ilt Park - 
lishment during the year, a patient having sustained a fracture 
of the leg as the result of a fall. The patient died three days 
after; the certified cause, however, being syncope, with fatty 
degeneration of the heart. Another patient escaped, but re- 
turned after three days's absence. 

Farnham House and Maryville.— Improvements continue Rmiiam 
to be made in these houses. A large dining-room and a draw- 
ing-room at Maryville have been given up for the use of the 
patients, and a good deal of painting and papering has been 
carried out. 


Hartfield and Verville. — On one of our inspections of Hartneiu ami 
Hartfield House a patient was found to have met with an Verv|ll °- 
accident, resulting in a fractured clavicle. Attention was 
called to the low temperature of some of the rooms in this 
house ; the darkness of the sitting-rooms for the more trouble- 
some patients ; and the necessity for a better water supply in 
the event of an outbreak of fire. 

Lindville. — During the year attention was called to the re- Linavilie. 
ception of patients without certificates into the private resi- 
dence of the proprietors, which stands within the Asylum 
grounds ; a proceeding which is in contravention of the Act 
5 and 6 Vic., cap. 123. 

Attention was also called to the fact that no plan of the 
premises was hung up in a conspicuous part of the house, as 
required by that Act. 

House of St. John of God. — An additional range of baths House of st. 
has been provided in this house, and a room has been fitted up Jolm °* 6oa - 
as a librai-y. New iron bedsteads have been substituted for 
the wooden frames in the bedrooms occupied by the more 
troublesome patients. 

An attempt at suicide occurred during the year, a patient, 
when shaving was going on, having secreted a razor, with 
which he afterwards attempted to cut his throat. On the 
matter being reported to us, we made some suggestions for 
ensuring greater precautions during the shaving of the patients. 
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Bloomfield. — Painting and papering continue to be carried 
out in this institution. Improvements have also been made in- 
the gentlemen’s airing court. The appliances for use in the 
event of an outbreak of fire are reported to be ample. 

St. Patrick’s Hospital and St. Edmundsbuby.— Many 
alterations and improvements have been carried out in these 
establishments. In the old building the windows are, by de- 
grees, being enlarged. A dining and sitting room has been 
provided for the male staff. At St. Edmundsbury, the pre- 
cautions against fire have been improved by obtaining an in- 
creased water supply, and providing fire extinguishing ap- 
pliances. A great deal of painting and decoration has been 
earned out in St. Patrick's Hospital. 

During the year an old lady in this institution sustained a 
fracture of the neck of the thigh bone, as the result of a fall ; 
and a gentleman fractured his arm by hitting it against a fire- 
guard in attempting to strike an attendant. 

St. Vincent's. — The new wing, which principally consists 
of dayroom accommodation, has been painted, papered, and 
furnished, and is now in occupation, and the heating apparatus 
i« being extended, so as to heat the entire buildings. 

Stewart Institution. — The system of heating by hot water 
has been remodelled, and a new boiler has been supplied, so 
that a satisfactory temperature can now be maintained 
throughout the wards. 

A new piano has been obtained. Additional fire appliances 
have also been provided. . , 

Our reports on the inspection of these licensed bouses and 
other institutions will be found in Appendix E.

Two of the deaths — all of which were, in accordance with the 
practice in this asylum, verified hy ■ post-mortem examination, fol- 
lowed by a Coroner’s inquest — are returned as due to natural and 
ordinary causes, and the third as the result of inanition, caused by 
the prolonged refusal of food. 

The percentage of deaths on the average number resident was 1 '7. 

The general health of the institution has been good throughout 
the year. At present there are only two men and one woman in 
bed, suffering from minor ailments, and two men are kept in bed 
on account of excitement. Three other men are secluded, and 
exercise apart from the rest of the inmates, on account of their 
dangerous propensities. 

It is creditable to the staff that, in dealing with so many trouble- 
some and homicidal patients, restraint has not been resorted to 
during the period under review. 

Seclusion has been used in the treatment of 45 men, on 1,271 
occasions for a total duration of 10,528 hours; and of 10 women, 
on 142 occasions, for a total duration of 1,114 hours. 

There has been no escape, nor has any attempt to escape been 
recorded during the year. This, having regard to the class ot 
patients, reflects credit on the staff, and is a subject for congra u a- 
tion to all concerned in the management of the institution, w ic 
must, before all other things, be looked on as a place of de en ion 
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for criminals, and, in this respect, differing from the ordinary Dis- Central 
trict Asylum, where the primary object should be the treatment 

of the mentally afflicted. Asylum 

(Dusdhum). 

Of the patients at present under care 4 men and 1 woman are Stl|( . ( ^ and 
epileptic, and 7 arc returned as actively suicidal. All these patients epileptic cases, 
sleep under constant supervision. One patient suffers from general 
paralysis of the insane. 

Only one serious casualty is recorded, in which a patient sus- Casualties, 
tained a. fracture of the upper jaw, and of two ribs, through a sudden 
and aggravated assault by another patient. 

The returns of employment, show that about 53 per cent, of the men, Employment, 
and 74 per cent, of the women engage in some useful form of work. 

These returns indicate that the remuneration of the insane for their 
labour has worked well, and no difficulties have arisen in carrying out 
the regulations under which the rewards are administered. 

Fifty-nine per cent, of the patients attend the services of the Religious 
creeds to which they belong. Roman Catholic, Church of Ireland, m,mstratl o n * 
and Presbyterian Services are held every Sunday. 

The staff, as is necessary in such a.n institution, is a. strong one, Staff, 
averaging about one attendant- to over eight, male patients, and one 
nurse to about three female patients. Only four changes took place 
amongst the staff during the year — two- from deaths and two from 
resignations. The period of service, as might he expected, in the 
case of the great majority of the attendants and nurses is of con- 
siderable duration. 

The various wards and corridors were in good order, clean, and •Condition of 
well ventilated, hut. everywhere a renewal of paint and paper a.p- house, 
peared to be urgently called for, and the floors, whore still scrubbed, 

! should be oiled, beeswaxed, and polished. Looking glasses have 
been supplied in the lavatories, but the stiff gas brackets in the 
j water closets should he removed and jointed arms substituted. 

The diningroom is much too small, and should be enlarged by 
adding to it the adjoining scullery. 

The appliances for the service of the meals are certainly much Sennc® of 
behind those in use in most modern asylums. 

The Case-hooks and other medical records reflect great credit on Medical 
Dr. Considine, the Assistant Medical Officer. 

There have been about forty associated entertainments during the Amusements, 
past year, at which over 80 per cent, of the patients are _able to 
attend. Means of indoor and outdoor amusement are plentifully 
provided, and the supply of books and papers appeared to- be 
adequate.

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit my twelfth annual 
report, together with the usual statistical tables for the year 1902, 
the financial tables for the year ended 31st March, 1903, and the 
notes on the cases admitted. 

The admissions were 18 in number, 15 males and 3 females, a 
decrease of 6 as compared with the previous year. The character 
of the cases admitted show a decrease in the homicidal class, but the 
prospects of recovery are very small in the majority of cases. 

One woman was admitted from a District Asylum, charged with 
assaulting an attendant. She is the most troublesome and dangerous 
patient, and I can readily. believe that the asylum authorities^ were 
glad of the opportunity to get rid of her. You will recollect that 
this course was also followed in the case of K.C., who was admitted 
from another District Asylum in 1901. This woman had for ten 
year's defied all discipline in two asylums. 

The daily average number resident has been 167*6, as against 
164 -44, and 161 -25, in 1901 and 1900 respectively. 

The total number under treatment was 188. The figure last year 
was 186. 

The discharges were 15, of whom 4 were discharged recovered, 8 
relieved, and 3 not improved. There were 4 deaths, 2 males and 
2 females, all from natural causes. An inquest was, as usual, held 
in each case. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number of patients 
was 2 • 4, the same as last year. 

I am glad to be able to report, for the tenth year in succession, 
that no suicide, escape, or fatal casualty, occurred during the year. 

The conduct of the staff lias, on the whole, been good. One male 
attendant was called on to resign, and a female attendant left vo un 
tarily, to take up a better position. 

The general health of the patients and staff was excellent, but a 
patient from a prison was found to be suffering from a malignan 
form of typhoid fever, and died in a few days. 

The heating system has worked fairly well, but it is difficult to 
keep down the temperature in mild weather. 
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It is almost impossible to obtain the services of a fitter who will 
undertake stoking. 

The average cost per caput was £38 11s. 2 d. } against £47 4s. 5 d., 
the average cost for the five years 1885--89. 

The amusements have been carried out on the same scale as for 
many years. The results are excellent. 

The farm operations show a splendid profit as usual, despite a 
serious failure of the potato crop. This failure will affect the 
victualling vote for 1903--4. 

The only new work during the year was the installation of a 
night-recording apparatus. 

I need only refer to my remarks last year as to the efficient help 
rendered by Mr. Thomas Considine, F.R.C.S., Sir C. J Nixon, M.D., 
and the Clerk and Storekeeper, and his Assistant. 

In conclusion, I must thank you for your continued support and 
valued appreciation.

Tho patients’ food is well cooked, and fairly served, and the 
bread, which is baked by a patient, is of excellent quality. 

There has been no Coroner’s inquest since last visit: indeed 
no serious casualty of any kind : no case of zymotic disease : nor 
has any patient boon secluded, or placed in mechanical restraint. 

The deaths which occurred during the period under review were 

of the ordinary kind in public institutions, and call for no special 
remark, and tho exact cause was verified by post-mortem examina- 
tion in as many cases as possible. 

The asylum books and records are carefully kept, and the atten- 
tion which tho Assistant Medical Officer bestows on the case-hoolcs, 
and the manner in which he performs his duties generally deservo 
commendation.

In my report last year, I asked the Committee to consider how the 
serious deficiency of accommodation could best be met, but, up to the 
time of my visit, no practical steps had been taken in the matter* 
except the utilization of a basement room on the female side, as a 
dormitory for eight patients; 

I understand that, since the date of my inspection, two similar rooms 
—one in the basement and the other in the attic, which have hitherto 
been occupied by members of the staff-^-liave been converted into 
dormitories for 8 and 1.5 patients, respectively, but these alter- 
ations still leave a serious deficiency of sleeping accommodation, and 
make no provision for tke additional dayroom accommodation which 
is so much required. 

Unless, therefore, some further action is taken, it will be incumbent on 
us to report to the Lord Lieutenant that the County Council, acting 
through the Committee, have not fulfilled the duty of providing and 
maintaining sufficient accommodation for the lunatic poor of the county t 
which is imposed on them by the 9th section of the Local Govern* 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898, the fulfilment of which duty is a condition 
precedent to the payment of the Government Capitation Grant, under 
section 58 (2) (c) of the Act referred to; 
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Armagh The examples of the neighbouring asylums of Belfast and Down- 
Asylum, patrick will indicate how the required buildings can be provided at a 
reasonable cost ; and, I need not assure the Committee that we are 
quite willing to afford them every assistance in our power in considering 
this important question of accommodation. 

Paying There are at present only .1 1 patients in the asylum towards whose 

patients. maintenance contributions are received from relatives or out of their 
own property — the rates of payment varying from £ 1 0 to £26 per annum 
The total amount obtained from this source during the last financial 
year, ending the 31st March, 1902, was £1.37 8s. Id. 

Cost of During that year the gross average capitation cost of maintenance, 

maintenance, including repayments in respect of loans for building works, and other 
capital charges, was £34 5s. Id., while the -net average, excluding loan 
repayments, and deducting receipts from paying patients, profit on 
farm, and other miscellaneous receipts, was £26 10s. 3d. 

It is anticipated that :the rates for the current year will show a 
further reduction, as the gross, and net average costs for the first half 
of the year , ' i.e., the six months ending 30th September last, were 
£13 4s. Id. and £10 52s. Id., respectively. 

I am glad to observe that the investigations pursued by the Com- 
mittee, and their careful supervision of financial details, have resulted 
in the substantial reduction in the cost of maintenance, which these 
figures show.

I need scarcely point out how ment of 
much the welfare and happiness of the patients depend on the skill subordinate 
and humanity of the attendants, with whom they are in such constant „^ndeA° m " 
association. No doubt, the superior officers visit the wards from time 
to time, but the attendants during all their hours of duty are present 
with the patients, and their duties are often objectionable and irksome 
in the extreme. Under these circumstances, I think that every reason- 
able indulgence should be granted them, and every encouragement 
held out to them to become skilful, expert, and proficient in the duties 
they are called upon to perform. 

I found the condition of the asylum, on the whole, satisfactory. 

The beds and bedding were good, but the sheets are rapidly wear- 
ing out. The Medical Superintendent states that this arises from the Uclls - 
coarse quality of the linen, which is not found sufficiently durable. 

The patients’ clothing, with a few exceptions, wms fairly good, but I Uothm & 
think it would he desirable to obtain thin shoes or slippers for indoor 
wear, as is done in many of the other asylums. 

More attention should, however, be given to the neatness and repair 
of the men’s clothing, as I found in some cases that trouser buttons 


were used for vests. ...

The day of my visit being Saturday's I found that the patients do 
not go out for exercise or work in the forenoon of that day, as they are 
employed cleaning up the asylum. Having regard to the variability 
of this climate and the overcrowding of the asylum, I think that ad- 
vantage should be taken of every hour of fine weather to send the 
patients out of doors. 

The condition of some of the workrooms on the female side is very good. 

The dinner on the day of my visit consisted of Scotch broth, and 
potatoes, which the patients have to peel with their fingers. I may 
remark that, in some of the asylums, the potatoes are peeled by a 
machine provided for the purpose. 

The diningroom felt rather cold, and I would, therefore, suggest 
that a few additional radiators should be provided, as the expense 
involved would not be very great. 

Many repairs have been executed, and improvements effected in 
the laundry, but Borne additional machinery is required. If a few of 
the Committee would inquire into this matter, and could find time to 
visit one of the neighbouring asylums — such as Downpatrick or Bel- 
fast — they would see in use the very best and latest laundry appliances, 
which are so necessary for the efficient management of an asylum. 

The condition of the new building continues satisfactory, and it is 
quite remarkable to find there— owing to their good surroundings— 
an almost total absence of excitement or turmoil amongst the recent 
and acute cases. Undoubtedly, this block cost the ratepayers a con- 
siderable sum of money, but no one who is acquainted with the con- 
dition of the institution before the erection of the building referred to, 
can deny how soothing and beneficial is the effect which the good 
accommodation and improved surroundings have on the patients 


occupying it.

Since last inspection, an associated entertainment has been provided 
for the amusement of tlie patients once a week, and these entertain- 
ments were attended, on an average, by 338 patients, viz,, 200 males 
and 138 females. . 

A number of the patients are taken for country walks the mates 
twice a week, and the females three times a week. _ 

They are also afforded opportunities for engaging in the usual out- 
door and indoor games, such as cricket, football, skittles, draughts,' 
bagatelle, ping-pong, and cards, and, in addition to a concert once a 
month, there is frequently music in the dayrooms. 

■ ■ Some of the patients were taken to the local Agricultural Show, 
and a special magic lantern display was given at Christmas. 

The deaths since last visit, with one exception, call for no special 
remarks. In 8 of the 36 cases the cause was verified by post-mortem 
examination. 
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The exceptional case referred to was that of a male patient (P.L.) Armagh 
who, in the evening of the 1st March last, escaped from the asylum, Asylum 
and his dead body was found next morning on the railway line, where Patient killed 
he had apparently been killed by a passing train, when attempting to on railway, 
cross in the dark. As he had never exhibited any tendency to suicide or 
escape, while in the asylum, he was allowed a considerable degree of 
liberty. A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict . 
that the patient was accidentally killed by a train on the Great North- 
ern Railway, and they added a rider that no one was to blame in con- 
nection with the matter. This was the only serious casualty which 
occurred during the period under review. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident Deat ^ ratefl> 
during that period was 7 ’3, viz. : — 10 ’3 amongst the males, and 4 '4 
amongst the females ; while the percentage of recoveries on admissions Reco ^ jry 
during the same period was 34, viz. : — 27*1 amongst the males, and ra te 0 . 

40 '4 amongst the females. 

It is worthy of remark how much more favourable these percentages 
are in the case of the females than in the case of the males-;— the re- 
covery rate of the former being so much higher, and the death rate .

It is gratifying to find that no cases of zymotic disease occurred j. ymo ti c 
gince last inspection, and in no case was mechanical restraint used, disease, 
while the records show that only one male and three females were regtraint 
placed in seclusion, on one, and four occasions, respectively, for a total 
duration of twelve hours in the case of the male, and ten hours in the Seclusion, 
cases of the females.

(15.) Corridor and large number of rooms in new building painted;

I S& l 3ia 1 Since. tlio last report on this asylum was written the new 
October^ 1002. hospital hloclc has been opened, and is now occupied by patients. 

Tlio accommodation provided is excellent. The day-rooms and 
Nrw hospital dormitories are bright and cheerful, and afford ample cubic space 
M^k. for the occupants. The building is lighted by electricity and 

heated by hot air forced by fans, through tubes, to the various 
rooms. The floors aro of polished wooden blocks. The furnishing 
of tko building is nob yet completed, but the furniture which I 
saw appeared suitable for asylum use. A good deal still remains to 
be done in the way of providing objects of interest and amuse- 
ment, such as pictures, plants, etc. 

Some attention will also bo required as regards the position of 
the electric lamps in the single rooms, and the hanging of some of 
the doors. The effect produced on the mental condition of the 
Effect of patients, by tho improved accommodation and surroundings, is 
improved most striking. Peace and quietude-, contentment and good cooi- 
gurroumlings. ductj p r0va ,o e a throughout, and, if proof were required, these

There are at present in the -whole asylum 1,230 patients — 742 
men and 488 women. Since tho last report was written on the 10th 
August, 1901, the admissions have numbered 255, the dischargee 
115, and tho deaths 88. One of each sex is at present absent on 
probation. Of the residents, 240 were in the new hospital, and 
the remainder, 990, in tho old building. During the interval of 
time since last inspection the population of the asylum has in- 
creased by 50. . 

As tho whole estimated accommodation is only for 1,084, tlio 
opening of tho new hospital has not in any way lessened the over- 
crowding in tho old building, which is now as great as ever, with 
tho result that the day-room accommodation on the male side has 
been almost entirely converted into dormitories. Soino of the new 
stores and workshops are utilized as day-rooms, but these are un- 
suitable for the purpose, as they aro a long way off the wards. At 
night there is barely room for the beds in some of the dormitories 
in tho old building. This state of overcrowding calls for speedy 
remedy. , 

When tho hospital block was completed, it was proposed to pro- 
vide additional room, by carrying out various alterations in the 
old building, and with this object plans were prepared. The Oom- 
mitteo should now consider those plans. There is no doubt that 
a considerable amount of room could be gained by gutting the wo 
top wards in tho front of the house, which would not be an ex- 
pensive work. - . 

It would only require the removal of tho walls of the sepaia 
rooms, and tho heating of these front corridors by a system o ow 
pressure hot -water pipes, as tho old chimneys would he done away 
with. In whatever way tho additional accommodation is obtain > 
it is a matter of urgent importance, and should be decided on wi 
out further delay; as, under the provision of the 9th section 
the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, the duty of provi g 
sufficient accommodation devolves on the Committee. 
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Amongst tlio causes of death are 8 from epilepsy; 3 from dy- Ballinasloe 
sontery ; 1 from enteric fever; and 24 from consumption. In A sylu m. 
four cases the cause of deatli was verified by post-mortem examina- D cat hs. 
tion. In only one instance did the Coroner find it necessary to 
hold an inquest. In this case a male patient committed suicide Autopsies, 
by hanging himself from the window sash in bis room. He was 
not considered suicidal, but slept in a single room, as he was too Suicide- 
dangerous to be trusted in a dormitory. 

Fourteen serious casualties are recorded. These consisted of Casualties, 
fractures, injuries, or dislocations of bones in six cases; injuries to 
the eyes in two cases; burns in three cases; and incised wounds in 
three cases; all these resulted from accident, or from assaults by 
other patients. There are several children hero who are not fit i nst j tut ion ’ 
subjects for the wards of an asylum for adults. But, until some f or imbecile 
steps are taken to provide an institution for the care of imbeciles children re- 
in Ireland, there is no other place to which they could be sent. quired. 

The frequent outbreaks of zymotic and epidemic disease described Zymotic 
in former reports, still continue'. disease. 

During the period since last inspection there were 18 cases of 
dysentery, 8 of enteric fever, 9 of erysipelas, 19 of febricula, 5 
of diarrhoea, and 9 of German measles. 

As pointed out in former reports, one potent factor in causing ■ • ■ 

these outbreaks is undoubtedly the decayed timber in .the ground 
floors, which allow the passage of the damp from the wet earth Decayed 
underneath the rooms. floors. 

During the year a number of those floors where the timber had 
rotted away wore rolaid — but much more remains to be done, as 
almost all tjio timber op. the groufid floor is worn out. 

At present there are 51 patients in bed, and one man is suffering Health, 
from dysentery. Not quite 7 per cent, of the patients are epileptic. 
Observation dormitories have now been provided for the care of Supervision, 
the suicidal and epileptic during the night, but additional rooms of suicidal 
would have to be provided if all the patients thus afflicted were ^ ge ® pl ep 10 
to be under constant supervision, as t-hoy should be. 

Tlio night staff now consists of five male attendants and four Staff, 
females. Considering the very scattered nature of the buildings 
these numbers are barely sufficient. 

Since the opening of the new hospital a very considerable addi- 
tion has been made to the day staff, which numbers 47 male atten- 
dants and 36 nurses — giving a proportion of one attendant to 16 
patients on the male side, and one nurse to over 13 female patients. 

On tho male side the staff would appear to be somewhat below the 
recognised proportion of attendants to patients. Some of the late 
appointments both on the male and female sides, would appear to 
be much below the standard of height which is looked on as 
essential in asylums. The Committee should consider the import- 
ance of appointing only such persons as are suitable, from their 
physical and mental qualities, for such onerous posts, and with this 
view the appointments should be probationary, until the Superin- 
tendent reports on their suitability. 

The returns of employment show that, excluding those em- Employnient 
ployed in tho wards, only 26 per cent, of the men, and 3 _j per cent, 
of the women are engaged in any form of work. These are remark- 
ably low percentages, and every effort should, therefore, be made

It will be seen from this Table that no less than I moll tli» 
males and .1.54 females) were admitted d.unng t ie transferred 
under review, and of these 30 males and 39 females w 
from the Belfast Workhouse. 
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The question of providing for the yearly increasing number of the 
insane, which arises partly from the increasing population of the city, 
partly from the accumulation of old patients in the asylum, and partly 
from the largo number of transfers from the workhouse which have 
taken place in recent years, has been under consideration for a long 
time past. 

Formerly, Belfast and Antrim County constituted one lunacy Dis- 
trict, but as far back as 1892 legislative authority was obtained for 
separating the County Antrim from the City of Belfast for lunatic 
asylum purposes, and for the erection of a new asylum for the former 
county, thus leaving the old asylum for the Belfast City patients only; 
On the 31st December of that year the total number of patients on 
the register — including the County Antrim cases— was 691. As the 
city patients continued to increase, it was decided later on to erect 
a new asylum for the City of Belfast, also on a site in the country. 

The Board of Control accordingly, with the full concurrence of the 
Board of Governors, took steps to obtain a suitable site, and in the 
year 1394, at the suggestion of Alderman S. Lawther, d.l;, the present 
Chairman of the Asylum Committee, who has always evinced a great 
interest in the welfare of the insane poor, the Purdysburn Estate was 
acquired at a total cost of £29,500, free of all charges. 

It is no exaggeration to state that in the United Kingdom no more 
beautiful site for an asylum could be found. 

In the year following the old Purdysburn manor house and out- 
buildings on the estate were converted into accommodation for 90 
male and 40 female patientB, at a cost of about £10,000.

In that year the Medical Superintendent was able to provide further 
dormitory accommodation at Purdysburn for 20 male patients, and 
in the same year, by surrendering his own residence at the parent 
asylum, additional accommodation was found for 40 females: 

Competitive plans had been invited in 1896 for an asylum on the 
block system, designed to accommodate about 800 patients, to be 
erected at Purdysburn. The assessor, Mr. Sydney Mitchell, a 
gentleman who deservedly occupies a foremost place in his profession, 
and who was appointed to adjudicate on these plans, placed first in 
order of merit these of Messrs. Jackson & Co. 

The architect’s estimate, as revised for this asylum, was approxi- 
mately £164,000, but the actual acceptance of a tender was, from 
various causes, delayed, and the City Council having, towards the end 
of 1899, obtained a report from Mr. Hine, the well-known specialist 
and Consulting Architect of the English Lunacy Commissioners, 
recommending certain modifications in the plans, the whole question 
of the character of the proposed new buildings was reconsidered, 
with the result that the Committee in 1901, on the advice of the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent, unanimously adopted the Villa Colony 
type of building for the new asylum,

’ All that lias been done towards finding additional accommodation 
is good, so far as it goes, and the Resident Medina Supcnntendent

It will be seen from this Tablo that there is a total deficiency of 
accommodation at the parent asylum for 30.1 patients, viz., 127 male 
and 174 females, and to meet this deficiency the only new accommo- 
dation being provided is the two villas, which will merely lessen the 
deficiency by .100, leaving out of consideration the annual increase 
of patientB which must be expected, at any rate, for some years to come, 

I have so frequently called attention to the overcrowding, that I Overcrowding, 
regret being again obliged to dwell on the subject, but it has now 
reached such a pitch that it is absolutely necessary that some steps 
should be taken to provide further accommodation. 

As the Committee and the City Council have adopted the Villa 
Colony system, I feel assured that they will agree that the time has 
come when the plans of the new asylum buildings should.be designed 
and laid down as a whole, and that they should then provide at Purdys- 
burn at least the main administrative buildings of the colony, and 
near them the special buildings for the treatment of recent and acute 
cases, unless they decide that the recent and acute block should be 
complete in itself. 

If the general scheme of the asylum is not now prepared, the new 
institution will be nothing better than a congeries of patchwork build- 
ings. 

I trust, too, that the Committee may act on the power given by 
section 9 (6) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, by pro- 
viding a separate villa for private patients of the class between absolute 
paupers and those who cannot afford to pay even the lowest rates of 
board charged in private asylums. 

Of the total number of patients on the register, ten are “ criminal ■** Paying 
ltmatics, the entire cost of whose maintenance is paid under the Act patients, 
of 1901 out of State funds. There are also 28 patients in respect 
of whose maintenance contributions are received out of their own 
property or from relatives, at rates varying from £10 to £2G per annum — 
the total amount obtained from this source during the year, up to the 
date of inspection, being £485 7s. Gd. 
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The estimated net average cost of maintenance for the year is 
£^3 4s per head which contrasts favourably with the cost in similar 
institutions in other parts of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland: 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions this year, up to the date 
of inspection, was 29 ■ 6, viz., 26 • 8 amongst the males, and 31; 7 amongst 
the females, while the percentage of deaths on the daily average 
number resident during the same period was 7 '6, viz., 9 -3 amongst

It is satisfactory to note tliat only 14 male patients refuse to work, 
and of the remaining unemployed patients, 38 were unable to engage 
in any form of occupation in consequence of their mental condition, 
and 27 in consequence of their physical condition.

Sixty-one associated entertainments, attended on an average by 
550 patients (260 males and 290 females), have been given during the 
period under review, and. as hitherto, the patients are afforded ample 
opportunities of engaging in indoor and outdoor games, such as foot- 
ball, chess, cards, draughts, and dominoes, while the supply of news- 
papers and magazines appears to be liberal, bpecial festivities are 
provided at Christmas and Hallow Eve, and athletic sports are held 
annually in August. 

The dietary is satisfactory, and the quality of the food and the per- 
paration of the meals are carefully supervised by the Medical Super- 
intendent.

The causes of death, as above summarized, are such as are ordinarily 
found in asylums, and, with the exception of those resulting from 
general paralysis of the insane, which accounts for 16 of the 52 deaths 
on the male side, they call for no special remarks. 

This disease, which, according to the most recent pathological views* 
is most frequently associated with syphilitic taint, is. generally found 
in large centres of population, being almost unknown in rural districts. 
It was supposed at one time that Ireland was practically free from it, 
and that a beneficent Providence had granted us an immunity from 
general paralysis as well as from snakes and toads. The statistics of 
this institution, as well as those of the Richmond Asylum in Dublin, 
disprove this pleasant belief, and show that, when the conditions of 
city life arc approximated to those which obtain in England, cases of 
this most grave form of brain disease develop in a corresponding ratio 
amongst the population. 

The cause of death was verified by post-mortem examination in no 
less than 25 cases, and in this connection I may state that a spacious 
pathological laboratory has been recently erected — the entire work, 
including the internal fittings, having been undertaken and finished by 
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the asylum staff. A complete set of apparatus for microscopical and 
post-mortem work lias been procured, including microscopes, embed- — 
ding baths, and microtomes for cutting by freezing and paraffin methods, 
and a large Schanze microtome capable of cutting complete celloid in 
sections of the brain. All the instruments necessary for the minute 
examination of the blood (lisemoglobinometers, hsemocytometers* 

&c.) have also been obtained. A special bench, with the required 
chemical reagents, has been reserved for the quantitative and qualita- 
tive examination of the bodily secretions and excretions. In the last 
few months the necessary appliances for bacteriological work have been 
provided. This method of investigation is nowadays considered an 
absolutely necessary adjunct for the proper study of mental diseases. 

Some special work has been undertaken in the laboratory on a case of 
disseminated sclerosis (hardening of the nervous tissues) and on a 
peculiar case of aphasia (loss of speech) and puerperal insanity from a 
toxic basis. 

In my opinion the very greatest credit is due to Dr. R. A. L. Graham, Pathological 
Assistant Medical Officer, for the time which, without in any way * } nv ®® ti | at j^ n Li 
neglecting his clinical duties, he devotes to pathological study — a ^ ah r am [ 
devotion which gives promise of results, not only creditable to the 
institution to which he is attached, but which may even prove valu- 
able in the general interests of the insane. 

Coroners’ inquests were held in three cases, in two of which the Coroners 1 
jury found that death resulted from natural causes, viz., exhaustion inquests, 
following epileptic seizures, and apoplexy, respectively, and in the 
third case from septicaemia. In one of the cases, however, they pro- 
perly added a rider calling attention to the seriously overcrowded 
condition of the asylum, and in the case of death from septicaemia 
they condemned the system of employing “ handy women ” at con- 
finements— the patient having died from the disease referred to, from 
which she was suffering when she entered the asylum shortly after 
giving birth to a child. 

The only form of. zymotic disease which occurred during the period Zymotic 
under roview was influenza, from which 16 male and 7 female patients tl30a3e - 
suffered in November and December. 

It is a matter for regret that the site of the new infectious diseases Erection of 
hospital for the City of Belfast should be so close to the Purdysburn 1 d “^ U8 
Asylum, and this applies with greater force to the small-pox block. ll08pitftl in 
An ordinary isolation hospital has, witli due precautions, no great pr0 ximity to 
tendency to spread disease, but in the case of small-pox hospitals it is asylum, 
admitted that there is great danger of dissemination, and consequently 
such hospitals should be remote from a populous neighbourhood. 

The English Local Government Board have laid it down that a 
small-pox hospital should not, amongst other things, be within lialf- 
a mile, measured from boundary to boundary, of an institution such 
as Purdysburn, where the population will be largely in excess of 600. 

Now the small-pox huts, which have already been erected on the Purdys- 
burn Estate, are within 285 yards of the asylum portion of the estate, 
and, therefore, the Committee will understand that it lay as a con- 
scientious duty on the Resident Medical Superintendent to protest 
against their erection. 

It is extremely creditable, having regard to the large number of Casualty 
patients under treatment, and the seriously overcrowded condition 
of the wards, that only one casualty occurred during the thirteen 
months which elapsed since last inspection, viz., a fracture of the left 
radius in a female patient as the result of a fall.

Since this asylum was last reported on, several structural improve- inspected on 
ments have been carried out by the aid of the asylum stall and Kith Dec., 

patients. No. 4 male corridor has been completely re-modelled, the 1902 - 

Hags in the passage removed, and pitch pine boarding substituted, improvements. 
The windows have been lowered, new window frames and sashes put 
in, and eight single rooms re-floored. More, however, remains to be 
done in this way throughout the institution, as much of the old flooring 
is completely worn out, and requires to bo renewed with hard polished 
wood. The improved light and ventilation gained by lowering the old 
dungeon-like windows is so manifest that the Committee will, I am 
sure, see the importance of having this work continued until all the 
windows in the corridors and single rooms have been similarly treated. 

A contract is at present being carried out for the enlargement of the Chapel 
Roman Catholic Chapel, and the seats for the building are being made 
in the Carpenters’ shop. 

The fitting up of the Protestant Chapel is almost completed, and the 
building is now in use. 

The plumbing work in connection with the general bathrooms has General 
not yet been taken in hands; Such bathrooms, where the insane can Bathrooms, 
bo bathed under the supervision of the superior officials, are now re- 
garded as of so much importance, in asylums, that I trust the Committee 
will consider the advisability of expediting this work as much as possible:

This addition to tlie female population of tlie asylum is principally 
due to tlie number of transfers from workhouses, and cannot be looked 
upon as pointing to any increase of freshly occurring insanity in the 
district. 

Tlie deaths cab for no remark ; all were from causes generally found 
in such institutions. 

In five cases tlie cause was verified by post-mortem examination; 

There lias been no suicide or death from misadventure during the 
period under review, nor has it been considered necessary to hold a 
Coroner’s inquest in any case. 

The casualties consisted of two fractures of bones, caused by falls, 
and, in one instance, of an incised wound, caused by a blow with a 
sweeping brush, inflicted by another patient. 

During the past fourteen months there lias been no case of zymotic 
or infectious disease. 

There are at present seven patients confined to bed, but none of them 
are seriously ill. 

The epileptics at present number 25, and the suicidal 23, and 
these 48 patients sleep in the observation dormitories under constant 
supervision. 

The records of restraint an<l seclusion show that in no case has 
restraint been resorted to since last inspection, but one man and five 
women have been secluded— the man on four occasions for a total 
duration of 24 hours, and tlie women on .16 occasions for a total of 
122 hours.

The patients were particularly orderly in their behaviour, and free 
from complaints. Their dress and personal condition were satis- 
factory, except that in some cases the men’s clothing was patched to 
a degree which rendered the patients remarkable. 

The returns of employment show that — excluding those engaged 
as ward helpers only — almost 70 per cent, of the men, and. 40 per 
cent, of the women are usefully employed. Various industries have 
been introduced, such as basket and brush making, and all the baskets, 
mats, and brushes required in the asylum arc now made on the premi- 
ses, whilst all articles of clothing — including boots — for the use of 
both the patients and staff, are now supplied from the asylum shops 
and the female wards. Having regard to the small number of patients 
and to the fact that they generally' belong to the agricultural class, 
and that very few are in any sense artizans, these efforts to promote 
industries are creditable to the management of the institution. 

The dinner in the general dining Halls was served with decency and 
regularity, and the behaviour of the patients during the meal was 
orderly and proper. The food was good, and appeared to be well 
liked. Fish, when procurable, is given for dinner twice a week. Butter 
is given for breakfast jmd supper. 

The, contracts are said to be well carried out, but that for the supply 
of bread is in this asylum always high. 

Some additional furniture has been provided, and some of the day- 
rooms have been rendered more comfortable and homelike by pictures 
and other objects of interest, but more remains to be done m this 
direction. 

The beds and bedding are of excellent material, but I cannot say 
much for the washing of tlie sheets and blankets, which appeared to 
me to be very indifferently done, 
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The country walks every week are still kept up, but there appear Cablow 
to be no associated entertainments, and, during the winter, the only S ™ M - 
regular amusements are indoor games, books, and papers. Exercise. 

The staff in actual charge of the patients consists of 14 of each sex — 
giving a proportion of one attendant to about 14 patients on each side. a 
This proportion is somewhat below the recognized standard, for so 
small an asylum. On the female, side the laundry maids assist in the 
mornings and afternoons. This is not an arrangement now generally 
adopted, as the work in the laundry is considered of such importance 
as to fully occupy the time of the employees. 

The plan of allowing some of the senior male attendants to take 
their meals at home has been adopted here, and rs said to work without forme , to . 
any inconvenience or interference with the discipline of the institution. 

With the exception of 84, all the patients are returned as attending 
their respective places of worship, whilst the Chaplains are assiduous n ’ lllls r “ 10 
in their attendance. 

The Case-books and other medical records continue to be kept in a re ‘“ 
manner creditable to the Medical Staff.

Tlie actual increase in the number of patients was 14, and it 
would have been much greater had it not been for the high death 
rate, which has, unfortunately, prevailed in the institution. Of 
the total number of patients, 6 males and 2 females are classified 
as “ Criminal Lunatics,” the total cost of whose maintenance is now 
paid out of State Funds, under the provisions of the Lunacy (Ire- 
land) Act, 1901. 

The estimated accommodation in the asylum is for only 250 
males and 169 females, figures which, when compared with the 
actual numbers resident, point to the dangerously overcrowded 
state of the institution. 

The plans for the extension of the buildings, so as to raise the 
accommodation to 700, have received the approval of His Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutenant, under the 9th section of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, and I trust that, as soon as all 
the preliminaries have been completed, the Committee, who have 
displayed such commendable zeal in providing for the lunacy wants 
of the district, will press on the completion of the necessary con- 
tracts. 

Only six patients (four males and two females) at present con- 
tribute towards the cost of their maintenance, and the total sum 
received from this source during the last financial year amounted 
to £221 11s. 3 d. 

During that year the gross average cost of maintenance was £22 
18s. Id . — the net average cost being the lowest of the Irish 
Asylums, viz.: — £19 10s. 5 d. per head. 

On the days of my visit the Medical Superintendent was absent 
on leave, and I was, therefore, accompanied through the institution 
by the Assistant Medical Officer, whose thorough acquaintance with 
the facts of the individual cases shows how entirely devoted he 
must be, to the performance of the important duties he is called 
upon to discharge.

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The severe outbreak of dysentery which visited the institution Castlebar. 
in the spring of last year was referred to in the last report on SYLU M « 
inspection made by my colleague, and the probable cause was Zymotic 
pointed out by him. Since then six male3 and three females were disease, 
attacked, with a fatal result in the cases of three of the males and 
one of the females. There were also six cases of enteric fever on 
the male side, one of which proved fatal. 

The local drainage authority has cleared the bed of the river Sewage 
which flows near the asylum, but the problem of the sewage dis- disposal, 
posal has not yet been satisfactorily solved, and it behoves the 
Committee. — having special regard to the unsatisfactory health con- 
ditions of the institution, to consult an engineering expert on the 
subject. 

I am glad to be able to report favourably in many respects on General 
the condition and management of the asylum. Since the aequisi- condition, 
tion of the new farm, the number of men employed at agricultural 
work has been largely increased, while, owing to the efforts made by Employment, 
the Head Nurse, the employment of the women at knitting, sewing, 
and laundry work has, for some years, been very satisfactory.

In last year’s report my colleague recommended that the better 
class of patients should be sent for country walks, as is the custom voIks 
in other Irish Asylums. The Medical Superintendent has not yet 
acted on this suggestion, hut I trust that the Committee will now 
in the interests of the patients direct it to be carried out, unless 
some valid reasons to the contrary can be shown. 
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Castleiiah. During tho period under review 61 deaths occurred, and the 
Asylum, deaths in 1901 amounted to 9 -8 per cent, of the average number 
Deatlis. resident — being 12-3 amongst the males, and 61 amongst the 

females. 

Autopsies. This high death rate no doubt is largely due to the overcrowding 
which exists in the institution, as the most prevalent disease — 
accounting for no less than 26 of the 61 eases — was phthisis, a 
disease which is often the result of overcrowding— the poison being 
conveyed through re-breathing the vitiated air. 

In only ono case was the cause of death verified by post-mortem 
examination. The infrequency of these examinations arises from 
the unwillingness of deceased patients’ friends to allow such exa- 
minations to he made. 


Casualties. Three serious casualties occurred since last inspection, viz. : — 

(1.) A male patient (M. D.) died on the 23rd June, 1901, 
from the effects of a kick in the abdomen which he received 
from a fellow-patient. 

(2.) Another male patient (W. C.) was found to have 
sustained fractures of two ribs on the right side, on or about 
the 28th. June, 1901. 

(3.) A female patient. (A. H.) fell accidentally and dis- 
located her left shoulder on the 4th June, 1902. 

Case rf In the first case, the patient, who had been in the asylum from 

homicide. the 10th October, 1896, received the kick on the 20th June, 1901, 
and died three days later from peritonitis, caused by it. A 
Coroner’s inquest was held, and the Jury returned a verdict ac- 
cordingly, adding that they wore fully satisfied that no blame was 
attachable to any of the staff, but that they considered the staff 
of attendants insufficient.

In tho communication which wo addressed to tho Committee on 
the subject, wo directed attention to our reports from time to time, 
in which wo pointed out tlio insufficiency of tlio staff, and in one 
of which we had predicted that accidents such as took place in 
this case must sooner or later occur. Wo also expressed the hope 
that, having regard to this warning, which had been emphasised in 
such a striking manner by the case in question, there would be no 
further delay in making the. necessary additions to the staff. The 
patient who inflicted tho injury which caused M. D.’s death was 
brought up for trial, and, being found insane on arraignment, was 
in duo course removed to the Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum 
to ho there detained during the pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant. 

In connection with this matter, I may point out that, with the 
exception of the appointment of one male attendant, there has 
been no increase made to tho permanent staff since February, lo • 
Some temporary appointments have been made, but I need scaice y 
remark that persons acting temporarily do not take an mteies 1 
their work, or seek to qualify themselves for the efficient per- 
formance of their duties in tho same way as permanent officeis, an 
I would, therefore, urge the Committee to no- longer delay ma i g 
the necessary permanent additions to the staff. 

In the second case-, wo hold an inquiry on oath into the 
stances, and duly furnishod a copy of our report to ’the C ommi • 
The patient alleged that the injuries were caused by being 
by an attendant, and although no direct evidence in corrobo 
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of the patient’s statement could be obtained, in our opinion it was Casti.euak 
sufficiently substantiated to justify the Committee in dispensing AsrtgM - 
with tho attendant’s services. The Committee, however, merely 
reduced him in rank. 

I had a special interview with one patient (A. M.), who com- Cose of 
plained of being illegally detained. I did not observe nor could I ? n 0 " a b n ^ ul 
obtain any actual proof of her insanity, but I was informed that she lnsam y ’ 
is at times very abusive, and, although she may receive benefit 
from being under control, the legality of her detention is doubtful. 

The Medical Officers should, therefore, give attention to the case, 
and report as to her mental state after further special obser- 
vation. 

On the first day of my visit I saw the patients at dinner, which Dietary, 
consisted of pork obtained from the asylum farm, and cabbage. 

Both seemed of good quality. The improvement which has taken Service of 
place in the laundry ought to enable the Medical Superintendent nlea,s * 
to provide tablecloths for the patients’ use, as well as otherwise 
improve the service of their meals, as there is no reason why the 
standard of comfort should be lower in Castlebar Asylum than 
elsewhere. 

The beef in stock appeared to be of good quality, but the bread Provisions, 
did not seem very good. The supply of the latter has, X was in- 
formed, to. ho frequently rejected. Tho Committee should, there- 
fore, consider the advisability of providing a bakery in the 
asylum, as is nowadays frequently done in such institutions. Tho 
milk supplied by one of tho contractors very often gives too low a 
standard of cream, which is another matter requiring attention, 
having regard to the importance of this article of diet for the 
welfare of the patients. 

The clothing of the patients, especially on the female side, is Clothing, 
fairly good, with the exception of the boots supplied to the male 
patients, which were manifestly of inferior quality, and unsuitable 
fur working patients. 

Many parts of tho building still require better and more com- Furniture, 
fortable furniture, but, looking at the institution as a whole', I m prove™ en s 
am glad to state that there has been a marked advance in recent 
years, and tho Committee appear* to bo reasonably anxious to pro- 
vide the patients with everything necessary for their comfort and 
proper treatment.

injuring themselves, mechanical restraint by means of a canvas 
jacket has been used in the treatment of five females, and by means 
of locked gloves in the case of one male, for a total duration of 166 
hours in the female cases and 48 hours in the case of the male. 


Seclusion. Twenty-five males were placed in seclusion on 57 occasions for 

379 hours in all, and 15 females on 20 occasions for a total duration 
of 100 hours.

In the annual report oil this asylum for the year 1900 the ac- i U3 p G ^ted on 
commodation provided was fully described. It is, therefore, un- 2nd and 3rd 
necessary to again give the capacity of the various buildings. D Q e 5? mber ’ 

Suffice it to say that there is only accommodation for 551 inmates 1 * 

by day, and for 642 by night, whereas the numbers resident at the Accommoda- 
present time amount to 730. There is, therefore, a surplus popu- tlon - 
lation of 179 during the day and of 88 by night. 

To meet the pressing demands for further accommodation, the 
Committee, who are thoroughly conversant with the subject, both 
from a scientific and economical standpoint, have decided, after 
mature consideration, to erect three detached buildings — one to 
accommodate 50 women, to be built alongside the existing female 
block — and the other two, providing accommodation for 100 men, actional 
to be placed on high ground to be acquired for the use of the buildings, 
asylum. 

Having regard to the defects of the existing asylum buildings ; 
the unsuitability and inadequacy of the old male block for the 
treatment of the acute and curable insane; the great want of 
suitable day-rooms of modem type in both the male and female 
houses; and the pressing want of land for the employment of the 
patients, it cannot be doubted that the plan of providing the 
required accommodation in detached buildings on healthy sites is 
not alone the most advantageous as regards the treatment of the 
insane, but also the most economical as regards the interests of the 
ratepayers. 

Unfortunately, the negotiations for the acquisition of the 
additional land referred to have nob yet been completed, but there 
ought to be no further delay or difficulties, and it is to be hoped 
that the work of providing additional accommodation may be taken 
in hand early next spring. 

Day by day the old institution occupied by the men becomes Unsuitable 
more unsuited to the requirements of the insane, and, when the accommoda- 
opportunity occurs, efforts should at least be made to vacate the t5oa for ““k 3, 
basement story, as it is partly below the ground level, and without 
proper light or ventilation. Here the greater number of the 
acute male cases have to spend their days in a dismal and unhealthy 
room, which is so much blocked up by pillars as to render super- 
vision most difficult. This basement might perhaps be converted 
into shops for artizans, and stores, for which purposes only it is 
suitable. 

During the past year certain minor improvements which were f m P rovements - 
decided on by the Committee have been carried out, viz. : — 

(1.) A comfortable mess and recreation room has been pro- ^^ante’ 
vided for the female attendants. 

(2.) The kitchen has been enlarged and provided with a tea Kitchen, 
infuser, and additional cooking appliances. 

(3.) One of the dormitories, has been fitted up as an observa- Observation 
tlon dormitory ; re-floored in pitch pine; and three dormitory, 
single rooms have been constructed at one end of it.

There are some other works which have been under consideration, 
but have not as yet been carried out. 

One of these, at least, is deserving of the further serious con- 
sideration of tlie 1 Committee, viz. : — the heating of the front cor- 
ridors, and the observation dormitory on the female side. Here 
the most restless patients — who are generally uncovered, and expose 
themselves to the cold, and for whom artificial heating is, therefore, 

essential sleep in single rooms. It is not possible to heat these 

rooms by open fires, and therefore either steam or hot water pipes 
should be used. The provision of such means of heating would not 
seem to be a matter of great difficulty, or a wort involving any great 


expense. 

The remaining improvements under consideration were: — 

(1.) The erection of a mortuary. 

This matter has been for some time under the consideration of 
the Committee. Such accommodation is certainly badly wanted, as 
at present the only receptacle for the dead is a mere shed, and it 
must he most hurtful to the feelings of relatives, on coming to look 
at the bodies of deceased inmates, to find them treated with so 
little respect.. 

(2.) The enlargement of the male diningroom. 

This work can be easily carried out, but it is a question for the 
Committee to consider how far it is wise to expend money on so 
antiquated a building. 

The statistics show that, since the last report on this asylum was 
written an increase of 14 patients has taken place. There were at 
that time (21st August, 1901) 716 (346 men and 370 women) on the 
register; since then 144 have been admitted; 54 have been dis- 
charged; and 76 have died— leaving 730 (355 men and 375 women) 
at present in residence. 

The death rate since last inspection has been high, amounting to 
10-4 percent, on the daily average number resident^that for all 
Irish asylums during the year ending the 31st December, 1901, 
having been 7 ■ 5. This high mortality is due principally to tto 
death of a number of old patients whose term of life had exceeded 
the common span. 

At present, however, the general health cannot be reported on 
favourably. There are several cases of typhoid fever, and influenza 
with typhoid symptoms amongst the female staff and the female 
patients. Amongst the former, I am Sony to' say, the Matron is 
seriously ill. In the spring 25 men and 21 women suffered trom 
influenza, and in July one male patient suffered from typhoid ever. 
At present 16 men and 19 women are confined to bed. e 1 

6 men and 5 women are seriously ill ; 10 are confined to e 
account of minor ailments; one on account of excitemen., 

13 from old age or debility. 

There has been no death from accident or suicide, and m no 
case was a, Coroner’s inquest considered necessary. 

Five serious casualties are recorded— including two scalp W0U “J* 
and three fractures of bones — the result of assaults by 
patients, or of accidental falls. a 

* One man was secluded for six hours, and one was rest™ J 
camisole for 4.8 hours to prevent the removal of surgical dre g • 
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The return of employment shows that-, excluding those only Clonmel 
employed as ward cleaners, only 31 per cent, of the men and 40 Asylum. 
per cent, of the women are engaged at work. The proportion of Employment, 
men employed is extremely low, and every effort, should be made 
to find some means of engaging the energies and interest of any who 
can be got to work. Until sufficient land is acquired to provide 
occupation, every endeavour should be made to find work, which, 
of all means, has proved the most successful in the treatment for 
the insane-. Increased efforts should be made to employ a larger 
number of patients by the various artizans, and to institute 
additional industries. 

The behaviour of the female patients was very satisfactory. I Condition, 
was especially struck with the improvement which has taken place conduct, and 
in No. 1 Division, referred to in the two last annual reports as not cl ° ing * 
being satisfactory in this respect. The patients were, on the 
occasion of my visit, wonderfully quiet, and well behaved, and 
were clean and suitably dressed : a great change from their con- 
dition last year. This change, Dr. Harvey tells me, is largely due 
to the tact, and good management of the charge nurse lately 
appointed. The female patients were, as a general rule, well 
dressed, neat, and tidy. The condition of the male patients in 
this respect is, however, open to improvement. 

The service of the meals oil the male side is rendered difficult Service of 
owing to the small size of the dining hall, so that the food has to be meals, 
partaken of in five different places. On the female side, where 
there is an excellent diningroom, dinner was served with great 
order and regularity. On both sides the food appeared excellent, Dietary 
but, as remarked in last year’s report, the diet table might with 
advantage be remodelled. 

The provisions obtained under contract appeared to be excellent-, provisions, 
and no complaints' were made of the supplies so obtained. 

The staff in actual charge of the insane now numbers 25 men staff, 
and 28 women — giving a ratio of one attendant to 14 patients on 
the male side, and of one nurse to 13 patients on the female side. 

Three men and three women- do- duty at night. 

During the past year one male attendant, obtained the certificate Q ua iifi ca ti 0 ns 
of the Medico-Psychological Association, and at present 11 male of staff, 
attendants and 8 nurses hold these certificates. The Committee 
have wisely sanctioned an increase of .£2 per annum to the salary 
of any of the staff thus qualified. 

I trust that when the additions to' the accommodation in this Accommo- 
asylum are being made, the comfort of the staff will not be lost sight dation for 
of. At present the quarters provided for both men and women sta£f * 
are most unsuitable. In one room 11 nurses have to sleep. In 
this age it is hopeless to expect that the services of a good staff 
can he retained unless the accommodation provided for them 
affords reasonable comforts. 

The religious wants of the patients are carefully looked after. Religion 
More than half of them are able to attend their respective places of ministration, 
worship, and the Chaplains are constant in their attendance. 

During the present year Dr. Heffernan has been appointed Appointment 
Assistant Medical Officer, and the manner in which the case-books ^^ tanfc 
and other medical records are kept bears testimony to his interest Q|g cert 
and energy in the discharge of his duties.

This Table shows that on the 13th October there were 1,623 patients 
viz., 876 males and 747 females, while— taking all the corridors at 
least 10 feet in width into consideration— there is only proper dayroom 
accommodation for 740 patients on the male side, and the sleeping 
accommodation is still more limited— being only sufficient tor :U( 
males and 579 females. The very serious congestion indicated by these 
figures is further accentuated by the absence of sufficient and con- 
venient asylum hospital accommodation, i.e., accommodation not only 
for the sick, but also for recent, acute, and special cases, h urtlier, 
notwithstanding its noble fapade, the construction of the original 
building is, according to modern ideas, most faulty, and. even 1 s si e 
on the slope of a steep hill possesses serious drawbacks. Among 
these defects may be mentioned the difficulty of bringing ee e ah 
demented patients down long flights of stairs, and the further dim- 
culty of taking them up the steep hill at the back of the asylum, 
the result that a considerable number of them are confined to cheerle 
and sunless airing yards, immediately in the rere of the buildings.

As stated in a previous report, the means of protection against lire 
would appear to be satisfactory. The Committee should, however, 
consider whether any further precautions could be taken to protect 
the new temporary building, containing Divisions Nos. 1 0 and 11 , which 
being a wooden structure, would seem to _ me to be m some danger of 
ignition from the sparks from the two adjacent tall chimneys. 

The dietary is fairly satisfactory, hut I think the service of the 
meals might be improved ; and, in accordance with the custom in 
other asylums, Grace should be said or sung before and after meals 
Apart from the large number resulting from phthisis, the deaths 
call for no special remarks, In 27 cases the cause was verified by pod 
mortem examination, and in two cases Coroners’ inquests were held .

a D F the patient referred to was admitted on the 12th April, 1900. 
His age ’was then stated to be 76. He appears to have been a restless 
and troublesome old man, and was always interfering with otter 
patients. He was, therefore, classed as a “ refractory patient and 
was located in the Division for such patients— No. 4. On the 22nd 
September, 1902, this patient was out with the others belonging to the 
division in the airing court, between three and four o clock, when 
another patient— C. K.— who had only been transferred that day from 
the Reception to the Refractory Division, struck D. F. on the side oi 
the face. The attendant in charge at once took 0 K. away to a 
different part of the court, and the latter then walked round quietly 
with the other patients who were exercising. When, in the course oi 
the walk, C. K. reached D. F. a few minutes afterwards, he stopped, 
and D. F. caught hold of him with both hands, as D. F. suffered fro 
a delusion that he could kill anyone by merely taking hold of him.

doubt, this condition of turmoil and excitement is mainly 
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the patients being crowded together indoors in unsuitable and cheerless Coek 
wards, and exercised in a confined airing court, beyond the walls of Asylum. 

which they are scarcely ever permitted to go. This court measures only 
65 yards by 40 yards, and contains nothing to interest or amuse the 
patients. If these patients could be divided into smaller groups ; 
accommodated in cheerful and home-like wards ; provided with plenty 
of armchairs and other comfortable furniture ; taken out for exercise 
beyond mere yards, and, in the case of the more excitable, afforded a 
sufficiently strong staff to deal with them individually, I venture to 
assert that here, as elsewhere, the great majority of them would 
become quiet and well conducted, so great is the effect of freedom of 
movement and comfort, even on the most troublesome classes of the 
insane.

Having regard to tlie fact that the unruly and turbulent patients 
must be crowded together in rooms which are too small for them, and 
ill-designed lor their supervision, casualties of this nature must, un- 
fortunately, be regarded, at least to some extent, as unavoidable.

The only works reported as having been carried out by the asylum Work.c.m.d 
staff, with the assistance of the patients, since the date of inspection 
in December, 1901, were the plastering of eleven single rooms, and the 
maintenance of the fabric of the institution. __ ...... 
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The records of seclusion and restraint show that 32 male patients 
were secluded on 96 occasions for a total duration of 56G hours, and 30 
females on 110 occasions, for GG2 hours in all. 

Mechanical restraint by means of a strait jacket or gloves was used 
in the treatment of six males and six females, for surgical reasons ox 
to prevent them from injuring themselves or others, for a total period 
of 8,085 hours in the case of the males, and 606 hours in the case of 
the females: 

While the condition of this asylum is in many respects satisfactory, 
and the time and care which the Resident Medical Superintendent 
devotes to his duties are beyond all praise, it cannot be pretended 
that an institution for the insane fulfils its primary object when it does 
not afford sufficient accommodation for the number of patients needing 
its shelter, and does not give acute cases of insanity the best chances 
of recovery. The statement of the Resident Medical Superintendent 
to his Committee in his last Annual Report “ that not only is the hos- 
pital accommodation deficient on both sides of the asylum, but that 
the wards suitable for the treatment of acute male cases are now fewer 
than when the asylum was constructed for 250 male patients,” shows 
the serious state of things that exists, and steps must, therefore, be 
immediately taken to provide additional accommodation. 

As we have so frequently stated in our Reports, the great want of 
this asylum is modern hospital accommodation, so as to increase its 
efficiency as a curative institution, by providing accommodation not 
only for patients suffering from acute illnesses, but also for affording the 
best means of treatment for all newly-admitted patients, and for those 
requiring special medical attention or nursing of any kind. 

Owing to the crowding of the buildings on an unsuitable site, it 
would bo difficult, if not impossible, to carry out the idea completely, 
but, at least, a great improvement on the present state of things can be 
effected by adopting a scheme prepared some years ago for enlarging 
and adapting the existing infirmary so as to convert it into a male 
hospital, and building a new female hospital to the west of the asylum: 

My colleague and I would be pleased, if they so desire, to, again meet 
and confer with the Committee as to how the increased accommodation 
can be found, but at least they must clearly understand that it is a 
question which can no longer be shelved. The new Auxiliary Asylum 
at Youghal will in no way lessen this obligation, as it will provide 
accommodation for a different class of the insane to that to which I 
have referred, and indeed it will not accommodate all the insane patients 
who need removal from the workhouses of the district.

Fortunately, this increase 
does not represent an actual increase of insanity in the county, as it Transfers from 
was mainly due to the transfer of many cases from workhouses, where workhouses, 
they had been maintained for some time; 


It may be noted that it is intended to make provision for the class of 
the insane referred to at the asylum, in a manner which, in this case, 
is undoubtedly not only the best, but also the most economical. 

The institution at present provides proper accommodation for 331 Accommoda- 
males and 290 females, and it is intended to build two blocks to acconi- Oon.

These rates must, I think, be regarded as moderate, having regard 
to the liberality with which the patients in this institution are treated. 

The Asylum Committee have met, and visited the wards no less than 
15 times since last inspection, and it is to their assiduous attention to 
their duty in this respect, and to the interest which they take in the 
patients 1 welfare, combined with the excellent administration of the 
Medical Superintendent, that the highly satisfactory condition of the 
institution may be ascribed:

As regards amusements, since last inspection 40 associated ® n 
tainments have been given, attended on an average by 17D pa ie > 
viz., 95 males and 80 females. In addition, concerts, thea rica 
other entertainments have taken place. 

The patients’ dietary — a matter of the greatest imp° r tanoe--is 
carefully supervised by the Medical Superintendent, and he as 
able to deviBe a scale which iB at once varied and liberal. 
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Tile deaths call for no special remarks, beyond what lias already Dmrmmi 
been stated as regards the number caused by dysentery, and the fact ' 

tliat here— as in other Irish asylums — an undue proportion was due Deaths, 
to pulmonary phthisis:

i in 26 eases the cause was vended by post mortem examination, and 
in one ease that of J. M., a male, a Coroner’s inquest was hold— the Homictli. 
verdict of the jury being that death was due to lnxsmorrhago of the 
brain caused by the violence of a follow patient, and they added a rider 
that they attached no blame to any of the attendants or the discipline 
of the institution. 


In this case, J. C.,' a fellow patient, while the attention of the attend- 
ant in charge was otherwise engaged, made a sudden attack on J. M., 
upon whose head ho trampled, indicting such injuries that the latter 
died next morning. My colleague held an inquiry on oath into the 
matter, and in the report thereon, while wo pointed out the great 
difficulty of guarding completely against the risk of such accidents, 
and recognized the efficient administration of the institution by the 
Medical Superintendent, as brought out by the evidence, we expressed 
the opinion that tile Senior Attendant of the Division had not exhibited 
sufficient care in leaving the ward for a few minutes in charge _ol only- 
two attendants. Wo also suggested the advisability of increasing the 
staff of the ward by one attendant, a suggestion which lias since boon 
carried out. J. C. was duly brought up for trial, found insane on 
arraignment, and removed to the Dundrum Central Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, to be there detained during the pleasure of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant.

made in the Case-hooks by the Assistant Medical Officers give full 8 ™' 
particulars of the condition and progress of the patients under care.

Each, succeeding visit of inspection to tins asylum satisfies me more Excel]cnt 
completely of the excellent management of the Resident Medical ^.mniitraiin,, 
Superintendent, and of the amount of time and thought which he by Medical 
devotes to the efficient and economical working of the institution. Superintcn- 
The difference between able and careful, and lax and inefficient ad- 
ministration of an asylum means a difference of several thousand 
pounds a year in the cost of management, and it would be difficult 
to find a stronger proof of this fact than Downpatrick, where the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, by formulating for his Committee 
and the County Council an economical scheme for providing for the 
chronic and harmless insane of the district, and by the minute at- 
tention which ho gives to the details of his duties, has effected a sub- 
stantial saving to the ratepayers: 


There is one special point which I feel it my duty to bring under Condition of 
the notice of the Committee, and this— the only point in which the 
asylum contrasts unfavourably with corresponding institutions in 
England and Scotland— is the condition of the male refractory di- 
vision, where 57 patients are congregated during a considerable portion 
of their time in a single day room, and where the noise and turbulence 
of some of the patients is very great and disturbing. Even m this 
division Dr. Nolan has effected a considerable improvement, by sepa- 
rating tbe epileptics from the so-called refractory class, and a further 
improvement can be effected only by breaking up the present numbers 
into smaller groups ; providing them with a much stronger staff of 
attendants ; and improving their surroundings generally. 1 could 
quote, from my own experience of another asylum, a case of a body 
of refractory patients who, so long as they were crowded m cheerless 
aud uncomfortable rooms, were noisy and troublesome, but who, 
after they were given plenty of elbow room, and placed in well fur- 
nished and cheerful day-rooms, became almost absolutely docile and 
quiet. 

The Committee have done so much in recent years that I do not 
wish to press them in this matter further than is absolutely necessary, 
but a beginning might bo made by providing better furiuture for the 
day -room, so as to liavo a couch or easy chair for each patient, and it 
is to bo hoped that later the Committee may see their way to proving 
separate accommodation for each group of twenty or wen y ive 
patients.

Transfers to It will be seen by these figures that the actual increase in the 
Workhouses, number resident was 12, but the asylum population has only been 
kept within reasonable limits by transferring to the workhouses of 
the district patients who certainly are not, in many instances, 
suitable for treatment in these institutions. 

Of the patients on the register 391 are maintained in the asylum 
itself, while nine are boarded out in the Ennis Workhouse’, under 
the provisions of the Act 38 and 39 Vic., cap. 67, section 9.

The staff of ordinary attendants has not been increased in pro- 
portion to the increased number of patients, and the present 
numbers (12 males and 11 females — the latter including the Hall 
Maid and the Seamstress) are manifestly insufficient for the care 
and safety of the patients. It, therefore, lies as a duty on the 
Committee to take this matter into their serious consideration. 

The employment of the patients continues to be satisfactory, 
especially as regards the number of men occupied in garden and 
field labour, and of women employed in the laundry or at needle- 
work and knitting. 

A very large proportion of the patients walk daily round the 
grounds, while 48 of the women are taken every Sunday, weather 
permitting, for a walk in the country, and a ferw of the men are 
occasionally taken out in the same way. 

The amusement of the patients receives due attention, and I 
have no doubt that their contentment and quiet conduct are in 
many cases due to the diversion, in this way, of their thoughts. 

The religious ministration of the patients also receives due 
attention, and, on the Sunday preceding my inspection 114 males 
and 111 females attended Mass in the Roman Catholic Chapel, 
while five females attended the Protestant Service. 

The food which I examined was of good quality, and the dietary 
is satisfactory.

Tha deaths call for no special remarks, except that the large pro- 
portion due to consumption is probably to some oxtent the result 
of overcrowding in tho wards. 

Tho cause of death was, in seven casos, verified by post-mortem 
examination, and, in this connection, I would point out to the 
Committee tho necessity of procuring a microscope with the view 
of enabling the Assistant Medical Officer to carry on his patho- 
logical work, in which he takes a great interest, and which is so 
useful in the study of the causation of insanity. 

It is pleasing to have to’ record, and tha fact is certainly credit- 
able to the Medical Superintendent’s management of the asylum, 
that no serious casualty occurred sinco last visit. As a conse- 
quence the Coroner did not find it necessary to hold any inquests. 

No case of zymotic disease appeared in tho institution. 

Since last inspection new gas retorts have been put in; a room 
has been re-plastered ; a now hot water cistom has been obtained 
for the engine house; and the roof of tho building has been re- 
paired where necessary, while the following works have been carried 
out by the asylum staff, with tho assistance of the patients : — 


(1.) Front hall, patients’ dining hall, Assistant Modical 
Officer’s staircase, gate lodgo, ontranco gate, embofficee, 
and hay barn wore repainted. 

(2.) Resident Medical Superintendent's office, staircase, hall, 
and Hoad Nurso’s rooms woro re-papored.

The condition of tlio asylum on the whole ig satisfactory. It is Ennis 

unnecessary to refer specially to the great overcrowding which Asylum. 

exists, as tho Committco and the County Council are taking steps Satist^Tory 
to extend tho accommodation, so as to 1 meet all the lunacy require- condition, 
ments of tho district Overcrowd™*. 

As soon as the additional accommodation has been provided I Furniture fe 
trust that Better furniture, including comfortable ami chairs and required. ’ 
couches, may bo procured, as such things have a very good effect 
in lessening excitement and irritability, and thus promoting con- 
tentment amongst tho patients. 

I inspected tho asylum records and found the books and registers -Records, 
kept by tho Clerk in their usual condition of good order, while the 
medical case-hooks and other records reflect credit on tho Assistant 
Medical Officer.

Since the last report on this Asylum was written on tho 4th — 
September, 1901, 102 patients have boon admitted, 57 have been ^pcctedou 
discharged, and 28 have died. 1902 ? 1 ” 

There aro now on tho books the names of 477 patients, of whom — 

259 are men, and 218 women. Statistics. 

Tho estimated sleeping accommodation is for 243 men and 214 Accommoda- 
women, and there is day-room space sufficient for 207 men and 177 tion - 
women. With tho existing numbers, tho sleeping rooms are over- 
crowded by 16 men and 4. women, whilst, as regards day space, 
the rooms at present have a surplus jmpulat-ion of 52 men. and 41 
women, without taking into consideration the requirements of 
future admissions. 

No scheme would appear to have been taken into consideration 
for the better housing of the insane scattered through the various 
workhouses of tlio county, for whoso care tlio County Council aro 
now responsible. Stops should, therefore, ho taken to meet the re- 
quirements of tho 9th suction of the Local Government (Ireland) 

Act, 1898, by adopting some plan for providing additional accom- 
modation. 

Twenty-six patients contribute towards their maintenance in Paying 
sums varying from £4 to £25 per annum; tho not capitation cost P at5ents - 
for last year having been £27 17s. 7 d. 

'Tlio patients aro quiet and orderly except in the acute ward on Conduct. - 
the female side. This ward contains too many noisy and trouble- 
some patients, who irritate and excite one another. The position 

kke day-room, is unfortunate, as through it the whole traffic to 
the femalo side has to pass. The division of the ward, and tho 
removal of tho troublesome patients from the room to a quieter 
part of the house would do much to induce peace and quietude 
amongst them. 

The dress of tho female patients is improved. The women ciotliiug 
appear to be tidier in thoir persons, and more care seems to be given 
t° tlieir clothing.

Only four per cont. of tho patients suffer from epilepsy. The 
suicidal and epileptic cases are under constant supervision during 
the night in the dormitories specially constructed for the purpose. 

The 5 returns of restraint and seclusion show that one man 
was restrained by a camisole for 280 hours, while 16 men and 21 
women were socludod, the men on 123 occasions for 2,201 hours, 
and tho women on 653 occasions for 7,141 hours. 

The deaths call for no special reference, as they all resulted from 
tho usual diseases in sucli establishments. In three cases the 
causes was verified by post-mortem examination— a small percen- 
tage but, having regard to tho very miserable provision for scien- 
tile ’research, progress in this direction cannot be expected. 

I must again call attention to the great want of a proper 
mortuary. The dead-house is little hotter than a slied. To find 
tho bodies in such a placo must bo hurtful to the feelings of the 
•relatives when visiting tho remains of those dying in the in- 

There have been no serious casualties or Coroner’s inquests, The 
only form of zymotic disease which visited tho institution has been 
influenza, which attacked one malo and two female patients;

The bedding is very clean and in good order, but under-blankets 
should bo provided for all beds on the male side, and wire bottoms 
should be substituted for tho iron laths at present in use in the 
bedsteads, wliorc this improvement has not already been made. 

The dayroom space throughout tho asylum is limited, and, a a a 
result tho patients are crowded in too largo numbers to allow of 
sufficient individual care by the charge attendants. Tho following

Tho patients in soma of these wards aro too numorous; m others 
too few. In No. 2 ward on tho male sido, and in Nos. 7 and B on 
the female sido tho numbers arc so largo that it is difficult to hold 
tho charge attendant in each case responsible for tho condition oi 
individual patients. As a rule in a public, asylum of small size, 
such as this, the wards contain between 30 and 40 patients— 36 m 
convenient number — allowing four attendants in an acute war , 
and three where the patients aro of a quieter class. 

On the- male sido tho staff at present consists of four charge 
attendants and twelve ordinary attendants. On the em, 
there aro four charge nurses and ton ordinary nurses, of w i 
is always employed in tlio laundry, and cannot bo const 010 
attendant on the insane.

As the epileptic, suicidal, and sick are not Supervision 
all in the same room, they are not under constant supervision. of suicidal and 
Perhaps it might be possible to arrange that they should be.. When e P ,le P tlc cases * 
dealing with this subject the. importance of making tho attendants 
fully aware of the dangerous habits of these patients may be 
pointed out. Caution cards should ho issued with all suicidal par 
tients, and these cards should contain directions that the patient is 
never to he allowed out of sight, and should also state by what 
means suicide is most to be apprehended. These cards should he 
sent with the patient to tho charge, attendant of the ward, and 
should be signed by every attendant in whose care the patient is. 

The mental condition of suicidal patients should be frequently exa- 
mined, with the view of removing these, caution cards when no 
longer considered necessary. 

The patients’ dinners on both days of my visit were good and Dietary 
substantial, consisting on ones day of beef and potatoes, and on the 
other of bacon and cabbage. While at dinner the patients were Service 
quiet and well behaved, but greater advantage could be taken of meal3> 
the fine dining hall and the excellent appliances for serving the 
meal, if tho hall was loss crowded, and, with this view, separate 
meals should bo served for tho males and females. 

The provisions which I saw appeared to bo fairly good, and were provisions, 
obtained under contract at very low prices. 

Dockets should ho sent with all provisions issued from tho stores Issue of stores, 
to tho kitchen, giving the weight of food issued and the numbers 
for whom it is intended, so that the cook may be satisfied that 
she is receiving the proper allowance. 

Excluding ward helpers, 56 per cent, of tho men, and 53 per Employment, 

' oent. of the women are returned as employed. A party of women 
go out daily to work on tho farm. This affords lioaltliy occupa- 
tion, and tho women, appear to enjoy such employment, to. which 
they havo always been accustomed. 

In several Irish asylums efforts arc being made to. promote the 
employment of tho inmates by the introduction of hand looms 1 and 
knitting machinos ; and such praiseworthy efforts have met with 
marked success, in affording industrious occupation to many 
patients who would otherwise pass their time in listless idleness.

Additional furniture is still required both in the wards and cor- 
ridors and in tlio attomdanta’ and nurses’ bedrooms. 

The matron complains that she has no bathroom. Such an 
addition could bo made to lior apartments without much trouble or 
expense. 

Tho religious wants of tlio patients are carefully attended to. 
About 57 por cent of tlio patients go to the services held in the 
two handsome Chapels attached to the institution, and the Chap- 
lains are constant in their attendance. The regulations with 
regard to the burial of patients are now strictly adhered to. 

Tho office of Clerk was vacant at tho time of the last inspection, 
hut has now been filled by tlio appointment of Mr. J oseph Brennan, 
whose duties arc stated to he performed with zeal and accuracy. 

All the Medical Books and Records are carefully kept, and the 
notes in the Case-book now give an accurate history of the case* 
under care.

It will be seen by these figures that tho f £n stiU 

increased from 575 to 590, and the increase 
greater wore it not that 11 males and 9 females wCie etisen * 
unrecovered to the care of their friends. 
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We have long contended that the emigration from this country Killarnkt 
of the strong and healthy classes during the past half century has Asylum. 
led to an increased and undue proportion of the insane, as well as Effects of 
of the physically defective classes among our population, and an emigration, 
analysis of the cases in this asylum supports this view. Not only 
so, but a considerable number of those who feel themselves mentally 
unfit for the keener struggle for existence abroad, or who' break 
down in mind in consequence of the sever© strain, return, or are 
sent homo by their friends, and so swell the ranks of the insane in 
this country. Thus, of the patients resident in this asylum on the 
28th ultimo, no less than 50 males and 43 females — representing 16 
and 15 per cent, respectively — had been in America.. Thirteen of 
them (7 men and 6 women) were admitted during the current year. 

In addition to the number of returned emigrants being very 
large, we find that the prognosis, as regards the recovery of this 
particular class, is unfavourable in nearly every case, and this, I 
believe, applies not only to Killarney, but also to all the other 
Irish asylums. The Medical Officers of this asylum state that, 
among all the returned emigrants, they can only call to mind one 
or two recoveries. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the period. Recovery rates, 
under review was 45 • 8, viz. : — 54 • 2 amongst the males arid 34 • 4 
amongst tho females, while the percentage of deaths oil the daily Death rates, 
average number resident during the same period was 7*4, viz. : — 

7 1 6 amongst tlie males and 7 • 2 amongst the females. 

The asylum continues seriously overcrowded, and it is a matter Overcrowding, 
for regret that tho progress of the structural additions and altera^ Additions and 
tions has been retarded. When these new works have been com- alterations, 
ploted it is to be hoped that sufficient day-room and dormitory Insane in 
accommodation may bo provided. workkousos. 

It must bo borne in mind that there isi a considerable number of 
insane persons in the workhouses of the county, and it is for the 
County Council, acting through the Committee, to. take into con- 
sideration liow provision can best bo made for these cases. 

Contributions in respect of the maintenance of nine patients (4 baying 
males and 5 females) are received from relatives or out of their pa ient8 ’ 
own private property, and the total sum obtained from this source 
during tho financial year ending the 31st March last was £126 
175. 5 d. In this connection it may be remarked that the cor- 
responding amount received in the county Clare during that year 
was £477 4s. M. It is difficult to understand why, if greater 
exertions were made, a larger sum than £126 17s. 5a. should not 
be obtained in the- county Kerry, having regard to the fact that 
the rateable value of the county is very little less than that of the 
county Clare. 

The gross average capitation cost, including repayments in Cost of 
respect of loans for building works, and other capital charges, maintenance, 
during the last financial year was £27 Is., while the net capitar 
tion cost, excluding loan repayments, and deducting the profit on 
the farm, and receipts from paying patients, and other miscellaneous 
sources, was £22 18s. 5 d. These figures must certainly be regarded 
as moderate. 

I find that the Committee of Management has not inspected the Visitation by 
asylum as a Visiting Committee since my last report. This is a omunt ee. 
matter for regret, inasmuch as personal visits of members 1 of tho 
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Gommittoo arc not only in a general sense conducive to tlie good 
management of the asylum, but they also satisfy the patients that 
the Committee take a personal interest in their welfare, and are 
desirous of seeing with their own eyes that they receive proper care 
and treatment.

The proportion of attendants to patients is one to 17 on the 
male side, and one to over 15 on the female side. 
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These proportions are too. low for tlio efficient management of the Killarney 
institution, and I trust the Committee may see their way to Asylum. 
strengthening the staff, especially on the male side. 

It is a matter of equal importance that they should require the Training of 
attendants and nurses, within a. reasonable time., to obtain the Sta * 
certificate in mental nursing, which is granted after examination 
by the Medico-Psychological Association. I need not remind the 
Committee that nothing is so necessary for the humane and successr 
ful working of an asylum as having the staff who are in immediate 
charge of the patients skilled and well trained in the discharge of 
their duties. 

It is recognised in all asylums that the attendants should wear a Advantages of 
distinctive uniform. Owing to the fact that this practice is not uniform for 
followed in Killarney Asylum, except on special days, it is in many 8 a 
cases impossible for a stranger to' distinguish attendants from 
patients. It has been truly remarked that patients will usually 
yield a willing obedience to anyone whom they recognise to be in 
authority, hut unless the attendants exhibit, by wearing uniform, 
the insignia of authority, they will have far more difficulty in 
maintaining control over the patients. It is unreasonable to' expect 
one person newly placed among a crowd of others to attend to the 
behests of any one among those others who is in no way dis- 
tinguished in appearance from the rest. But the possession of a 
uniform at once confers distinction, and very materially assists in 


the maintenance of authority. 

In my hist report I drew attention to the deficiency in the Kitchen and 
kitchen and laundry accommodation, and pointed out, as regards laundry 
the latter, that the clothes cannot be dried in sufficient time, arrangements. 
These are matters which should receive immediate, attention, as it 
is impossible to work an asylum satisfactorily without good and 
sufficient washing and cooking arrangements. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which consisted of dry bread and Dietary, 
coffee. Now it is well known that the Irish peasantry in many 
cases will not drink coJffeo or cocoa, and, just as I could have fore- 
told, many of tho patients refused to drink the coffee, and had 
nothing for dinner hut a piece of dry broad. In the general dietary 
scale tho dinner for that day (Friday) is given as follows : 


12 ozs. bread with jam and 1 pint of either tea, coffee, or 
cocoa; or 2J lbs. potatoes and lb. fish. 

Tho actual dinner, however, was as I have stated, and I was 
informed that for a considerable time past no fish had been pro- 
cured, and even tlie small allowance of jam was, for soma weeks at 
any rate, withdrawn, the Medical Superintendent stating to mo 
that the attendants alleged that tho patients did not relish it; 
but, in his opinion, this was merely a pretext to avoid the trouble 
of spreading it on the broad. 

It may be, stated that the chances of recovery of many acuto 
cases of insanity depend largely on their receiving a 1 era an 
nutritions supply of food.

I cannot consider this return satisfactory, as the only employ- 
ment for any considerable number on the male sido is that of 
assisting attendants in tho wards, and this, I may say, counts for 
very little. Having regard to the yearly increase in the number 
of malo patients and to tho great importance which is attached to 
garden or field labour as a method of treating patients, one tvould 
hopo that tho number so employed each year would increase. I 
find, however, that tho reverse is tho case, as the following state- 
ment, giving tho numbers on the dates of inspection, during the 
present and past three years, shows: —

I am aware that this is not the season when the largest number 
of patients might be expected to work on the farm, hut, as above 
shown, tho comparison is made at the same time of year for the 
previous years. 
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Speaking generally oil the subject, it would, seem to me that tlie Kili-aonky 
farm should bo worked with greater energy — 1st, as a method of 
employing and treating tlie male patients ; and, 2nd, as a source of 
profit to tho institution.

Since last visit 52 associated entertainments, attended on an Amusements 
average by 240 patients (90 males and 150 females), have been 
given. In addition to dancing, tlie patients have enjoyed one 
conjuring and two dramatic performances, while the usual indoor 
and outdoor games — bagatelle, draughts, cards, football, and hand- 
ball — are provided. 

Tho deaths call for no special romarks. In four of the 43 cases Autopsies, 
the cause was verified by post-mortem examination, and in no case ; n(Iueats _ 
did tho Coroner doom it necessary i» hold an inquest. 

It is gratifying to record that no serious casualties occurred No casualties, 
during tho period under review, and the only zymotic disease Zymoti c 
reported was one case of typhoid fever, from which the patient (a 
male) recovered. 

Tho registers show that a male patient was placed in seclusion on Seclusion, 
four occasions for 48 hours in till, and two females were similarly 
treated on oight occasions for a total duration of 41 hours ; while Be3tra ; nt 
mechanical restraint, by means of a. strait jacket, was used in the 
treatment of one male for 84 hours and of one female for 13 hours 
to prevent tlie patients injuring iliomselves. 


A new residence lias been provided for the Clerk, tlie work being Works carried 
done partly by contract and partly by asylum labour, while the sy 

following works have been entirely carried out by the tradesmen ol 
the institution, with tho assistance of tho patients, viz. : 

(1.) About 180 feet of new lead laid in gutters on roofs. 

(2.) Water closet built and drains laid at back lodge. 

(3.) Floor of passage to male dining hall concreted. 

(4.) Chimney raked out and pointed with oement. 

(5.) Two dormer windows added to Head Attendant’s house. 

(6.) 96 wooden bedsteads fitted with new woven wire mat- 
tresses. 

(7.) New oak panelling put in and new floor lard in bay 
window of boardroom.

While the condition of the institution may be considered satis- 
factory in some respects — such as the immunity from serious 
casualties, the infrequency of the use of mechanical restraint and 
seclusion, and the absence of a.ny necessity for Coroner’s inquests — 
owing, doubtless, to some extent, to the confusion, caused by the 
building operations, I found the condition of the asylum in many 
respects unsatisfactory. 

Although the weather was cold, iii consequence of the system 
being out of order, there was no heating on the female side, which 
felt veiy chilly. 

The clothing in many instances oil the male side was not good, 
nor was attention given to that personal tidiness which is so 
necessary in tho treatment of the insane. 

The lack of comfortable furniture throughout the wards was 
most marked, but I trust that this want may be remedied, at all 
events aa soon as the new buildings, are completed. 

While the medical books and records arei carefully kept by Dr. 
E. W. Griffin, tho Assistant Medical Officer, the other records do 
not seem to receive tho attention which their great importance) 
domands. For some time past, owing, no doubt, to the illness and 
subsequent death of tho late Clerk, the Registers have been written 
up by tho Hall Porter, who is, unquestionably, a very intelligent 
official. It is, however, msuiifostly improper that such an important 
duty should ho imposed on him, and, therefore, in the event of tho 
continued illness of the Cleric or Storekeeper, a substitute should 
bo temporarily appointed. 

Tho provisions, which I examined in the stores, appeared good, 
and the Storekeeper is an intelligent and anxious officer, but I 
found a want of tidiness and order in tho stores, as well as in 
other departments of tho institution. 

I understand tha.t a. hitch has occurred in connection with the 
acquisition of part of tho largo field lying to. the west of tho asylum, 
which it is absolutely necessary to obtain as a recreation ground for 
the female patients. I trust, however, that tho Committee may 
now be able to induce the County Council to acquire the whole 
of the field referred to, and that every effort will be made to hasten 
its acquisition, either by renting or compulsory purchase.

It will be soon by this table that tho number of male patients 
decreased by five, while tho females increased by six. The popular 
tion of the institution has, however, been kept down by refusing Curtailment of 
admission to any but acute or urgent cases; a course which was admissions, 
rendered necessary by tho alarmingly congested state of the 
asylum. 

Tho percentage of recoveries on admissions during the year 1901 Recovery and 
was 38 • G, viz. 42*1 amongst tho males, and 34-4 amongst the death rates, 
females, whilo the percentage of deaths on tho daily average num- 
ber resident was 4 • 9, viz. : — 4 • 8 amongst tho males, and 5 • 1 
amongst tho females.

I am glad to be able to state with reference to the very serious 
overcrowding which has existed in this asylum for the last few years, 
and to which we have frequently called attention, that a com- 
petent architect, Mr. M'G-rath, has prepared plans for a new 
block to accommodate at least 200 male patients, and the extension 
of the accommodation on the female side so as to provide day-room 
space for about 48, and dormitory space for about 24 additional 
patients. 
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Tho plana which Mr. M'Grath originally prepared for providing tamsmorar 
suitable farm buildings in connection with the asylum were re- Abylpm. 
jected by the Committee, on. the ground of the expense involved, Farm 
and a second set of plana for tho conversion of Fleming’s farmstead, buildings, 
which stands on high ground some distanco from the institution on 
a farm recently added to the asylum estate, has been prepared 
and adopted by the Committee, the estimated cost of converting 
the farm house into accommodation for cattle’, &c., being £450. 

I would ask tho Committee to reconsider this question, as it 
seems to mo that, in the long run, the latter scheme would prove 
the moro costly. The question is, however, one entirely for the 
consideration of the Committee, and if they adhere to their last 
decision, I do not anticipate any difficulty in obtaining tho Lord 
Lieutenant’s statutory approval of the plans. 

The objections to the conversion of Fleming’s farm house would 
seem to he — 1st, its distance from the asylum, iu consequence of 
which it would ho more difficult to induce the patieuts to do the 
work of milking, cleaning, &c., and, further, a horse, cart, and 
special attendant would he required to go twice a day, at least, 
to bring milk-tins, &c., to 1 the main building; all the coal for the 
boiler would have to ho carted up to the farmstead ; and: no pro- 
per supervision could bo exercised by the land steward over tho 
cattlo located there. 2nd. Tho cattle would he so much crowded 
together that tuberculosis would very likely develop amongst them, 
and tho spaco allowed in some of the byres is: so: limited that there 
would not bo room for two largo oows to lie down at the same time. 

If tho Committee decide to revert to tho first sot of plans, it 
would not bo absolutely necessary to proceed with the entire 
scheme at once, and perhaps tho architect, might sco his way to 
make somo reduction iu tho cost. The buildings at Fleming’s farm 
oould then ho utilized, with very little alteration or expense, for 
tho accommodation of dry cattlo.

Six associated entertainments have been given since last inspec- 
tion, attended by an average number of 116 patients, viz.: — 75 
males and 41 females. Outdoor games, such as football and hockey, 
are provided, and a number of the patients were taken to a circus 
performance. 

The Committee have willingly acted on many of the recom- 
mendations which wo have made from time to time, and I would 
now specially urge on them the necessity for providing better fur- 
niture for some parts of thei asylum, as it is universally recognised 
that easy chairs and comfortable surroundings exercise a markedly 
tranquillizing influence on many of the insane. 

Additional exits for escape in case of fire should be provided for 
dormitories No. 6, male, and No-. 12, female. 

Improved drying arrangements are also required in the laundry. 
About 11,000 articles are washed weekly, and, having regard to the 
increased number of patients, some improvement of the drying 
arrangements is urgently called for. 

The deaths, as already stated, were few in number, and only one 
— that of a male patient, II. C., who died on 15th March — was the 
subject of an inquest, tlio verdict of the jury being that the patient 
died from failuro of the heart, caused by the excitement of a 
strugglo with an attendant, and shock to' the system, resulting from 
fracture of the ribs. They added a rider that they attached no 
blamo to any person in connection with the patient’s death. My 
colleague held an inquiry on oath into this case, and, in the 
report thereon, it was stated that there was no evidence to show 
that the injuries which the patient received were indicted otherwise 
than accidentally in the struggle which took place. Attention was 
also directed to the interference with tho proper administration of 
tlio institution caused by the great overcrowding which exists. 

The only other casualty which occurred was in tho case of a 
woman who received an intiwcapsular fracture of the right femur, 
as the result of being thrown down by another patient. 

Since the last visit the following cases of zymotic disease were 
recorded, viz. : — One male and three females suffered from typhoid 
fever, which proved fatal in the case of one of tlio females; eight 
males were attacked by measles; three by mumps; and two by 
influenza. 

The following works have been carried out by tho asylum staff 
and patients during tho period under review: — Wainscotting, 
painting and varnishing No. 1 corridor; colouring and painting 
walls and floors in single rooms of No. 1 Division; plastering of 
male dining-hall gable; constructing manholes and fitting them 
with covers; making donkey cart; and repairing roofs and spout- 
ing, where necessary. 
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Mechanical restraint was not used in the treatment of any Lbttkrkennt 
patient since last inspection, and only one, a male, was placed in sylum. 
seolusion on two occasions for a total duration of six and three- n 0 restraint, 
quarter hours. Seclusion. 

The books were- found duly written up, and I was glad to per- 
ceivo an improvement in the case hooks, which are kept by the Recor(l8 
Assistant Medical Officer.

In consequence of the large number of admissions, the number of 
patients resident continues very high, notwithstanding the c [forts oi 
the Medical Superintendent to keep the resident population as low as 
possible, as shown by the numerous discharges of unrecovered cases, 
of whom 23 males and .1 5 females were sent to the workhouses oi their 

respective Unions. , . . , Acrommoda- 

While there is no deficiency of sleeping accommodation . m the asylum, ^ 
there is a serious want of dayroom accommodation, this want wi , 
to some extent, be met by bringing the temporary buildings into occu- 
pation. These buildings, which, owing to the careful supervision o 
the Medical Superintendent, were erected at a remarkably low cost 
are now vacant, and the only objection to their re-occupation is that 
additional attendants would be required to take charge of the patients 
located in them. It will, however, be absolutely necessary to utilise 
this accommodation ; otherwise we shall be obliged to repjo o e 
Lord Lieutenant that the Joint Committee have not fulfilled the duty

of providing and maintaining sufficient accommodation for the lunatic 
poor of the district, which is imposed on them by the 9tli section of the 
Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, the fulfilment of which duty is 
a condition precedent to the payment of the Government Capitation 
Grant, in pursuance of section 58 (2) (c) of the Act referred to. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the year 1 902 was 
26 '3, viz., 25*3 amongst the males and 27*4 amongst the females. 
These percentages are considerably below the average of all the Irish 
asylums. The percentage of deaths on the daily average number 
resident during the year was 6*9, viz., 5*9 amongst the males, and 
7 * 9 amongst the females. 

Of the total number of patients on the register on the first day of 
my visit, 430 (238 males and 192 females) were chargeable to the 
County, and 375 (74 males and 10.1 females) to the County Borough of 
Limerick, while the total cost of the maintenance of 17 patients (16 
males and. 1 female) who are classified as “ criminal ” lunatics, is paid 
out of State funds, under the Act of 1901 . 

Contributions in respect of the maintenance of 11 patients (4 males 
and 7 females) were received from relatives or out of their own property 
— the rates of payment ranging from £5 to £25 per annum, and the 
total amount obtained from this source during the last financial year 
ending the 31st of March, 3902, was £.156 Is. Sd. 

The net average capitation cost of maintenance continues very low, 
being only £22 16s. lOtZ. during the last financial year, and it would 
seem to me that every effort is made by the Medical Superintendent 
to reduce expenditure to the lowest limit — the only question being 
whether there is not, in the interests of economy, a tendency to cur- 
tail unduly the comforts of the patients in some respects.

It will be seen from these statistics that a considerable number of 
patients were confined to bed, and it is manifestly desirable that such 
patients should be treated together in their respective hospitals. 
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The male hospital, however, is altogether insufficient for an asylum of 
this size, as it only contains one small and out-of-date dormitory, with 
a few cold and cheerless single rooms in a corridor off it. 

I found one of these rooms, which was occupied by a patient, in a very 
foul condition, and, owing to this patient’s habit of smearing faeces 
on the bedclothing and walls, it would be impossible to keep it clean 
in its present condition, as the cement of the walls is broken in 
places. 

The weather on the day of my second visit was very cold, and the 
temperature in many of the wards was too low. Thus, in the male 
hospital, it was only 48° Fahr., which is a dangerous temperature for 
sick people. The asylum can never be properly heated until some 
artificial system, such as has lately been provided in Divisions Nos. 4 
and 5, has been extended throughout the institution. 

On the female side the Medical Superintendent has, by making some 
structural alterations, succeeded in providing a much better hospital, 
although even it does not bear a proper proportion to the number of 
patients in the institution, 

The Committee, I regret to perceive, seldom visit the wards and see 
the patients. If they will inspect first the female hospital, and then 
proceed direct to the male hospital, I am sure they will agree with me 
as to the urgency of the necessity for providing, proper hospital accom- 
modation on the male side. 

I think also, as in some other asylums, the male hospital should bo 
placed in charge of a trained hospital nurse, as the present nursing is 
not satisfactory, although I have no reason to doubt that the present 
hospital attendant discharges his duties to the best of his knowledge 
and ability.

ants in their treatment of the patients, I think every effort should be 
made to obtain the services of persons of superior character and edu- 
cation, and then to have them carefully trained in their special duties. 

I confess I was rather shocked at seeing the careless service of the 
male attendants’ dinner — the potatoes being flung in a great heap on 
a dirty tablecloth. If this he an indication of their standard of decency 
and comfort, how can it be expected that they would inculcate civi- 
lised habits amongst the patients ? 

I also saw the patients at dinner. The meal consisted of boiled beefy 
potatoes, bread, and soup. There was no reason to complain of the 
quality of the provisions, but the meat was much underdone. This, 
no doubt, may have arisen from the antiquated kitchen arrangements 
to which I shall hereafter refer. 

When the diningroom has been enlarged, I trust that it may be 
possible to improve the service of the meals, and to have Grace said 
or sung before and after each meal, as is usual in all advanced asylums. 

The quality of the provisions in the stores seemed to me satisfactory, 
but, according to the records, the quantity of cream registered in the 
milk was in many instances very low, and on one occasion was as low 
as 4£ c — thus denoting a quality of milk which certainly should not be 
accepted in a public institution.

The only remark which this summary calls for is that consumption 
and heart disease continue to account for a large number of the deaths. 

In the cases of only 4 males and 4 females was the cause of death 
verified by post-mortem examination. . 

In one case a Coroner’s inquest was held, and the verdict was t a 
death resulted from heart disease. 

Two serious casualties are recorded, viz., a fracture of the right arm, 
sustained by an old female patient as the result of falling out of e , 
and a case of self-mutilation, a male patient having cut off portion 
the index~finger^of his left hand. 

. No cases of zymotic disease occurred since last inspection. 
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During the period under review mechanical restraint by means of a 
strait jacket was used in the treatment of one male and four female 
patients, for a total duration of 397 and 232 hours respectively, while 
seclusion was resorted to in the cases of eleven males on 47 occasions, 
for a total period of 492 hours, and of one female on one occasion for 
five hours. 

As regards seclusion, however, I found that the Medical Super- 
intendent was under a misapprehension as to the statutory definition 
of this mode of treatment, and, owing to this reason, many cases of 
seclusion were not recorded. It is provided in the Privy Council rules 
that “ seclusion shall be understood to mean whenever a patient is 
placed by day in any room alone, and with the door of exit locked or 
fastened, or held in such a way as to prevent the egress of the patient.” 

The male patient (Mr. T. F.), whom it was necessary to restrain by a 
strait jacket on account of maniacal excitement, had been removed from 
the County Infirmary on becoming insane, and it was stated that his 
insanity was the result of typhoid fever contracted in the prison, where 
he had been prior to his removal to the Infirmary. When I saw this 
patient on the first day of my visit, he stated that he had no complaints 
of any kind to make. He again stated to me, when I saw him on the 
12th instant, that he had no complaint, and that everyone had been 
kind to him. The Medical Superintendent at once pointed out to the 
patient that this was quite contradictory to the serious complaint 
he had prevously made to the effect that he had been treated with great 
brutality by the Hospital Attendant and another Attendant. The 
patient then said to me that he had no wish to make any official com- 
plaint, but that undoubtedly he had been cruelly treated by the former, 
who walked on his chest while he was confined in a strait jacket, and 
that the latter Attendant had stood with his nailed boots on his (the 
patient’s) throat. I investigated the matter, but could not find any 
corroboration of the patient’s statement. If, however, the Committee 
wish to have the matter further investigated, we could, under our 
statutory powers, hold an inquiry on oath with regard to it. 

As is usual in this asylum, the number of patients employed con- 
tinues to be satisfactory. I trust, however, that it may be found 
possible to still further reduce the number of male patients who do not 
engage in any form of work, when the subway under the railway has 
been completed, and the new farm has been brought into direct com- 
munication with the remainder of the asylum estate. 

The religious ministration of the patients receives due attention, 
but it is a matter for much regret that the accommodation in the Roman 
Catholic Chapel is so limited, as it only affords seating room for 150 
persons. It, therefore, lies as a duty on the Committee to proceed with 
the enlargement of the building.

Amusements, attended on an average by 209 patients — 107 males and 102 females. 
On two occasions an exhibition of Irish dancing was given, and was 
much enjoyed by the patients. 

I think that the patients should be afforded opportunities of en- 
joying outdoor games, such as football, hockey, cricket, Ac., as is 
usual in the majority of the other asylums. 

Many additions, alterations, and improvements have been carried 
out by the asylum staff, with the assistance of the patients, during the 
period under review, and it is only due to the Medical Superintendent 
to state that much work has been done in this way since his appoint- 
ment. 

Amongst other improvements, in many of the divisions large 
windows, affording improved light and ventilation, have been substi- 
tuted for the prison-like apertures which formerly existed. 

While the newer parts of the asylum afford very good accommodation 
for the patients, and are properly heated, lighted, and provided with 
the necessary sanitary accommodation, a large portion of the build- 
ings still remains antiquated, and quite unsuited for the modern treat- 
ment of the insane. The Local Government Board have sanctioned 
the loan for the improvement and enlargement of the administrative 
departments— stores, laundry, and kitchen offices — and an improved 
system of drainage in connection therewith, the necessity for which 
has been so often brought before the Committee. I trust, therefore, 
that no time may now be lost in carrying out these most necessary 
works. 

Another portion of the scheme for the improvement and modern- 
ization of the asylum, viz. : the enlargement of the dining-halls ; the 
extension of the Chapel ; the provision of general bathrooms and sani- 
tary annexes, &c., should now be taken into consideration, with the 
view of having the plans sanctioned and the work undertaken as soon 
as possible. 

No doubt these works will involve considerable expense to the rate- 
payers, but they are absolutely necessary for the continued existence 
of a suitable asylum for the insane poor of the district. The Committee 
should also remember that there is a large number of insane persons in 
the workhouses of the county and city. In the latter alone there are 
at present 50 males and 62 females, besides 19 epileptics, and it is 
recognized that workhouses are not suitable for the detention and 
treatment of such persons. 

I examined the asylum books and records, and found them satis- 
factorily written up.

It will be seen from this Table that the population of the asylum 
is still increasing, notwithstanding the deficiency of proper accom- 
modation, and the fact that the admissions have been largely 
limited to dangerous lunatics committed under the Act, 30 and 31 
Vic., cap 118, section 10. The actual number resident (495) 
shows an excess of 100 patients over the number for whom there is 
legitimate accommodation. Beds have, therefore, to be laid down 
at night in many of the corridors, and even between the bedsteads 
in the dormitories. 

Notwithstanding the great overcrowding, comparatively few 
deaths occurred since last inspection, which testifies to the efforts 
made by the Medical Superintendent to neutralise the ill effects 
of overcrowding, by the thorough ventilation of the buildings 
during the day, and keeping the patients as much as possible in the 
open air. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during the period under review was 5 ’5, viz.: — 4*7 amongst the 
males, and 6 • 4 amongst the females. 

During the same period the percentage of recoveries on admis- 
sions was 34 • 2, viz. * — 35 • 6 amongst the males, and 32 • 4 amongst 
the females. 

Of the total number on the register on the date of inspection, 
342 were chargeable to the county, and 149 to the county 
borough of Londonderry, while eight “ criminal lunatics ” were 
maintained at Government expense. 

Twenty o-f the patients contribute towards the cost of thoir 
maintenance, in sums varying from £5 to £27 15$. 6 d. per annum, 
and, during the financial year ending the 31st March last, a total 
sum of £396 19s. 9 d. was received from this source.

I inquired specially at Gransha, on the 23rd ultimo, into the last 
case, in which the patient’s elbow was dislocated in a struggle with 
an attendant on the 12th idem. From my examination of the at- 
tendants and the patient I arrived at the conclusion that the at- 
tendant with whom the struggle took place showed indiscretion 
in not allowing the patient to continue his work of cutting fire- 
wood, instead of obliging him to go off to witness a cricket match. 

In four of the 27 cases, the cause of death was verified by jmst- Autopsies 
mortem examination, and in no case was a Coroner’s inquest No inquest, 
deemed necessary. .

Ample provision is made for the amusement and recreation o\ 
the patients, who, in addition to a plentiful supply of newspapers 
and magazines, and the usual indoor games, such as billiards, 
draughts, cards, &c., are afforded opportunities of enjoying theatri- 
cal and variety entertainments, concerts, circus performances, polo 
matches, &c. They also engage frequently in outdoor recreations, 
including cricket matches, athletic sports, and picnics to the sea- 
side. 

Associated entertainments are given weekly during the winter 
months, and are attended by an average number of 175 patients, 
viz. . — 85 jnales and 90 females. 

The Chaplains, in addition to conducting the weekly services, 
attend as often as required. The following; Table shows the num-

Tho Asylum Committee have at present under consideration the 

question of the disposal of tho sewage of the institution. Amongst 
the improvements carried out by the late Board of Control a liW2 
scheme was adopted by which the whole drainage from the various g ewage 
buildings, including the laundry and bathroom, was pumped to disposal, 
the high ground a.t the rere of the asylum, and was there dis- 
tributed over the land. It is now found that the outflow from 
the drains has increased beyond the capacity of the pumps, and it 
is proposed to deal separately with the laundry and bathroom 
drainage, which it is proposed to purify by filtration in tanks which 
are to be provided for the purpose. It may be pointed out in 
this connection that : — 

(1.) Of a.ll sewage, the effluent from a laundry — owing to the 
amount of decomposing soap which it contains — smells most 
foully, and it would, therefore, be impossible to treat such 
sewage in proximity to the building. 

(2.) The treatment of sewage, so as to render it innocuous, by 
any of the recent processes of filtration, &c., requires special 
scientific knowledge.

These figures show a decrease of 3 patients on the malo side and 
an increase of 12 on the female side. 

The admissions during the past eleven months are reported as 
somewhat less than the numbers returned for similar periods iu 
previous ye<ars, whilst the discharges and deaths have not greatly 
varied in number. 

The returns of tho existing area of the asylum buildings show 
ample space in the institution for 570 patients — leaving 16 
vacancies on the male side and 42 on the female side. The County 
Councils of the King’s and Queen’s Counties may, therefore, be 
congratulated on the possession of ample accommodation for the 
insane poor of the district. 

The deaths call for no special reference. In four cases the 
cause was verified by post-mortem examination. 

No suicide or accidental death requiring an investigation by the 
Coroner has taken place. 

Three serious casualties, in which fractures of bones were sus- 
tained, as a result of assaults by others pa.tients, are recorded. . 

The only epidemic disease which visited the institution during 
the period' under review was scarlatina, which attacked one pa- 
tient on the female side. 

At present 16 patients are confined to bed, but only one man is 
seriously ill — the others suffer from chronic diseases, or remain in 
bed on account of old age or debility. 

There is no entry of the use of mechanical restraint in the 
register kept for that purpose, but 19 patients have been secluded 
on the male side and 9 on the female side : the men on 2 occ&- 
sions for 184 hours and the women on 15 occasions for 158 hours. 
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A great improvement is shown in the conduct and condition of Mary- 
the female patients. The beneficial effects of plenty of space and nouou GH 
good accommodation are strongly evidenced, if any proof were AsYLUM - 
wanted, by the behaviour of the women in this asylum. Quiet- Condition am! 
ness and good conduct existed in all the wards, even in those conduct of 
occupied by the more troublesome patients. Their dress and female3, 
general appearance are also greatly improved. They were neatly 
dressed, and clean in their persons. Attention to such matters is 
of the utmost importance in dealing with the insane, as they in- 
culcate habits of control and self respect. 

I saw both sexes at dinner in the hall. As the day was Friday Dietary 
the meal consisted only of bread and milk: not an inviting re- 
past. Fish is now usually given in Irish asylums on Fridays, and 
at any rate there is no reason why potatoes should not be pro- 
vided, as they are just as cheap as bread, and certainly would be 
much more acceptable to the patient®. Butter should also be given 
in addition. There appears no valid reason why the prescribed 
dietary should be departed from to suit the convenience of the 
contractors. Efforts should be made to- grow a great proportion 
of the potatoes required on the land attached to the institution, so 
as to be independent of any extraneous supply, and also, amongst 
other advantages, with the view of affording additional occupation 
for the patients. 

The bedding is good, and in excellent order. Nearly all the Beds, 
bedsteads are- now of the Lawson-Tait pattern, and I understand 
that the remaining old iron frames will soon be got rid of. 

The returns of employment show that — excluding ward cleaners Employment 
— over 46 per cent, of the men and about 60 per cent, of the 
women are occupied at some sort of work. The percentage of the ^ 

men employed is low: — 96 are engaged at farm work, 4 assist the ^(le'in C ' 
tailor, and 3 work with the shoemaker. During the past year 46 asylum, 
jackets and 116 pairs of trousers were made in the asylum shop, 
whilst 100 suits were obtained by contract. The repairs to mat- 
tresses, as well as to clothing, have to be- carried out by the tailor. 

In so large an establishment sufficient work must exist to afford 
constant occupation for an upholsterer. Three hundred and forty- 
eight pairs of hoots were made in the shoemaker's shop, and 360 
were obtained by contract. Perhaps, by the supply of some addi- 
tional machinery, all the boots and shoes required could be made 
in the asylum shop. It- is satisfactory to find that all the- socks 
and stockings are no-w knitted in the asylum. 

Two looms and two- knitting machines have been provided. 

These ought to prove- not only a great boon to the patients, by ^^”5 anc 
giving them an interest in their daily life, but. should also assist in machines, 
the economical working of the institution. 

The bread continues to he baked on the asylum premises. From Bakerj * 
returns supplied by the storekeeper it would appear that the cost 
is about 3 -^d. per 4-lb. loaf. 

The heating of the institution by hot water at low pressure, and Heating and 
the lighting by electricity, appear to- be carried out. at a. reasonable ,Ighting ‘ 
cost, having regard to the advantages of having all parts of the 
asylum thoroughly warmed, especially the single rooms, which are 
generally tenanted by patients of low vitality, who do not keep

themselves covered by bed-clothes. It is, consequently, of the 
greatest importance for the safety and comfort of the insane that 
such rooms should be comfortably heated during the winter. The 
advantages of electric light in an asylum ; its safety ; and its effi- 
ciency, are so evident that it is now being adopted in all similar 
institutions throughout the world. 

The ironing-room of the laundiy has been re-floored in concrete, 
as the wooden floor had become decayed. The outside of the win- 
dow frames, and the doors, and iron work throughout the institu- 
tion have been painted by contract. 

It is proposed to divert the public road which now runs through 
the centre of the asylum farm, and, with this view, a. new road 
has been made, which passes outside the asylum wall, but as yet 
the sanction of the County Council has not been obtained for the 
closing of the old road. It is to bo hoped that their consent will 
bo applied for at an early date, as tliis public way through the 
asylum grounds greatly interferes with the usefulness of the farm. 

The only additions to the staff have been the temporary em- 
ployment of two men and two women to take the place of members 
of the staff when on leave. This is a useful provision for guarding 
against accidents when the strength of the staff is unavoidably 
weakened. The proportion of attendants to patients is now one 
to 13 on the male side, and one to 12 on the female side. 

During the winter months lectures will be given for the training 
of the junior members of tho staff who have not yet obtained the 
certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association. 

The religious wants of the patients continue to bo carefully 
looked after. More than BO per cent, are able to attend to their 
religious duties in the handsome Chapels attached to the institu- 
tion. The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, and the 
regulations with regard to the burial of patients at the expense 
of the institution are carefully carried out.

In last year’s report, attention was called to the very serious

crowded condition of tlie institution, nor has any plan been decided 
on by which additional accommodation could be provided. There 
are now 105 patients in excess of the capacity of the institution ■ 
the dayrooms have to be converted into dormitories • the chapel 
dormitory, which was occupied by the women, has had to be taken 
from them and given to the men, in order to meet the increasing 
numbers on the male side; and the dining-hall, kitchen, and stores 
are insufficient for tile wants of the present asylum population 
Such overcrowding calls for immediate attention, and for immediate Immediate 
steps being taken to lessen it. It will, therefore, be our manifest action required, 
duty to bring under the consideration of the Lord Lieutenant the 
condition of the asylum, and to point out that in this district the 
provisions of section 58 (sub-section (2) (c)) of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898, have not been complied with. It will then be 
for His Excellency to decide whether, under the circumstances the 
Government Grant can be paid. 


The Committee appear to be anxious that accommodation should Proposed 
be provided m the County Cavan by setting apart a Workhouse “ lilizatl ™ o f 
under the provisions of section 76 of the Local Government (Ire- "' orkhou,M - 
land) Act, 1898, but it must be remembered that this can only bo 
done if the Local Government Board, after communicating with 
the Guardians concerned, axe willing, by amalgamating unions, to 
provide for placing a Workhouse at the disposal of the County 
Council for the purpose. Even if the Local Government Board 
were willing to give up a Workhouse, the necessary steps would 
take some considerable time to cany out, and would involve a 
considerable outlay. When completed, such an Auxiliary Asylum 

could only bo used for a very special class of the insane, vie. : 

for those who are certified by the Medical Superintendent as harm- 
less and incurable, and to no longer require the care of a fully- 
equipped asylum. J 


An attempt has been made to aiford additional space in the Lauadry 
laundry by adding the adjoining fitter’s shop to the washroom, 
the extra space thus provided is, however, very limited, and is not 
sufficient to meet the wants of the department. A separate room 
m connection with the existing washroom— to be used as a foul 
laundry— is badly wanted. I understand that additional 
machinery has been ordered, and will shortly be erected. At the 
same time the drying closet should be set in order, and rendered 
capable of drying the clothes more expeditiously by the help of a 
tan, which would drive a current of air through the clothes. A 
separate hatch should also bo provided through which the clean 
hnen should be issued to the male divisions, so as to do away with 
, ® ® xis ting practice which allows the men, when coming for their 
Clothes, to wander through the laundry apartments occupied by the

The attendants are not provided with any suitable dining-room, 
in which to partake of their meals ; some seem to take their dinner 
in the patients’ dining-hall ; others in different rooms, whilst their 
breakfast and tea are partaken of in the wards. Such a state of 
things must be most uncomfortable for the staff, and is most 
likely to lead to some serious accident, owing to tlio danger re- 
sulting from knives, etc., being left unguarded. 

I must impress on the Committee the danger of leaving the 
wooden buildings without internal hydrants for putting out a fire 
on its first outbreak. At present the windows are covered with a 
wire lattice, and if a fire broke out, these buildings would be burned 
in a few minutes, so that unless some one was at hand to let out 
the patients, every one of them would perish. 

The proportion of patients who contribute towards the cost of 
their maintenance would appear small— only eight out of the large 
number of inmates. The Committee must be aware that under 
the Lunacy (Ireland) Act, 1901, ever? inmate, whether admittto 
as a dangerous lunatic under the Act, 30 and 31 Vic., Cap. 118, 
Sec 10 or not, can be made to contribute towards the cost of ms 
support if ho has any means of his own, or if his friends are liable 
for his maintenance. I would suggest that a Sub-Committee, 
composed of members who know the district-, should consider the 
circumstances of each case. 

The causes of death are such as are usually found in asylums 
No post-,n/>rtem examination has been made during the perm 
under review. This is unfortunate, as the importance of these 
examinations cannot bo over-estimated, both in the cause o 
scientific research, and especially as a means of detecting ,n J ur 
unobserved during life; thus protecting the insane from cruelty 
which would not otherwise come to light. 

The health of the institution appears to he at present good as 
out of the large number of patients only three -ere co” fi ntoto 
bed. Erysipelas attacked one male and three female patients since 
last visit. 

During the same timo three serious accidents are reported 
viz. : -a fracture of the left humerus; a fracture of a rib, 
fracture of a bone of the thumb.

The value nf occupation in the treatment of insanity is Monaghak 
now considered of such importance that every effort is made to 
encourage it, and, therefore, in all other asylums, extras, such as 
butter in the mornings, tobacco, afternoon tea, extra meat at 
dinner, etc., are provided for those who work systematically If 
similar inducements were held out to the patients in this asylum 
it would he found that a much larger percentage of patients would 
be ready to jom the workers, with great advantage to themselves 
and with profit to the establishment. 

The dietary is ample, but lacks variety. Butter does not appear Dietary, 
to be given on any day to any patients. It should, at least, be. 
given to some as an extra, and baoon might also be given on a 
second day instead of beef. Fish is given on one day of the week. 

No change has been made in the strength of the staff, which Staff - 
still shows a proportion of one male attendant to over 13 patients, 
and of one nurse to something under that number of female 
patients. The night staff consists of four attendants on each side. Night nursing 
The Infirmary Block, which is a long distance from any other 
building, is still left unwatched during the night. 

Six of the male attendants and ten of the nurses have obtained 
the certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association for pro- 
ficiency in mental nursing. 

The Stores were found in good order, but are inadequate for so stores, 
large an institution. 

The Protestant Chapel is now completed, and in use, and affords Completion 
excellent accommodation for the patients of the various Protestant Protestant 
denominations. chapel. 

The Catholic Chapel stands badly in need of some further internal Catholic 
decorations, so as to render the interior more in keeping with the chapel, 
handsome exterior.

MULLINGAR DISTRICT ASYLUM; 

During the present year the much required additional accommodation 
has been provided by the opening of the new Male Block at Petits- 
wood, which affords accommodation for 1 46 working patients. The 
building is situated close to the farmsteading, and, therefore, the 
patients live in proximity to their work. 

The removal of these farm workers from the main building leaves 
about 50 vacant beds in the male wards, but, as no additional accom- 
modation has been provided for the women, the female side is still 
much overcrowded. At present there are 66 in excess of the numbers 
which these wards are capable of accommodating, under existing 
regulations. . 

The female staff is also crowded together in dormitories to such 
a degree as to deprive the occupants of all comfort and privacy. 

Having regard to the serious overcrowding which still exists on the 
female side, I can only repeat the recommendation made in the last 
report on this asylum, viz., that the accommodation should be re- 
arranged, and the whole of the upper front corridor on each side alio- 
cated to the use of the women. This would appear to me to be a prac- 
tical mode of providing room for the female patients, as this corridor 
is easily accessible from the female divisions, and the patients would 
not, therefore, be removed from the supervision of the superior 
officials. They would also be entirely cut off from the male side, and 
could not be overlooked. 

Of course when this is done there will be no further room on either side 
of the house, the asylum will be again completely full. It, therefore, 
behoves the Committee to consider how further accommodation for 
the insane poor of the district can be found. Perhaps — at least as a 
temporary arrangement — some use might be made of the villa building 
on the asylum ground, at present lying idle, and which, with some 
necessary repairs, might be turned to some useful purpose — either as a 
residence for a few old male patients, or as quarters for some of the staff. 

During the past year 138 patients (85 males and 53 females) have 
been admitted ; 65 have been discharged, and 65 have died, ^leaving 
on the asylum books on first day of my visit the names of 861 (4.15 
men and 366 women). Of these one man is absent by escape, and 
one women has left on probation. 

These figures show an increase of 8 patients during the past twelve 
months, not an increase which would denote any growth of insanity 
in the district, especially when it is remembered that many of the ad- 
missions were merely transfers from the workhouses. 

In two cases the deaths were the subject of Coroners’ inquests, 
and in one of these a further investigation on oath was held by us. 

In this latter case, the patient was admitted suffering from acute 
melancholia, with suicidal tendencies. These tendencies were u y 
■ notified to the staff by a caution card, and at first the patient w 
under constant supervision, both by night and day. The acute sy p 
toms speedily disappeared, and the patient apparently became co 
valescent, so much so that the caution card was withdrawn, an 
was sent to work in the kitchen. On the morning of his dea 
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was missed from the kitchen, and later in the day his body was found Mullingar 
immersed in the sewage of the open drain leading from the asylum. AsVLirM * 
In our Report we were obliged to call attention to an irregularity ' 
which was disclosed in the evidence given at the Inquiry, viz., the want 
of energy in searching for the patient after he was missed. It was 
stated in answer to our remarks that escapes of late have been so fre- 
quent that it was impossible to spare attendants to go in search of the 
patients who were missed from time to time. That escapes have 
recently been very frequent is unfortunately perfectly true. Since the 
1st October 14 patients have eluded the vigilance of the attendants. 

In some of these cases the patients were absent for a considerable 
period, and at the time of my visit one had not returned. These 
frequent escapes would appear to be the result of the opportunities 
afforded to patients of evading the watchfulness of the attendants, 
when passing between the main asylum and the new block at Petits- 
wood, in the dark. Although a kitchen, fitted with all appliances for 
cooking, has been provided in the new block, no cook has been appointed 
for duty there, and the patients located in it have to be brought to 
the main building for their meals. The additional outlay involved in 
the wages of a cook would be small, when compared with the expense 
incurred in bringing back to the asylum the patients who manage to 
get away to a distance. At any rate, some means should be adopted 
to prevent any excuse for want of vigilance in future on the part of the 
staff. 

In the second case in which a Coroner’s inquest was held, death was 
found to have been due to apoplexy. 

During the period under review scarlatina has been almost endemic 
in the institution — four male and five female patients, one attendant, 
and four nurses having been attacked by the disease. Owing to the 
want of -an inf ectious hospital, and the consequent difficulty of isolation 
it is impossible to prevent the spread of the disease. Up to the present 
all the cases have progressed satisfactorily. 

A case of erysipelas, which ended fatally, occurred in a female patient. 

The serious casualties which have occurred since last inspection Casualties 
included three fractures of bones, due to falls, and one incised wound of 
the throat, self-inflicted by a patient who had been on parole for six Attempted 
years, and who was regarded as thoroughly trustworthy. The wound su,cldei 
which was trifling, was inflicted by an old knife which had been picked 
up by the patient in the farmyard. 

At the time of my visit, 79 patients were found in bed. Of these 14 Health 
men and 6 women were seriously ill, 28 were suffering from minor statistics 
ailments, and 16 from old age or debility, whilst 9 men and 6 women 
were undergoing prolonged rest in bed — a method of treatment of 
insanity now largely adopted both in England and Scotland, and on 
the Continent. 

Fifteen patients are returned as actively suicidal, and 132 patients — Supervision of 
epileptic and suicidal cases— are under constant supervision by night gJj^aUases. 
as well as by day. 

The entries of the use of restraint refer only to one female patient Restraint 
who has had a blanket sewn round her for 264 hours to prevent her 
from denuding herself. 

Seclusion was employed in the treatment of 44 men on 241 occasions Seclusion 
for a total period of 1,353 hours, and of 17 women on 272 occasions 
for a total period of 2,054 hours. 

Both men and women continue to be well and suitably dressed, and Clothing, 
are neat and tidy in their appearance. The men wear. tweed suits. 

1 / 2 
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As pointed out to the Committee in our Report on the expenditure 
corduroy or moleskin trowsers would he more suitable and economical 
for the working men, and for patients of untidy habits. 

The service of the meals was conducted with order and regularity, 
and the behaviour of the patients in the dining hall was very good. 

Various changes have been made in the dietary. The breakfast— 
consisting of porridge, tea, bread and butter — is ample in quantity ; 
but the allowance of tea to each working patient — less than one-tenth 
of an ounce — is certainly below the standard allowance of this article 
in similar institutions. Soup is given for dinner on three days of the / 
week which is more frequent than is now usually the custom in asylums. 
Cocoa is given for supper — an article of diet not usually relished by 
the Irish people. 

Employment. The returns of employment show that— excluding those only engaged 
in ward cleaning — 53 per cent, of the men, and 44 per cent, of the 
women find useful occupation. 136 men now work on the farm, 8 
assist in the shoemaker’s shop, 2 in the tailor’s shop, and 12 in the 
upholsterer’s. 33 women wash in the laundry. 

&c., The Storekeeper’s Returns show that 650 pairs of patients’ boots 
were made in the shop, as well as 157 pairs for the staff, besides the 
execution of all the repairs. In the tailor’s shop 280 jackets, 248 pairs 
of trowsers, and 73 vests were made, and all repairs of clothing exe- 
cuted. In future, I believe, it is intended that only exceptional 
articles of wearing apparel shall be made in the tailor’s shop, as it is 
considered that ready-made clothing can be obtained cheaper by con- 
tract. This view, I think, differs from the result of experience else- 
where. 

Works carried During the past twelve months many structural works of improve- 
out ment have been carried out. New pumps have been erected, and a 

water supply has been brought to the new workmen’s block, and to the 
farmyard. The Chapel has been re-plastered, and decorated. 

Telephonic communication has also been established between several 
parts of the institution. Concrete roads have also been made, and 
general repairs executed by the aid of the staff. 

Flooring of I must here repeat the observations made in last report with 
single rooms reference to the floors of the single rooms. The boards in these rooms 
were taken up, and have not been relaid. The concrete must be 
miserably cold for those patients who will not remain in bed during the 
night. A covering of cork carpeting would afford some warmth, and 
would not cost much. 

g ta ff t The staff for day duty consists of 36 on the male, and 24 on the 

female side — giving a proportion of one attendant to about 14 patients 
on the male side, and one to over 15 on the female side. These ratios 
are much below the recognized strength, which should be about one 
attendant to 11 patients. At night the patients are in charge of 5 
men and 4 women. 

Care should be taken that the persons appointed should come up to 
the regulation height, and the report of the Medical Superintendent 
ought to be obtained as to the fitness of probationers before being 
permanently appointed. Some of the nurses recently appointed

stature. 

The religious wants of the patients continue to be carefully ministered Religious 
to, and more than 50 per cent, are said to attend their respective ministration - 
places of worship. 

Dr. Finegan is at present assisted by Dr. Gordon and Dr. Jones. Medical staff 
That the duties of these officers are carefully and zealously carried out and records - 
is evidenced by the voluminous and interesting records in the Case- 
books, and by the pathological notes. These records are of great value 
to all who take an interest in the treatment of the insane. 


The existing resident medical staff in this institution would, in other 
countries, be considered barely sufficient to perform their important 
duties, and any reduction in its strength must result in diminished 
care of the insane inmates.

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The provision of observation dormitories for the constant super- 
vision of epileptic and suicidal patients during the night has, as 
might be expected, proved most satisfactory, but it would have 
been better if it had been possible to make these dormitories some- 
what larger. The attendant’s room opening off the female dormi- 
tory could, however, now be added bo it, as this room is not specially 
required. 

The fact of having 85 cases under constant observation at night 
must be a great safeguard, as compared with the former system of 
having such patients scattered throughout the various dormitories 
and single rooms. 

I was pleased to find so many of the female patients employed at 
sewing or knitting, and to observe the good order and contentment 
which generally prevailed amongst them. 

A large sum of money has been spent in the re-modelling and im- 
provement of the asylum, and it is satisfactory to be able to state 
that the results are such as might have been anticipated, viz. : — 
better order and contentment amongst the patients. 

As suggested some years ago, the grounds surrounding the female 
infirmary have been laid out and planted.

I found a case of erysipelas being treated in a single room in 
the hospital, instead of in the isolation -ward which has been speci- 
ally provided for such cases. The Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent stated, as the reason, that if this man were treated in the 
isolation ward, two' .attendants would have to be told off to take 
charge of him, and this would result in a large number of patients 
being kept in from the farm, owing to the insufficiency of the at- 
tendants to take charge of them. All this is, however, only an 
argument in favour of appointing, at least, two additional atten- 
dants on the male side.

One of the features of the asylum, which forms such a marked 
contrast to the state of affairs when we paid our first official visit in 
1890, is the useful occupation which has been found for such a 
large number of the males on the extended farm, while, on the 
female side, a correspondingly large number of the patients have 
been induced to occupy themselves at needlework, knitting, or m 
the laundry.

The excess of attendances over the numbers resident is ex- 
plained by the fact that all the Protestant patients attend the 
three Protestant Services. 

During the period since last inspection dances have taken place Amusements 
on 35 occasions, attended on an average by 430 patients, viz. : — 

230 males and 200 females. I trust, however, that the Medical 
Superintendent will be able to increase the number of associated 
entertainments, so as to have at least one every week, as is usual 
in other asylums. 

Other amusements were provided, such as concerts, theatricals, 
magic lantern and cinematograph exhibitions, as well as the usual 
indoor and outdoor games — bagatelle, ping-pong, football, &c. 

There are athletic sports weekly in the summer, in addition to the 
annual general sports, and a band, composed of attendants, per- 
forms at all amusements. 

In consequence of the enlargement of the dining-hall, a much Service of 
greater number of patients are able to dine together, and the raeals * 
service of the meals has been improved by supplying table-cloths, 
while knives and forks have also been provided at some of the 
tables. 

I was present at the dinner on the second day of my visit. It 
consisted of boiled beef, with broth, and a plentiful supply of 
potatoes. The dinners are placed on the tables before the patients 
enter the hall, which results in their becoming cold before all the 
patients are seated. In order to remedy this, I would suggest that 
the patients should first' be seated, and the dinners then served to 
each table by a carver, or brought in on heated waggons, as is 
done in the majority of other asylums. 

I am glad to say that I found the asylum on the whole clean General 
and in good order. The personal cleanliness of the patients was condition, 
quite satisfactory, and the clothing, especially on the female side, 
was fairly good. Some of the lavatories, however, were partly Clothing 
filled with old clothing and miscellaneous articles, while the 
arrangements for storing the patients’ clothes during the night are Disposal of 
tot satisfactory. The proper and usual plan nowadays is to pro- 
vide large partitioned presses in the corridors outside each dormi- n - gllt _ 
tory, and to place the patients’ clothing in these presses, duly 
folded, at bed-time. 

The deaths, 91 in number, include 8 cases of phthisis amongst Treatment of 
the males, and the same number amongst the females. I trust phthisical 
that some means may be found for the isolated treatment of such ca3CS 
cases. 
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In 17 cases (6 males and 11 females) the cause of death was veri- 
fied by post-mortem examination. 

In the cases of 7 males and 2 females it is recorded that bed- 
sores were found at death. As these numbers are somewhat large 
I trust that it may be found possible* — by more careful nursing— 
to reduce the number of such cases in future. 

In only one instance was a Coroner’s inquest deemed necessary, 
and in this case the verdict of the jury was that death resulted 
from failure of the heart’s action. 

I am glad to state that the number of serious casualties has been 
reduced in recent years, and only four occurred since last inspec- 
tion, of which the following are the particulars: — 

On the 18th January, 1902, C. H. (a female) sustained a frac- 
ture of the right radius, as the result of being thrown down 
by another patient. 

On the 29th June, 1902, M. C. (a female) sustained a fracture 
of tho left radius, from a similar cause. 

On the 17th July, 1902, R. G. (a male) was discovered to have 
sustained a dislocation of the right humerus, but the cause 
of the injury could not be ascertained. 

On the 8th September, 1902, E. H. (a female) fell off a bench, 
and fractured the* outer third of her left cla,vicle. 

With the exception of the case of erysipelas already referred to, 
the only form of zymotic disease which occurred since last visit 
was typhoid fever, which attacked four male patients, and a male 
and a female attendant— proving fatal in the cases of two of the 
patients. I trust that continued efforts will bo made to trace the 
origin of this disease, which has become almost endemic in the 
asylum, and which— speaking generally — is so often caused by 
impure water or contamination of milk. 

On going round tho asylum I noticed that many of the flues 
connected with the system of heating and ventilation contained a 
deposit of dust. As it is necessary for the sanitary and efficient 
working of the system that these flues should be kept absolutely 
clean, it would, I think, be desirable to have the gratings at the 
openings arranged like shutters, secured by a padlock, so as to 
admit of their being readily opened with the view of having the 


flues frequently cleaned. 

No restraint As usual in this asylum the Medical Superintendent has been 
able to treat the patients without resorting either to mechanical 
Seclusion. restraint or seclusion. The register shows that only one patient 
was placed in seclusion for two- hours since last inspection.

X was glad to see that the twelve excellent cottages which the Completion 
Committee have erected for the married attendants are now com- of attendants’ 
pleted, and will shortly be occupied, but I am sorry to learn that C0tta S C3, 
the attendants are not willing to pay the rent which the Com- 
mittee think proper, as the former consider that sufficient allow- 
ance has not been made for the value of the quarters, fuel, and 
light, which they now surrender.

and well trained in the discharge of their duties.

When my col- Institution, 
league and I first visited it we felt it our duty to make many sug- 
gestions, and, although the interval of time which has since elapsed 
has, compared with the life of the asylum, not been very long, most 
of our suggestions have been carried out. I may say, however, 
that much credit in the matter is due to the Medical Superinten- 
dent, especially as regards his management of an overcrowded in- 
stitution during extensive building operations, lasting for some 
years.

Since the last report on the Richmond Asylum was written a 
considerable reduction has taken place in the number of patients 
resident in the institution, caused by transfers to the new asylum 
at Portrane. As, however, the admissions during the past year 
have all been to the Richmond Asylum, it will, for the present, 
be more convenient to give, in one Table, the statistics of the 
changes which have taken place amongst the insane in both in- 
stitutions, between the 18th September, 1901, and the first day of 
my recent visit.

The number of admissions during the past eleven months (563) Increased- 
shows a considerable increase as compared with the average during a(iTnis31 ' 0113 * 
the past five years, which was 498. This is no doubt, in some 
degree, due to the admission of some of the lunatics who up to the 
present, owing to the want of asylum accommodation, have been Transfers from 
detained in the various workhouses of the district. Having re- workhouses, 
gard to the condition of such inmates in these institutions; the 
inadequacy of the accommodation ; and the inability of the work- 
house staff ta properly attend on them, their transfer to an estab- 
lishment set apart for their care must meet with the approval of all 
those who take any interest in this class of the insane. In this 
district the additional asylum accommodation affords an oppor- 
tunity of removing the insane from the workhouses, where their 
wants cannot be properly attended to, and providing them with 
suitable accommodation set apart for their proper care. Nor can 
it be said that this accommodation is beyond their wants, and of 
too costly a character, as a great part — such as the G-rangegorman 
Annexe at the Richmond Asylum and the wooden buildings at 
Portrane — is suitable only for the accommodation of this class of 
chronic and harmless lunatics. 

In 126 cases, or in over 66 per cent., the cause of death was Autopsies, 
verified by post mortem examination — a percentage most creditable 
to the medical staff, as showing the interest taken by them in 
scientific study. 

In nine cases Coroners’ inquests were held. The circumstances Deaths from 
under which death took place, in the cases so inquired into, call misadventure, 
for no remarks, except in four instances, in three of which inquiries 
on oath were subsequently held by us. These cases are as fol- 
low : — 


(1.) P. C. — In this case the patient was found to have died 
from peritonitis. At the post-mortem examination a rup- 
ture of the bladder was discovered. The evidence showed 
that a struggle had taken place between the deceased and 
another patient, during which the injury is supposed to 
have been caused. 

(2.) M. M. — A quiet, hypochondriacal patient, who slept in a 
single room, hanged herself during the night. In this case, 
having regard to the facts as disclosed by the evidence, no 
blame could be attributed to the nurses in charge. 

(3.) K. K — A troublesome and restless patient, sleeping under 
observation. In this case death resulted from fracture of 
the skull. The patient, when the nurse in charge went into 
the lavatory, rushed into an adjoining dormitory, got through 
the small aperture of the window left open for ventilation, 
and fell over 30 feet to the ground. In this case, the conduct 
of the nurse was deserving of censure, inasmuch as she did 
not observe sufficient precaution in the discharge of her 
duties. 
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(4.) J. C. — In this ease the verdict of the jury was that death 
resulted from bronchitis, accelerated by a fractured rib, and 
they at the same time condemned the laxity of discipline in 
the South Dublin Union Workhouse, particularly the prac- 
tice of placing paupers in charge of lunatics. The patient 
had been transferred to the Richmond Asylum from the 
Workhouse, and died shortly after. On admission he was 
found to ha,vc a fractured rib, which was supposed to have 
been sustained in a struggle with those who were looking 
after him in the Workhouse. 


An iuquiry was also held by the Local Government Board into 
the case of P. M‘N., who was admitted to the Richmond Asylum 
suffering from pneumonia, and died a few hours afterwards. He 
had previously been an inmate for over two* years of the lunatic 
ward of the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and had been, ac- 
cording to the opinion formed by Dr. Norman, suffering from 
general paralysis of the insane. When he began to refuse food he 
was ordered to be sent to the asylum as a dangerous lunatic. In 
accordance with the procedure necessary in order to procure a magis- 
trate’s warrant for his committal, the patient had to* he taken to 
the Police Court, While there he was examined by the Dispensary 
Medical Officer, who found the patient in a. collapsed condition ; 
suffering from heart weakness and pulmonary congestion. In a 
communication addressed to the Guardians of the South Dublin 
Union by the Local Government Board, attention was drawn to 
the unfortunate practice which obliged the Guardians to send such 
cases to the Police Court, and to the fact that, having regard to 
the greatly increased accommodation recently provided for the 
lunatic poor of the district, the asylum authorities ought without 
difficulty to be able to arrange for the admission on Form D. of all 
serious cases, and the Board recommended the Guardians to 
promptly transfer all such cases from the Workhouse. 

Casualties The serious, but non-fatal, casualties, numbering 26, resulted, as a 

general rule, in fractures or dislocations of bones caused by falls 
or sustained in struggles with other patients. In one case a frac- 
ture of the index finger was sustained in a struggle with a nurse, 

and in two cases rupture of the urethra resulted from kicks from 

other patients. . 

Zymotic The returns of zymotic disease show that 20 patients were at- 

disease. tacked with dysentery, which proved fatal in four cases ; lo 

patients suffered from typhoid fever, which proved fatal in one case; 
erysipelas attacked 12 patients, one of which cases was complicated 
with dysentery. It is worthy of remark that almost all the cases 
of dysentery and enteric occurred in the female house, showing 
that the drainage is still at fault. 

Over 28 per cent, of the deaths are returned as due to phtinsis, 
and 6 * 8 per cent, as due to general paralysis of the insane.

These numbers would appear fully adequate for the care PoETRANK - 
of the pat-ients during the night. In modern asylums in no way AsTLPM * 
is the improved care of the insane more markedly shown than in 
the liberal arrangements for night nursing. 

As regards employment, it is only necessary to repeat the re- Employment, 
marks made in last year’s report as to the efforts made in this 
asylum to provide useful occupation for the patients. About 60 
per cent, on the male, and 70 per cent, on the female side find some 
useful work, and the returns of the work done in the various shops 
show how advantageous this employment proves, not alone to the 
patients but to the economical working of the institution. The 
opportunities for employment have been provided under great dif- 
ficulties, as extensive farming operations in the city area are im- 
possible. In lieu, however, industries of the most various kinds — 
such as weaving, brush, basket, and mat making, tin, and wire 
work, have been introduced amongst the men, and fancy and em- 
broidery work amongst the women, in addition to the ordinary 
routine employments usually found in a public asylum. 

Almost half of the male patients, and more than half of the Religious 
female patients attend to their religious duties. On the Sunday ministration, 
preceding my inspection — 

671 were present at Mass; 

106 attended the Protestant Episcopalian Service; and 
20 attended the Presbyterian Service. 

The Chaplains are constant in their attentions — the Catholic 
Chaplain visiting daily. 

Every effort appeal's to be made to vary the monotony of the ^ musemeilt3 
lives of the inmates by various amusements. Cricket and football u 1 
afford constant interest to the men, whilst the women enjoy the 
associated entertainments, concerts, etc. About 80 men and 100 Exercige 
women are taken out every week for country walks. 

The patients on both sides were neat and tidy in their dress ; clothing, 
their clothing appeared to be carefully made, and on the female 
side due regard would appear to be had to the personal appearance 
of those who were able to appreciate it. 

The dietary is ample, and is varied from day to day. On one Dietary, 
day of my visit an excellent dinner of fish was given ; on the next 
day beef, with an ample supply of bread and vegetables. In both 
dining-rooms the service of the meals might be rendered more ex- Servico of 
peditious, and would be carried out with greater facility, if wheeled inea ], 
waggons were provided to carry the plates to the tables. In the 
female dining-room the staff of nurses appeared to be hardly suffi- 
cient for the number of patients to be attended to. Otherwise the 
meal was served with due regard to the usages of civilised society. 

Knives, forks, table-cloths, plates, dishes, and drinking vessels were 
provided, and in the male dining-room Grace was sung. 

Some of the wards for the quieter class of patients are neatly Furni3hin 
furnished and decorated, but the accommodation for the infirm &c > 0 ‘ f ^ a ?j s 
and acute cases is still sadly behind the standard of modem effi- 
ciency. On the female side the day-rooms for the troublesome Unsuitability 
cases are too large, and necessitate the congregation of too many of wards, 
noisy, troublesome, and refractory women together, who irritate 
one another. The supervision of so many patients requiring such 
constant care is almost an impossibility for any one charge nurse. 
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The accommodation for the treatment of the male sick and 
infirm, who form so large a proportion of the patients here, is ill 
adapted for che purpose. The formation of the corridors, where 
the greater number of the infirm and paralysed cases are at pre- 
sent under care, is ill-suited for supervision ; and the single rooms 
attached are not alone deficient in ventilation, but their rough 
unplastered walls render their proper cleansing and disinfection 
impossible. As soon as the transfer of the male patients to 
Portrane is completed, it is to be hoped that steps will be taken 
to carry out the alterations and improvements so much required 
and so long under consideration. 

The provision of a suitable Infirmary, where the acute, the sick, 
the infirm, and the paralysed could be treated according to their 
various requirements, is much needed, in order to render the insti- 
tution better fitted to meet the wants of the class of patients under 
care. 

During the present year one of the wooden day-rooms occupied 
by female epileptics and other troublesome cases was totally con- 
sumed by fire. Fortunately the fire broke out after the patients 
had gone to bed, so that the room was empty, as otherwise the re- 
moval of so helpless and excitable a class of the insane would have 
been a matter of great difficulty. The staff worked with most 
exemplary skill, courage, and energy in removing the patients from 
the dormitories m proximity to the site of the fire, and in trying to 
extinguish the flames, but so inflammable was the material, that in 
about an hour the building was entirely destroyed. As this day-room 
was one-storied, and connected only by a passage to the main build- 
ing, the fire was easily kept within limits, but the almost instan- 
taneous manner in which the room was destroyed points to the 
importance of affording a ready exit in all such wooden structures. 
Telephonic communication has now been established between the 
various parts of the institution and the City Fire Brigade, and a 
plentiful storage of water is also kept in readiness in case of 
emergency. 

The various and voluminous registers and books are carefully 
written up. Especial praise must be given to the manner in which 
the case hooks are kept — giving full accounts of the treatment and 
progress of the various patients under care. 

Dr. Rambaut, Assistant Medical Officer and Pathologist, has 
resigned his appointment on his promotion to the position of 
Superintendent of the Salop and Montgomery Asylum. Whilst 
the institution will feel his loss, his promotion to so important a 
post in England not alone shows how highly his qualifications were 
estimated, but is also a complimentary tribute to the asylum m 
which he gained his experience. 

The medical staff consists now of three Assistant Medical Officers 
and two Clinical Assistants. This reduction of the strength of t e 
medical staff by one will not, it is to be hoped, affect the wor 
which has been c so carefully carried on in the very efficient Pat 10 - 
logical Laboratory.

The building of this asylum may now be said to' be completed. 
The chronic blocks, affording accommodation for 300 of each sex, 
are fully occupied. The wards — both day-rooms and dormitories — 
are in process of being furnished. Some time must elapse before 
this work is completed, but, when the various small requirements of 
which the wards of an asylum stand in need — such as blinds, pic- 
tures, and other decorations and objects of interest — are supplied, 
no doubt the present bare and comfortless appearance of the wards 
will disappear. Up to the present the polishing of the floors — a 
work which it is all important should be done before the rooms are 
inhabited — has principally occupied the attendants and patients. 
Any furniture as yet provided appears to be very suitable for 
asylum use, and the beds and bedding are of excellent quality. 

The dining-room had only just been opened at the time of' my 
visit, and was used only by a few of the male patients. Some time 
must elapse before so large a room can be fully occupied. 

The laundry — so far as can be ascertained from the small 
amount of washing which hasi at present to be done — is sufficiently 
equipped with machinery to meet the requirements of so large an 
institution. 

The kitchen and cooking arrangements are stated to work satis- 
factorily. It is difficult, however, to test the capabilities of such 
machinery until working at its highest power. 

Good progress has been made in laying out, levelling, and drain- 
ing the grounds, and in forming terraces and walks. Taking into 
consideration the gigantic task to be accomplished, the amount of 
work which has been carried out by the attendants and patients 
is deserving of the highest praise. Already the space in front of 
the asylum is beginning to assume a more regular outline. 

During the coming winter the planting of the ground on the 
north-east of the asylum should be taken in hand, so as, in time, 
to afford protection from the cold winds. 

At present there are in residence oni the asylum estate 862 pa- 
tients — 562 men and 300 women. Of these 300 of each sex are, as 
already stated, located in the two chronic blocks of the permanent 
asylum, while 262 men reside in the temporary wooden buildings. 

The class of patients at present under care in the institution are 
of a very hopeless type — 42 being epileptics, and the remainder 
suffering from chronic insanity. The wooden buildings are only 
suitable for the accommodation of patients of this class. But it is 
to be hoped that, when the acute blocks in the permanent asylum 
are opened, the advantages of the accommodation (which has been 
designed with so much care, and carried out at such great ex- 
pense) will be available for acute cases, so that the benefits to be 
derived from the sea air and beautiful scenery will be afforded to 
the patients to whom such surroundings may prove beneficial. 

At present one of the temporary blocks and all the accom- 
modation designed for the use of the acute and sick are unoccupied.

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Both men and women might have been tidier in their persons. 
When the routine working of the institution has assumed its regu- 
lar course, it is to be hoped that the patients will look better. At 
present it is unfair to criticise, as everything is still more or less 
in confusion, and the staff is undermanned, and not yet perfectly 
organised. 

At present the male staff consists of one head, four charge, and 
32 ordinary attendants — giving a proportion of one attendant to 
over 15 patients. . On the female side there is a head nurse, two 
charge, and 14 ordinary nurses — giving a proportion of one nurse 
to almost 19 patients. As a rule, in dealing with such chronic par 
tients, a strong staff is not called for, but, having regard to the 
way in which the patients here are at present scattered, it is diffi- 
cult to see how the various houses are to be properly supervised. 
What appears to be most needed is a larger proportion of charge or 
responsible attendants. There are five wards on the male side, 
some in detached buildings, and only four charge attendants, so 
that one ward is without any responsible head, and the others con- 
tain from 90 to 160 patients in each. Similarly on the female side, 
there are only two charge nurses, while the two wards each contain 
150 patients: too many for any one charge nurse. 

The temporary buildings are so far removed from the per- 
manent structure that it is impossible for the head attendant to 
properly supervise the patients in both departments. A deputy 
head attendant, who would always be in charge of the wooden 
buildings and would take the place of the head attendant when on 
leave, is, therefore, much wanted. 

The night staff consists of six men and three women. 

That a stronger day staff is required is, I think, borne out by the 
list of casualties, which include, during the past twelve months, 
seven fractures of bones. Quarrels, assaults, and casualties may be 
expected where such large bodies of patients are mixed together 
under such defective supervision. 

Only one case of zymotic disease is recorded — a female patient 
having been attacked with typhoid fever. 

The returns of employment show that about 47 per cent, of the 
men, and 65 per cent, of the women find some useful occupation. 
One hundred and twenty-four of the men work on the farm. All 
the clothing, including the hoots and shoes, is made on the pre- 
mises. 

More than 50 per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their 
religious duties. The two very handsome Chapels are now opened 
for worship. The Chaplains attend on Sundays and when called on 
in special cases. 

The dietary is the same as at the Richmond Asylum, and is 
ample in every respect. 

The provisions appeared of good quality. The bread is now 
baked in the institution. 

An Assistant Medical Officer, Dr. Ford©, has been appointed, 
and it is to be hoped that as the number of patients increases the 
medical staff will also he augmented. 

So far as there has been time to write up the case hooks, the 
entries are very full, hut as yet these entries have only been made 
in one hook.

The existing accommodation provides for 271 males and 254 Accoramoda- 
females, so that the asylum is now overcrowded to the extent of 130 tion. 
men and 24 women, or by 154 persons over the proper number. 

Such overcrowding should not be tolerated in any public institu- Overcrowding 
tion, but it is especially deplorable in an asylum, where the treat- 
ment of the insane is rendered impossible ; their hopes of recovery 
diminished ; and their physical health imperilled. 

In this district no steps are being taken to meet the increasing 
demands for accommodation for the insane poor, in accordance 
with the provisions of the 9th section of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898, and we must so report to the Lord Lieutenant. 

We, therefore, cannot too strongly urge upon the Committee 
the importance of again bringing under the consideration of the 
County Councils of Sligo and Leitrim the necessity for providing 
additional room, either by adding to the existing asylum, or by 
establishing an auxiliary asylum elsewhere. 

We may point out that, though extensive building works have Cost of 
been carried out at this asylum in recent years, the gross cost per raamteuance ' 
head, including repayment of loans, is still very low — amounting 
only to £26 12s. 2>d . — the average for all Ireland being £30 11s. 2 d. 

Unfortunately, although the various building works, so long in Defective 
progress at the asylum, are completed, with the exception of the works, 
two Chapels, not alone is the accommodation provided inadequate, 
owing to the increased numbers, but some of the works which 
were carried out are still in a very unfinished and unsatisfactory 
state, while other important improvements have not yet been taken 
in hands. For instance, the floors of the sanitary annexes, to 
which attention has been previously directed, are in a very defective 
state — the concrete having already worn into holes, whilst the 
channels made to carry off the water have not a sufficient fall, and 
the waste traps, retaining, as they do, the water used in the washing 
of the floors, are evil smelling and insanitary. The seats of the 
closets are already broken off and destroyed ; the single rooms have 
been left unplastered, and the windows without shutters, rendering 
these rooms useless for the care of troublesome patients, for which 

m 2 
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Sligo they -were intended. In order to make use of them it has been 
Asylum . 1 found necessary to board up the windows, hindering both light 
and ventilation. Some of the plastering lately done has fallen 
off the jambs of the doors. The floors of the front ward on the 
male side require renewal. It was decided to carry out this work 
by day labour, but it has not as yet been commenced. The walls 
throughout the building are scratched and stained, and, in many 
rooms and corridors, besmeared with dirt. 

The overcrowding on the male side renders it difficult to End 
room even for the necessary furniture, as many of the day-rooms 
have to be turned into dormitories, and even the passages are in 
some cases occupied by beds. Until some provision is made by 
which the surplus population can be removed, little improvement 
in the standard of treatment afforded to the male patients can be 
looked for. 

Improvements On the female side, however, some effort could now be made to 
render the surroundings of the patients more in keeping with 
modern ideas of what an asylum ought to be, by colouring the 
wards in various shades; by supplying additional articles of fur- 
niture, and of personal comfort, such as cheap armchairs, small 
work tables, &c. ; by introducing objects of interest, such as books, 
pictures, birds, and flowers; and by polishing the floors, thus 
doing away with the damp and unhealthy effects caused by fre- 
quent scrubbing. 

More attention should also be given to the state of the bedding. 
Pillows and bolster covers should be supplied, and more frequent 
changes of linen should be insisted on. 

Complaints were made on the female side that the washing was 
not done with sufficient expedition to allow the linen to be changed 
with sufficient frequency. There appears to be no valid reason for 
this. The laundry is now in full working order, and supplied with 
modern machinery, which ought to be capable of doing all the 
washing required in an institution such as this. It appears, how- 
ever, that only seven patients are employed in the laundry, whereas, 
having regard to the number of female patients, six or seven times 
that number ought to be constantly at work in this department, 
if the washing is to be properly done. 

Diningrooms. There are now three well-heated and well-lighted diningrooms, 
provided for the use of the patients — two for the males and one 
for the females — affording ample accommodation. The floors of these 
rooms are of wood, and it is to be regretted that they were not 
polished before being brought into use. If this is not speedily 
done, they will become saturated with grease, and will be per- 
manently injured. 

Cooking and With such commodious diningrooms, some improvement in the 
meals' 6 ° f service and cooking of the meals should be looked for. At present 
the dinners are served in a manner which cannot tend to improve 
the habits of the patients, or of the staff, and which must be most 
repugnant to anyone accustomed to habits of decency. The food 
we saw was served in tins; there were no tablecloths, nor any of the 
accessories of a modern dinner table — such as plates, dishes, knives, 
forks, &c., and any potatoes supplied were thrown on the tables. 
The food consisted of bacon and cabbage on the first day of in- 
spection— -a most excellent dinner if properly cooked and served?

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but it was made into a kind of soup, with lumps of fat bacon and Sligo 
liquid grease floating on the top. On the second day the dinner As ™m. 
consisted of beef, potatoes, and vegetables — also excellent food, if 
properly served. The staff in charge of the patients was not suffi- 
cient to maintain order and regularity, as half of the attendants 
and nurses go to dinner at the same time. Perhaps it could be 
arranged that the staff should dine after and before the patients, 
so as to allow of the full strength being present during the patients’ 
meals, when the services of the attendants are most required. 

The impression made upon us by our visit was that habits of Cleanliness and 
cleanliness, order, and propriety should be more carefully incul- inculcated 6 
cated by the superior officers, and more strictly adhered to by the e ’ 

staff, e.g ., no bathing towels are provided — the only means of drying 
the patients after bathing being the sheets taken off the beds; 
the chamber utensils on the female side are washed and emptied 
into the baths lately erected, whereas there are special slop sinks 
provided for this purpose. 

As might have been expected in so overcrowded an institution, z 7 niotic 
the general health has been unsatisfactory, and zymotic disease has (liseasu ' 
been present throughout the year. Erysipelas attacked two men and 
one woman; three male and six female patients, and three male 
and two female attendants suffered from enteric or continued fever, 
with fatal results in two cases. The history of the institution 
during the past five years would indicate that, during that time, en- 
teric fever has been more or less endemic, as the following Table 
shows : —

These figures show that fever is endemic in this institution, and 
we are strongly of opinion that by careful chemical and bacteri- 
ological examination of the drinking water, all of which is stored, 
and by a thorough examination of the drains by a sanitary expert, 
an effort should be made to trace the origin of the zymotic disease 
which prevails in the institution. 

The basement is infested with rats, and this would indicate that ^ ta 
sewer gases escape into different portions of the building. 
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Sligo The records of restraint and seclusion for the period under re- 

Asylum. view show that seven men have been restrained by a strait jacket 
for a total period of 317 hours, on account of violence to others, 
to prevent self-injury, or on account of degraded habits and tearing 
Restraint. c l 0 thes, whilst seclusion was resorted to in the case of one man 
and two women, on thirty-seven occasions for a total period of 471 
Seclusion. ^ours. pointed out in previous reports, such an amount of 
restraint is unusual in modern asylums, and we can only express 
a hope that when the difficulties in the care of the patients, caused 
by the very great overcrowding, are removed, the necessity for so 
frequent a recourse to' mechanical restraint will be put a stop to. 

Death from The CoToner held an inquest in one case in which death resulted 
misadventure. f rom concussion of the brain caused by a punctured wound. The 
jury found they had no evidence to show how the wound was 
caused. At the investigation upon oath, which was subsequently 
held by us, we, however, were of opinion that the injuries were 
caused by another patient. It appears that the deceased (E. G.) 
went into the sanitary annexe after breakfast, and was subsequently 
found by a nurse lying unconscious on the floor, with a deep cut on 
the forehead. Another female patient (S. R.) was standing looking 
down at her. It was proved beyond doubt that the injury could 
not have resulted from a simple fall, and there was no other 
reasonable explanation of the occurrence, except that it was caused 
by patient S. R. 

Casualties. Three other casualties are reported, all the result of falls 
causing injuries to bones. 

Staff. In view of the evidence given at the Inquiry above referred to, 

we felt it our duty to call the attention of the Committee to the 
numerical weakness of the female staff, and to the evidence of the 
medical officers, who deposed that sufficient care was not taken in 
the selection of nurses, as regards their educational and physical 
qualifications, with the result that some of those recently appointed 
are stated to be physically unfit to perform the duties devolving on 
them. At our present visit, we were certainly impressed with the 
truth of this statement. The Committee, however, on our report 
coming before them, passed a resolution recording their opinion 
that they were in no way to blame as regards either the number 
or physical fitness of the female attendants, and that they were 
always prepared to co-operate with the Medical Superintendent 
in maintaining a sufficient and competent staff. In accordance 
with this resolution, we think that the Medical Superinten- 
dent should report on the qualifications of all the recently ap- 
pointed nurses, and that in the case of all future appointments a 
report should be made by him as to the suitability of the candi- 
dates selected, within three months of their entering on their duties, 
also that systematic instruction should be given the attendants by 
the Medical Officers. 

At present the staff on the male side consists of a Head Atten- 
dant and twenty ordinary attendants. Since last visit one 
attendant has been added to the staff, and the number of charge 
attendants has been increased from five to seven. On the female 
side no change has been made, and the staff still consists of one 
Head Nurse and fifteen Nurses. The proportion of attendants © 
patients is, therefore, on the male side one to twenty, and on © 
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female side one to eighteen. This certainly cannot be considered Sligo 
a sufficiently strong staff, and should be increased whenever ac- Asylum. 
commodation can be found for new appointments. The night staff 
consists of three men and two women.

As regards employment, excluding ward workers, 64 per cent. Employment, 
of the men and 44 per cent, of the women find some useful work. 

The percentage on the male side is very good. One hundred and 

seventy-eight men are engaged in farm work, and the condition 

and cultivation of the farm reflect great credit on the asylum staff ; 

five work in the tailor’s shop ; four in the shoemaker’s shop ; and 

a good proportion of the clothing and boots are made in these C * 

shops. All the clothing required in the house ought, if possible, in asylum. 

to be made in the shops, and perhaps if the flannel vests and 

drawers were cut out and made on the female side, more clothing 

could be done by the tailor. A mistake was unfortunately made 

in the return of work done in the shoemaker’s shop in last year’s 

report — the return having been given for one month instead of 

one year. 

As regards the ministration of religion, 142 patients attend Mass, Religious^ 
and thirty-four the Protestant Service. ministration. 

The Chaplains attend once weekly in addition to their Sunday 
visit. 

The two Chapels are yet in process of construction, so that two 
of the dayrooms on the female side have still to be given up for 
religious services.

In this period, therefore, an increase of 20 has taken place in the 
number of patients resident, so that the overcrowding referred to 
in last report is still further increased. The existing buildings 
provide accommodation for 471 by day and 439 by night, and the 
institution is, therefore, at present overcrowded to the extent of 
54 in the day-rooms and 86 in the dormitories. The quarters for 
the staff are also utterly unsuitable, and insufficient. 

The Committee, in order to meet these requirements, have decided 
to erect two new blocks, each containing accommodation for 60 
patients, and, with the view of providing for the wants of the 
staff, a neiw residence is to be erected for the Medical Superin- 
tendent, and it is proposed to convert his present quarters into 
rooms for the Assistant Medical Officer and the nurses. 

This scheme will, I think, meet the' requirements of the 
institution advantageously and economically. 

Attention has been called to the basement stories belonging to 
the two terra cotta blocks, and it has been asked why these rooms 
have not been made use of as accommodation for the insane. 
These apartments were not originally intended to be utilised for 
the accommodation of patients. When the two blocks were being 
erected it was found that it was necessary to' carry the foundations 
some distance down, and it was then decided to excavate the 
ground inside, and make workshops of the space thus provided. 
On the female side the height of this space is only eight feet, and, 
therefore, it is too low to be utilised as accommodation for the 
insane, and is only fit for stores or workshops. On the male side 
the rooms now used as tailors’, shoemakers’, carpenters’, and 
fitters’ shops might he converted into 1 day-rooms, and would 
afford accommodation for about 73 patients, but additional build- 
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ings would still have to be provided for sleeping accommodation, Waterford 
and it is a question if this arrangement would be worth the ex- Asylum. 
pens©, having regal'd to' the fact, that the foundations of some parts 
of the buildings would have to be under-pinned ; that the rooms 
would have to be floored and plastered; new stairs provided; 
windows and ventilators put in ; new sanitary accommodation 
erected ; and that, in addition, workshops would have to be built, 
the cost of which works would, it is estimated, amount to £2,000. 

The original plan of erecting a block for 60 male patients would, 
therefore, appear to me to' be the cheaper, and would certainly be 
more advantageous for the administration of the asylum. 

Whatever plan is adopted, I cannot too strongly impress on the 
Committee the necessity for urgency in providing additional room. 

Year after year in these reports attention is called to' the num- Excitement 
ber of excited patients in this asylum, and I regreti I have again amongst 
to report that the ward for acute female patients presents a scene patients, 
of noise and turmoil which is now almost unknown in modern 
asylums, and which recalls the scenes in mad-houses depicted by 
Hogarth. There must be some cause for the noisy, turbulent, and 
degraded habits of so many of these patients. So far as medical 
skill and care is of any avail, they are as well treated as elsewhere, 
and their dietary and comforts are much the same as in other Irish 
asylums. Undoubtedly the cause of the restless and irritated 
condition of these cases is the want of “ elbow room,” and the 
crowding of so many excited patients into one apartment. 

The Committee of the Waterford Asylum will, I know, agree 
with me that every effort should be made to remove the causes 
which hinder the recovery of those with whom hope of recovery 
remains, and which tend to aggravate the malady, for the treat- 
ment of which the patients were sent to the asylum. 

At present one male patient is absent on probation. 

The deaths call for no special remark. All were due to natural Death3 - 
causes. In no case did the Coroner consider it necessary to hold 
an inquest. In seven cases, or 37 per cent., death was due to 
tubercular disease. The cause of death was verified by post- Autopsies. 
mortem examination in eight cases, or 42 per cent, of the deaths. 

Three cases of typhoid fever occurred amongst the patients, Zymotic 
proving fatal in the case of one male, and amongst the staff an < ^ ,ease » 
attendant and a nurse were attacked by the disease. Two out- 
breaks of influenza also occurred — attacking 9 male and 3 female 
patients, and one of the staff. Thirteen patients are at present 
confined to bed from chronic disease. 

The records or restraint and seclusion show that 12 men were Seclusion, 
secluded on 118 occasions for a total of 424 hours, and 30 women 
on 335 occasions for a total of 1,500 hours. Restraint was used in Restraint, 
the cases of 8 men and 3 women, by means of a canvas jacket, or 
by gloves, to prevent self-injury, tearing of clothes, or the removal 
of surgical dressings. 

Three serious casualties^ all the result of being thrown down by Casualties, 
other patients, have been reported since last inspection, viz. : 

(1.) Concussion of the brain. 

(2.) Contusion of right hip joint.

The patients were clean in their persons, and well clothed, hut 
the appearance of the men would be improved by providing them 
with neckties. The women were suitably dressed, but a little more 
variety in the colour of their gowns would add to their personal 
appearance, and consequently to their happiness. 

The returns of employment show that, excluding ward cleaners, 
about 33 per cent, of the men are industriously employed. Sixty- 
seven work on the farm, but, of course, during the present severe 
weather the number thus employed is at its lowest; four work in 
the tailor’s, and three in the shoemaker’s shop, and the returns of 
the work dona in these departments are creditable. The Com- 
mittee, with their usual interest in the welfare of the iusane, have 
purchased two 1 looms, which will provide useful employment. On 
the female side 51 per cent, find some useful work to do* — prin- 
cipally needlework. Perhaps Dr. Oakshotti may be able to devise 
some more active employment for the more' noisy patients: as 
many as can be trusted should be encouraged to go to the laundry. 

The repairs to the steam main have now been carried out. 
Already the stoppage of the waste of steam is beginning to show a 
saving in the expenditure on coal, and, it is expected that at the 
end of the year the cost of this item will be considerably lessened. 
The diningroom walls have been repointed, and a new heating 
apparatus erected. Two useful padded-rooms have been provided; 
several single-rooms have been repaired and replastered by the aid 
of the patients and staff. 

An excellent dinner of bacon and cabbage was provided on one 
day of my visit, and was partaken of by the patients in an orderly 
and civilised manner. I have suggested to Dr. Oakshott that he 
should endeavour to arrange that the service of the food should 
be quicker, as, although a steam-heated table is provided in the 
carving-room, the meal when it reached the patients' was perfectly 
cold. The diningroom has been greatly improved by the pro- 
vision of chairs and tables. 

The provisions supplied under contract would appear to be of 
excellent quality. 

The proportion of attendants to patients is one to over 12 on the 
male side, and one to over 13 on the female side: not at all an 
adequate staff on the female side, having regard to the very 
troublesome and dangerous propensities of many of the patients. 
However, owing to the difficulty of finding room at present for 
either the staff or patients, and having regard to the fact that the 
Medical Superintendent is allowed to appoint temporary attend- 
ants whenever the necessity arises, no immediate action is called 
for. The night staff consists of two on each side. As pointed 
out in last year’s report, one of these has to sit in the observation 
dormitory, whilst the other patrols the corridors and visits the 
patients in single rooms. It is hardly fair, having regard to the 
homicidal tendencies of soon© of the female patients, . to ask a 
nurse to enter their rooms alone, and an additional night nurse 
should, therefore, be appointed to assist in visiting the single-rooms 
on the female side. 

During the past year two of the nurses have obtained the certi- 
ficate of the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency in 
mental nursing. It is gratifying to find that the members of the 
staff are anxious to obtain a knowledge of tbeir duties, and that 
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the Medical Officers are willing to give the necessary teaching. Waturfoud

continue in the service of the institution are but small, especially 
when compared with the comforts provided in other similar estab- 
lishments to attract eligible candidates for the nursing of the 
insane. At the present time 11 attendants and 9 nurses have to 
sleep in the dormitories with the patients, whilst the remainder of 
the staff have to occupy rooms containing two, three, and in some 
cases four attendants. In almost all these cases the cajiacity of 
the rooms is quite insufficient for the number of occupants. Im- 
proved quarters, therefore, both for the male and female staff, are 
urgently called for. 

Dr. FitzGerald has succeeded Dr. White as Assistant Medical Aebbtant 
Officer, and the manner in which the case-books are kept and the “ 0 “ ,c “ UUl “ r - 
evidence of the interest which he shows in scientific work, speak 
highly for his fitness for the post to which he has been appointed. 

The religious wants of the patients continue to be diligently Religious 
ministered to by the Catholic and Protestant Chaplains. More ministration, 
than half the patients are able to attend their respective places of 
warship. 

The rule with reference to the entries to be made by tbe official Burial _ 
who superintends the funerals of patients is now carefully adhered regulations, 
to. 

Again, as in previous years, I have felt it my duty to dwell Difficulties of 
upon the difficulties met with in the administration of this administration 
asylum, and its defects as a hospital for the insane, arising out of 
the want of proper accommodation, not with any desire to find 
fault, but with the view of showing that the scheme adopted by 
the Committee for the provision of structural additions and altera- 
tions was urgently required to meet the wants of the insane poor 
of the county and city of Waterford.

The general health is said to have been good — no one being con- 
fined to bed, although, owing to the severity of the weather, out- 
door exercise has been a matter of great difficulty. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that one gentleman 
was rstrained for two hours by a strait waistcoat, and secluded 
on one occasion for two hours, whilst another gentleman was 
secluded on three occasions for 15-J hours in all. In future, entries 
of seclusion should be made in the Medical Journal. 

The patients of both sexes were neat and tidy in their persons, 
and appeared to be carefully attended to. The rooms were pro- 
perly furnished. All are heated by hot water pipes, so that the 
temperature, even dining the past severe weather, is stated to have 
been maintained at a suitable degree of warmth. 

Several of the gentlemen can be trusted on parole, and are able 
to take prolonged walks in the country. Golf is provided for those 
able and willing to play. The supply of books and papers appears 
to be sufficient. 

The staff on the male side consists of five men, one of whom acts 
as night attendant. On the female side there are six nurses. 
There is no attendant on special duty on this side during the night, 
but nurses sleep in the rooms of those ladies who require special 
care. 

The institution is visited by three clergymen of different de- 
nominations, so that a ministerial visit is paid at least twice a 
week. About fifteen patients are able to attend Divine Service.

If all articles of dress were supplied by the in- 
stitution, and charged for in the yearly accounts, the patients 
would be tidier, without much extra expense to their relatives. 

The new buildings are now partly occupied, and afford much New accom- 
additional sleeping accommodation. These new rooms, as well as nidation, 
the bedrooms in all parts of the establishment, are heated by hot Heating, 
water pipes, which maintain a comfortable temperature during the 
present cold weather. 

Since the last visit, the outside of the kitchen building has been j 
cemented ; the conservatory in the garden has been converted into mcStsJ 6 " 
a useful summer-house ; and the wall in front of the block occupied 
by the more troublesome patients has been removed. In this 
block it is proposed to construct a louvre window over the day- 
room, and to provide new sanitary appliances. 

Country walks continue to be enjoyed by the patients. Twice Exercise and 
a week 23 gentlemen are taken out, and about 18 are stated to employment, 
employ themselves in various ways. During the warm weather 
four picnics were given, at which 32 patients were able to be pre- 
sent. The indoor amusements consist of magic lantern entertain- Amusements, 
ments, and concerts.

BLOOMFIELD INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

Since this institution was last visited, on the 30th December, 
1901, four patients of each sex have been admitted ; eight patients 
have' been discharged; and one gentleman has died of heart 

failure leaving on the register the names of 12 gentlemen and 

20 ladies. In addition there are two gentlemen residing in the 
institution as voluntary boarders. One of these latter is very old 
and feeble. He seems to occupy his bedroom almost entirely. The 
continued use of one room, both by day and night, is certainly objec- 
tionable. If possible, he should he encouraged, during this warm 
-weather, to sit out as much as possible, so as to enjoy the fresh 
air, and to allow his room to be ventilated. 

The registers of restraint and seclusion show that one gentleman 
was restrained by a strait jacket on two occasions for six hours in 
all, and one gentleman on two occasions for a total period of 18 
hours. 

There appears to have been no resort to the use of seclusion. 

The patients— both ladies and gentlemen— were properly dressed 
in accordance with their social position. I saw most of them in 
the grounds, and was previously present at the dinner in the 
central house, and at Swanbrook, where all the ladies dine to- 
gether. The meal was served with due regard to the usages of 
social life, and seemed to he enjoyed. 

Two of the ladies had just returned from a visit to the seaside. 
Drives are enjoyed by 20 patients, and six are taken out for walks 
beyond the grounds at intervals. 

Some of the bedrooms have been papered and painted recently. 
Those on the lower corridor of the male house would require better 
ventilation, hut were otherwise in good order. In this corridor the 
sanitary arrangements are not satisfactory : a more commodious 
and better ventilated water-closet is required. 

The appliances for use in the event of an outbreak of fire would 
appear to be ample. Each corridor is provided with a branch 
from the water main, from which a hose can he worked, and also 
with hand engines. Hydrants are placed round the building out 
side. These fire appliances are tested at regular intervals. 

The male airing court has been improved by the addition ot 
some ground to it, and by the erection of a summer-house. Lawn 
tennis and other outdoor games are enjoyed by those patients who 
are able to take part in them j and gar-den parties are held weexiy 
in place of the winter indoor concerts. . . 

Religious services are held once a week, and the institution is 
' visited by clergymen of different denominations once a monte. 
Five patients are occasionally able to- attend the neighbouring 
Parish Church. 

The staff consists of seven male and nine female attendants. A 
lady probationer has been added to the staff, and is at prese 
receiving a course of instruction to prepare her for the examraati 
of the Medico-Psychological Association. Three male an 
female attendants are on duty during the night. r ' le . , t '"“ ,■ n0 
are engaged in the car© of two special cases, so tha 
regular night patrol on th© feana-l© side.

There is only one entry this year of the visit of a clergyman, 
but several of the ladies go out to public worship. On last Sunday 
two went to the Presbyterian Church, and four to the Methodist 
Service, whilst two attended the Episcopalian Service on Christmas 
Bay.

No complaints calling lor consideration were made, and the Condition and 
patients appeared to be treated with kindness and care. Only one conduct, 
lady, who suffers from melancholia, was noisy and excited at the 
time of my visit ; the other patients were quiet and orderly. They 
were dressed in a manner suitable to their social position. One of 
the ladies is now convalescent, and will be discharged in a few 
days. Only one patient — an old gentleman who lies down in the 
middle of the day to take a siesta — was in bed. 

During the summer a party of seven patients stayed for some Recreation, 
weeks at the seaside in a residence taken for their use. A picnic 
also took place. 

The usual associated entertainments have taken place, and to- Amusements, 
night a theatrical performance, organised by the staff, is to be 
given in celebration of Hallow Eve. 

The houses are in very good order. The corridor formerly in- Condition of 
eluded in Earnham House has now been transferred to Maryville, houses. 

Some painting and papering has been done; one corridor has been 
painted and decorated; and at present some of the bedrooms at 
Maryville are in the hands of the painters. 

The staff at present consists of a head attendant and four atten- staff - 
dants on the male side, and of a matron and nine nurses on the 
female side. 

Lectures will be continued during the winter for the training of Training of 
those members of the staff who have not yet obtained the certificate 8taff - 
of the Medico-Psychological Association. 

As regards the ministration of religion, service is held in the Religious _ 
Chapel every Sunday by the Chaplain, and in the evening, when ohnistration. 
the services of a clergyman cannot be obtained, by Dr. Dawson, 

About two- thirds of the patients are able to attend these services. 

The medical care of the patients receives most careful attention. Medical 
The idiosyncrasies of each case are separately studied, and the care treatment, 
with which the personal treatment of each patient is carried out 
is shown by the elaborate notes recorded in the Case-book. 

Dr. Dawson is now assisted by Dr. Knapp and by Mr. A. Knapp Medical staff, 
as Clinical Clerk.

Most of the gentlemen were in the open air at the time of my 
visit. They all appeared to be carefully looked after, and to eniov 
good health. No one was confined to bed. J * 

The house was found in its usual state of good order, and the 
bedrooms were scrupulously clean. The tables in the dining-rooms 
were laid for dinner with tasteful care, and their appointments 
were in accordance with the social status of the class of patients re- 
ceived in this asylum. 

At the time of my visit a religious service was being held at 
which about six of the patients attended. 

Eight gentlemen are able to go out driving occasionally. Country 
walks are not regularly taken at present, but some of the gentle- 
men go to the public gardens in the neighbourhood. It seems un- 
fortunate that outside walks cannot be managed for one or two of 
the patients in this establishment, situated as it is in the country, 
where such walks could be taken without attracting attention. 

An associated entertainment was held at Easter. Croquet and 
lawn tennis are now enjoyed by any patients sufficiently intelligent 
to enter into the spirit of these games. 

The supply of papers has been largely increased, and books are 
obtained from a lending library. 

The staff consists of a housekeeper, a. head attendant, and three 
ordinary attendants — one of the latter doing duty during the night.

When this licensed house was last visited on the 1st August, Inspected on 
1901, twenty-two gentlemen were resident under certificates and 1902.

patients on the books of the institution. In addition there are at voluntary 
present two voluntary boarders. There is no record of the death boarders, 
of any patient. One gentleman is at present in bed suffering from Q agua „ 
a broken clavicle. This injury resulted from a fall — the patient 
being very old. In future all such injuries should be at once re- 
ported to our office. There are only two records of the . use of re- Restraint 
straint, which was used in the treatment of one patient for a 
total period of three hours. 

Three of the recent admissions would . appear to have greatly 
improved both in bodily and mental health, and I hope to hear of a 
their discharge at no very distant date. With one of these 
patients I had a private interview, as he had written complaining 
of his further detention. 


The greater number of the patients now take exercise in the Exercise, 
grounds at the back of the buildings, and not in the walled garden, 
as formerly. This is an improvement, in so far that a view of the 
surrounding country is obtained, but I think that every effort 
should be made to provide more extended exercise for the majority 
of the patients. There is no reason why walks should not be taken 
by the better class every day, or at all events every second day, 
whilst the more troublesome might walk round the grounds. At 
present eight patients are said to go for walks twice a week, and 
six are taken out driving. 

The gentlemen were all fairly tidy, and their clothing appeared Condition- of 
sufficiently warm for the inclement season. The inside tempera- P 
hire of the house, which is now kept up hy hot water pipes, was Heating, 
satisfactory, but better fires should be maintained m the day- 
rooms at the back of the house. These rooms require special at- Necessity lor 
tention, as at present they are cheerless and comforttes^ The 
furniture is scarce, and shabby; there are no objects of interest or ot dayrooms. 
amusement, except a billiard table, which is covered up, and on 
which are a few religious books, not interesting to the general 
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Hartfield class of patients. Literature' is now so cheap that there is no 
House. reason why there should not be an open book-case in each room 

Supply of with a few books, costing a few pence each, whilst a few penny 

literature. papers kept on the tables — even if frequently tom — would not 
add much to the yearly expenditure. Some ornaments and a 
clock would give a more cheerful appearance to these apartments; 
armchairs and some additional furniture would make them more 
comfortable, and painting and papering would tend to make them 
brighter. 

Painting, &c., Some of the bedrooms also stand sadly in need of papering and 
required. painting, and as yet little has been done to extend the beeswaxing 
of the floors, so preferable in every way to the old system of scrub- 
bing. Mr. Magrath promises to have some painting done in the 
spring, and also to have improvements made in the sanitary ac- 
commodation in the yard, and I hope at my next visit to see a 
decided improvement in the rooms occupied by the more trouble- 
some patients. 

Service of I saw the patients at dinner. As it was Friday only soup and 
meals. fish W ere provided. The beverage in most cases was milk. The 

service of the meal might be improved, and a fire should be kept 
burning in the room when the weather is as cold as at present, as 
the temperature was too low. 

Staff. No alteration has been made in the staff, which still consists of 

six men, one of whom acts as night attendant. 

ReligiouB The religious wants of the patients are carefully attended to : a 

ministration. Chaplain visits once a week, and celebrates Mass on Sundays and 
holidays. 

Precautions The precautions against fire, consist of fire buckets in the bath- 
against fire. r oom and a fire hose attached to the hot water pipes. I fear the 
supply of water from this source would he very inadequate to keep 
in check even the first outbreak of a fire.

HARTFIELD HOUSE PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

There are at present on the books of this institution the names 
of twenty-six gentlemen under certificates and two voluntary 
boarders. Since the 14th February last the changes amongst the 
certified patients have been the admission of twelve new casts and 
the discharge of eleven. Amongst the voluntary boarders thirteen 
have been admitted and thirteen discharged. The number of 
voluntary boarders who pass in and out of this institution render’s 
it necessary that all who enter in that capacity should he fully 
aware of their position, and that the regulations under which they 
are admitted should be strictly adhered to by the proprietors. 

The patients lately admitted, who still remain, would appear 
suitable cases for asylum treatment, and some of them, whose 
names I have entered in the Medical Register, would appear to he 
somewhat improved, hut none are yet fit for discharge. 
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There has been no death, no-r has there been any sickness, and Hartfield 
at the present time no one is confined to bed. Hoose. 

The register of restraint shows that two patients have been so Health, 
treated — one for three and one for two hours — the appliances used 
being a strait jacket and sheets to tie the legs. One of the patients e3trdm - 
so treated complained to me of rough usage, but his statements 
were so incoherent that little reliance could be placed on them. 

Since the last visit all the sitting-rooms and passages on the ground Improvements, 
floor have been re-painted, and the floors repaired. Upstairs the 
bedrooms and dormitories have been painted and papered. One 
dormitory has been enlarged by adding an adjoining room to it. 

Downstairs a very bright and comfortable sitting-room has been 
constructed in the front of the house, fitted with large plate-glass 
windows, and furnished. It has not yet been brought into use, 
but it is to he hoped that some of the gentlemen who now occupy 
the dark sitting-room at the back of the house will he brought over 
to it. 

The outside sanitary accommodation is clean, but is not yet free Sanitary 
from smell. As a large dormitory now exists overhead, these arrangements, 
closets should be entirely removed when the opportunity occurs, 
and re-erected somewhere near the sitting-room.

The only change which has taken place amongst the patients 
resident in this licensed house since the last inspection on the 
4th April has been the admission of one lady, who recovered, and 
was discharged. 

There are resident at the present date twelve ladies under certi- 
ficates and one who remains as a voluntary boarder. All appeared 
to be in excellent health, and although one or two were somewhat 
noisy, they behaved with propriety, and their personal appearance 
showed that they were carefully attended to-.

residence, under certificates, fifteen gentlemen and twenty-six 
ladies. In addition, two gentlemen and one lady reside in the 
house as voluntary boarders. As regards these latter, I am clearly Voluntary 
of opinion that the mental state of the lady and of one of the t>oardeis - 
gentlemen does not justify their continuance in this capacity, 
they are both so insane as to require legal control under certifi- 
cates. The two deaths were due to senile decay and heart- disease Deaths 
respectively. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that two gentlemen Re3trarat * 
and one lady wore locked gloves — one gentleman for sixteen nights 
and the other for seven nights, on account of their destructive 
habits ; and the lady for one week to prevent the removal of sur- 
gical dressings. One lady was secluded on four occasions for twelve Seclusion 
hours in all, one lady on four occasions for eight hours, and another 
lady twice for eight hours. 

A number of very acute female patients have lately been ad- Condition, 
mitted who must tax to the utmost the energies of the staff. At 
the same time the condition of the patients showed that they were 
carefully and judiciously treated. Both ladies and gentlemen were 
in the airing courts when I visited them. Their dress and per- 
sonal appearance were satisfactory. Some of the gentlemen amuse Occupation, 
themselves by looking after the plants and flowers, of which there 
is an excellent supply both in the wards and in the airing courts. 

Five gentlemen and three ladies take country walks, and the Exercise and 
same number of ladies go out driving. Dances and indoor games recreation, 
are provided for those who are unable to be trusted outside. 

Four gentlemen and two ladies are able to attend Divine Ser- Religious, 
vice in the neighbouring churches of their religious persuasions, ministration, 
and clergymen of various religious denominations pay frequent 
visits to the asylum. 

I saw the better behaved class- of ladies and gentlemen at diimer Service of 
in the hall. The meal was served with due regard to the usages of meals, 
society, and the behaviour of both ladies and gentlemen was all 
that could be desired.

The staff consists, on the male side, of four attendants, and, on Staff, 
the female side, of a matron and five nurses. At present one 
female night nurse has to look after both the male and female 
wards, but a male night attendant is about to be appointed.

LINDVILLE PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

Tliis house is licensed for sixty patients — thirty males and thirty 
females — and on the first day of iny visits viz., the 11th October, 
X found fifteen gentlemen and twenty-six ladies resident. In 
addition there were three voluntary boarders residing in the 
licensed house itself, while two ladies and two gentlemen, who 
pay the cost of their maintenance, were resident in Dr. Oshume’s 
private house, which stands within the asylum grounds. 

The changes which took place amongst the inmates since the 
22nd May, when my colleague visited the asylum, have been the 
admission of seven ladies, and one gentleman, who originally 
entered as a. voluntary boarder, became a certified patient. Two 
gentlemen were admitted as voluntary boarders. Pour ladies were 
discharged recovered, one relieved, and one not improved, while 
one lady died of cardiac failure. One gentleman was discharged 
recovered, but now resides as a boarder in Dr. Osburne’s private 
house. 

The staff consists of a Lady Superintendent, four male and five 
female attendants, and one female night attendant. 

I was glad to find all parts of the house clean and tidily kept, 
but the walks and flower beds would require some attention, as 
they need weeding. 

The patients’ dress and personal appearance were satisfactory. 

The dietary is good. 

Due attention is paid to the religious requirements of the 
patients, and they enjoy associated entertainments. There have 
been picnics to the seaside during the summer months. Walks 
outside the grounds are frequently enjoyed by the patients, and a 
number of them went to the Cork Exhibition, and to the Interna- 
tional Regatta which was held in July. 

While the condition of the house and the treatment of the 
patients is in so many respects satisfactory, it is my duty to direct 
attention to the fact that Dr. Osbume receives in his private 
house, which stands in the asylum grounds, insane persons without 
an order or medical certificates, thus infringing the provisions ot 
the Act, 5 and 6 Vic., cap. 123. If Dr. Osbume continues to 
utilize his private house for the accommodation of any class ot 
the insane — either under certificates or as voluntary boarders— it 
will be necessary for him to have the licence extended so as to 
cover his private residence. , ,

There are now eighfcy-two- patients under certificates and nine 
voluntary boarders. Since 19th February, when the last report 
was made, the fallowing changes have taken place amongst the 
certified patients : — twenty-four gentlemen have been admitted, 
sixteen have been discharged, and two have died. 

The deaths were due to Bright’s disease and general paralysis of 
the insane respectively. 

All those recently admitted, who still remain under care, would 
appear to be suitable cases for detention in an asylum. Some are 
improved, but none are at present fit for discharge. 

Since the last report was made no entry appears of the use of 
either restraint or seclusion, nor has there been any accident or 
epidemic disease. One attempt at suicide has been made by a 
patient, who secreted a razo-r during the shaving of the patients, 
and afterwards attempted to cut his throat. On the circumstances 
being brought under our notice, we pointed out that more strict 
regulations with reference to the care of such dangerous instru- 
ments as razors, were called for, and suggested that at least two 
attendants should be present when shaving was going on, and that 
the razors when not in use should be locked in a special box. 

The general health has been good, and no 1 one is at the present 
time confined to bed. 

The gentlemen were properly dressed, and appeared to be care- 
fully looked after. At the dinner in the general dining-hall the be- 
haviour was excellent, and the meal was served in accordance with 
the usages of a public dinner. The food was sufficient in quantity 
and properly cooked. 

Country walks continue to be regularly taken by a largo per- 
centage of the patients, and several excursions have been made to 
places of interest in the neighbourhood. 

The swimming-bath in the- grounds has proved a constant source 
of amusement during the summer months, whilst a few trustworthy 
patients were able to enjoy sea bathing. 

A room is being at present fitted up as a libraiy, which will be 
surrounded with book-cases, and where the better behaved patients 
can read in quietude. 

New bedsteads have been provided in the single bedrooms 
occupied by the more troublesome patients, in accordance with a 
suggestion made in last report. 

The staff now consists , of twenty-two members of the community 
and ten paid attendants. One of the latter is in constant charge of 
the suicidal patients during the night, whilst one of the community 
patrols the house. 

The books and registers are carefully written up, and the notes 
in the Case-book, made by Dr. O’Connell, the Resident Physician, 
afford full information with regard to the cases under care. 

I have signed the licence, which now sanctions the reception 
of 100 patients.

I saw all the patients, with the exception of three gentlemen, Condition, 
who were out driving.

Both gentlemen and ladies were neat 
and tidy in their persons, and appeared to be carefully looked after. 

No complaints of ill-usage on the part of the attendants were 
made, and the patients appeared to be as happy and contented as Health * 
their mental condition would allow. None of the gentlemen were 
confined to bed, but two ladies were — one on account of cardiac 
disease and bronchitis ; the other undergoing a course of medical 
treatment.

A great deal 
of painting and papering has also been accomplished, principally 
by the labour of the staff j some of the corridors have been re-deco- 
rated ; many of the bedrooms have been papered and painted, and 
the others will he taken in hand as the windows are lowered — thus 
affording greater facilities for keeping them clean and sweet. Some 
of the bedrooms have been re-floored, but in so large and so anti- 
quated a building it will take a long time before all the worn-out 
■floors can be replaced. The laundry has been remodelled, new 
machinery put in, water troughs renewed, and the drying closet ° aUE 
fitted with, iron horses.

Driving parties, consisting of about six patients of each sex, go 
out regularly twice a day, and three gentlemen go out walking every 
second day. Garden parties, at which about twenty-five of each 
sex are able to be present, are given every week on the male and 
female side alternately. Concerts and associated entertainments 
took place during the winter. Outdoor games, such as lawn tennis 
and croquet, appear to be much enjoyed. 

No change has taken place in the ministration of religion. 
Divine Service, at which about fifteen gentlemen and twenty ladies 
are present, is held every Sunday. Two gentlemen and one lady 
are able to attend Mass outside, and one of each sex goes to the 
Protestant Service in a neighbouring church. There are at present 
nine gentlemen and seven ladies who are Roman Catholics, and 
these patients are visited by a clergyman occasionally. 

The staff consists of a head attendant and twelve attendants on 
the male side, and on the female side of a head nurse and twelve 
ordinary nurses.

A holiday excursion to the country has lately been enjoyed by a 
number of the ladies, who were driven in waggonettes to the moun- 
tains, where they had dinner and tea. 

A book-case has now been provided in one of the day-rooms, with 
a supply of books.

On the male side some of the patients require more attention to Clothing of 
the condition of their clothing, which, however, on the whole is males, 
fairly satisfactory. 

The day being very wet, the patients were seated in the long want of 
day-room, without any attempt being made to amuse or occupy means of 
their minds. If they were provided — as in all asylums — with recreation, 
draughts, backgammon boards, cards, etc., doubtless some of them 
could amuse themselves and so 1 lessen the monotony of their exist- 


ence. 

I regret to' notice 1 that so many of the patients are reported as Cases for 
being wet and dirty in their habits. Cases of this nature require Asylum 
special night nursing, which they cannot receive in a workhouse. rea men ' 

The necessity for their detention here is, no doubt-, owing to the 
overcrowding of the District Asylums, but I think an effort should 
be made to remove all such wet and dirty patients to a fully 
equipped asylum. 

One of the patients (W. T.) is reported to tear his clothes during 
the day, and as being noisy at night. 

Another (J. W.) also tears his clothes, and is at time excited. 

E. S. is noisy, and disturbs the other patients during the night; 
and D. E. is restless and talkative, and also disturbs the others at 
night. 

The two latter sleep in the dark cells at the end of the dormi- 
tories, which are certainly unsuited for constant occupation by 
patients at night. 

I find that E. S., in consequence of excitement, was placed in Coercion, 
mechanical restraint and secluded by the caretaker, and another 
patient (W. B.) was deprived of his boots, and kept in as a punish- 
ment. No such treatment should be adopted without the written 
instructions- of the Medical Officer. Another patient complained 
that he had not received the extra milk which the Medical Officer 
had prescribed for him. The Caretaker’s explanation was that the 
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Ballymena Medical Officer had given verbal instructions to transfer the milk 
Wohkhouse. to another patient, who was not disposed to' take his food, but, if 
these instructions had been entered in the book, there would have 
been no ground for complaint. 

Twelve of the patients attend Divine Service, and as many as are 
able walk daily round the grounds in fine weather. 

They are bathed once a week. 

Their beds and bedding seemed fairly comfortable. 

The temperature in the day-rooms and dormitories at the time of 
my visit was about 58 degrees Fahr. 

On the female side the patients were also* seated in their day- 
room. A few are employed in the laundry, but I think an effort 
should be made to increase the number who sew and knit, and, as 
suggested in the case of the male patients, some simple amuse- 
ments should be provided for them. 

I found that four patients were in bed in the dormitory on 
account of their physical condition, and one woman sleeps in the 
dark cell to prevent her trying to escape. 

Six of the patients are wet and dirty in their habits, and, as I 
have before stated, such cases should not be retained in a work- 
house. 

The staff on each side consists of a charge and two ordinary at- 
tendants. 

Twenty-three of the females are able to attend Divine Service. 
The ordinary idiot wards of the workhouse are now occupied by 
no less than fifty-one patients — twenty-four males and twenty- 
seven females. — and, having regard to these large numbers, and the 
special character of some of the cases, it would be very desirable if 
an auxiliary asylum were established under the 76th section of the 
Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, for their care and treat- 
ment. 

The food, which I saw, seemed fairly good. 

The Master of the Workhouse is very kindly and intelligent, and 
is anxious to carry out any suggestions made to him.

BELFAST WORKHOUSE. 

In connection with the outbreak of small-pox in Belfast, I visited 
the Lunatic Department of the workhouse yesterday, and saw the 
inmates, who are classified as being of unsound mind. During my 
visit I had the advantage of being accompanied by one of the 
Assistant Medical Officers. 

The epileptics, who are not actually insane, but wbo were for- 
merly associated with that class, have now been separated from the 
lunatics and idiots, and the numbers of the latter classes, which 
used to be so large, are now reduced to sixty-seven men and thirty- 
one women. 
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I was glad to find that a large proportion of them have been suc- 
cessfully vaccinated, and I trust that the Medical Officers may see 
fit to extend this necessary protection to all, or nearly all of them. 
Of the sixty-seven men, fifty-five have, so far as I could ascertain, 
been vaccinated, and nineteen of the thirty-one- women. At the 
District Asylum, out of a population of almost 900 it is proposed 
to make no exemption from re-vaccination. This fact may 
strengthen the Medical Officers as to the propriety, in doubtful 
cases, of the re-vaccination of the insane patients under their 
charge. 

With the single exception hereafter referred to, the insane in- 
mates seemed to belong to the quiet and harmless class. None of 
the men were confined to bed, and only two women— one suffering 
from debility, and the other the exceptional case alluded to. 

This was a case of acute insanity, which would not, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, be detained in the workhouse, were it not for 
the unwillingness of the asylum authorities to run any risk, having 
special regal'd to the seriously overcrowded condition of the asylum, 
of admitting a case which might be incubating smallpox. This 
patient was not only in bed, but was mechanically restrained by a 
strait waistcoat— a method of treatment which nowadays is not 
considered favourable to a patient’s recovery. No doubt the 
difficulty which the Medical Officers experience in treating such 
cases, without resorting to mechanical restraint, is the absence of a 
sufficient staff to afford individual treatment, but to meet this 
difficulty, until the patient can be transferred to the asylum, one 
or two trained nurses should be employed, and so avoid the neces- 
sity of having recourse to a method of treatment which is par- 
ticularly objectionable in an institution, such as a workhouse, where 
restraint must be applied without legal sanction, and where there 
is no proper record as to its necessity or duration, or any of the 
other safeguards which are properly required in fully-equipped 
asylums. Few persons but those who have themselves undergone 
it, such as in the treatment of a fractured limb or collar-bone, can 
realise how irksome mechanical restraint is, and, in some cases, 
what irritation and even pain it produces. But if this is so m the 
case of the strong and healthy, what must be the suffering which 
is often inflicted on those persons whose mental excitement seeks 
relief in physical movement and exercise. 

The Guardians will remember that some years ago it was ar- 
ranged that registers should be kept in the Lunatic Department 
somewhat similar to those which are kept in asylums, and I think 
it would be advisable that they should give instructions that the 
recommendation in the report of the Committee dated 1st October, 
1897, should be carried out. _ 

I would also suggest that the road leading to the Lunatic -De- 
partment should, during the continuance of the smallpox epidemic, 
be watered with a small cart, and that some cheap disinfectant, 
such as a 2 per cent, solution of carbolic acid, should be used for 
the purpose. In passing through the workhouse grounds I found an 
inmate sweeping up clouds of dust in the face of passers by ; a method 
of cleansing the roadway which, during the prevalence of epidemic 
disease, and close to buildings where cases have occurred, is certainly 
not free from risk.

CARDONAGH WORKHOUSE. 

I inspected on the 24th ultimo the insane inmates of the Carn- 
donagh Workhouse, Inishowen Union, numbering fourteen, viz.: — 
eight males and six females. 

The male accommodation consists of two cells and a corridor out 
side, and two dormitories, one downstairs with six beds, and the 
other upstairs with four beds, the latter being at present un- 
occupied. These inmates have a small exercise yard in which some 
of them are employed pumping, while two of them do some other 
manual labour. Several of them are feeble and degraded in their 
habits, and cannot receive in a workhouse the skilled attention 
which’ is so necessary for their infirmities and for keeping them 
clean 

The dietary seems fairly good. I was glad to perceive that the 
cells oil the female side were not occupied, all the patients being 
located in a dormitory. Nearly all of the women are old and 
decrepit. One, however (M. M‘G.) is inclined to be melancholic, a 
form of mental aberration which is always attended with risk in 
its treatment. Another (E. R.) wanders about barefooted in the 
summer, and is obstinate and difficult to manage. 

I have no reason to alter the opinion expressed in a previous 
report that the Guardians wish to act humanely and kindly towards 
these helpless human beings, but it is most unfortunate that they 
should be responsible for the charge of insane persons requiring 
skilled attention which they are unable to afford. It is a mistake 
to suppose that District Asylums are only intended for excited 
and violent lunatics. They are just as necessary and just as much 
intended for the care of many of the so-styled “ harmless ” cases, 
who require special care and nursing. I trust the Guardians, and 
those of other unions in the district, will press on _ the County 
Council the necessity of providing accommodation, either in con- 
nection with the District Asylum, or in an Auxiliary Asylum 
established under the 76tli section of the Docal Government (Ire- 
land) Act, 1898, for all the chronic and harmless insane.

CASTLEREA WORKHOUSE. 

On my visit to Oastlerea Workhouse on the 30th ultimo I found 
there had been little change since my last visit amongst those 
inmates classified as of unsound mind. I was glad, however, o 
find that the number had been reduced from twenty-six (thirteen oi 
each sex) to nine men and five women, by transfenng to- the 
trict Asylum those cases which were most unsuitable for do n 
in a workhouse. Those remaining are able to associate wit 
infirm inmates, and except, perhaps, that they are a lit e mor 
defective in intellect, they differ little mentally from these senile 
and infirm inmates. ' = 
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The women are employed at washing o-r sewing, with the excep- 
tion of one, who, on account of blindness, is confined to bed, as 
there is no one specially told off to look after her. 

Of the men, one is an epileptic idiot, and for this reason he 
requires special supervision at night, as persons thus afflicted, not 
infrequently, are suffocated by turning on their faces in an epileptic 
seizure during the night. The other males are congenital idiots, 
who, no doubt, might have been trained in habits of personal 
cleanliness, and probably have been taught some industrial occupa- 
tion, had they been sent to some institution for the training of 
imbeciles when they were young ; but, unfortunately, no such in- 
stitution, save the Stewart Institution, which only receives special 
classes, has yet been established in Ireland. The male imbecile 
(J. B.), to whose case I drew special attention in a previous memo- 
randum, still resides and finds employment in the Fever Hospital — 
an arrangement which, in this particular case, need not, I think, 
be objected to.

COOKSTOWN WORKHOUSE. 

X visited Cookstown Workhouse on the 8th instant, and saw 
those persons— twelve in number— who are classified as being of 
unsound mind. 

Of these three are women, who seem suitable cases tor residence 
in a workhouse, and whose condition and treatment call for. no 
special remark. The accommodation provided for them is fairly 
good, consisting of a day-room, with a fire-place, and a long dormi- 
tory overhead, lighted from each end. I think, however, that the 
Guardians would do well to replace the fibre mattresses, which are 
now in use, with thin hair mattresses laid over wire frames. The 
dietary seemed sufficient and good, and the care and treatment of 
these patients seemed on the whole satisfactory. 

Seven of the male patients also occupy a long dormitory, which, 
however, there is no means of heating, and, having regard to the 
fact that patients of this class, owing to their deficient circulation, 
frequently suffer from cold, even though they make no complaint 
of it, it would be desirable to provide some means of heating these 
wards during cold weather. 

Two of the male patients require the protection and care ot a 
fully-equipped asylum. One of these suffers from delusional in- 
sanity, and the other is very noisy and troublesome; shouts at 
night, tears bis clothes, and sometimes assaults the other patients. 

Of the remaining patients, two are treated in hospital, and toe 
others, who occupy tlio lunatic wards, are fairly quiet. I t w 
be desirable, however, to provide some means of giving tliem a 
warm bath at least once a week.

Of the men, fifteen are epileptic, and seventeen are inattentive Classification, 
to the calls of nature. Amongst the women there are forty epilep- 
tics, but ten of these are said not to be mentally affected. On Health, 
both sides a large percentage are physically weak and helpless, and 
many are confined to bed, requiring constant care and nursing. 

The difficulty of obtaining space for the increased numbers be- Accommoda- 
comes greater day by day. Additional sleeping accommodation has ti°n for males 
been provided on the male side by utilising as dormitories the rooms 
lately built. This leaves a good deal more space in the old sleep- 
ing rooms, but the accommodation for use by day still consists of 
a wretched lean-to shed, where the men have to take their food and 
pass their days. An additional yard has been provided for their 
use, which affords them a little more breathing space when they 
are able to be in the open air. 

Special efforts are being made to provide recreation and employ Employment 
ment for these inmates. Six of them are now constantly employed ar) d exerciBe 
ou the farm, sixteen do 1 housework, and thirty walk daily round 
the farm. These efforts are worthy of all praise, as affording some 
change from the monotony and wretchedness of existence in the 
overcrowded buildings. 

The accommodation provided in the female wards is still very Accommoda- 
insufficient, so much so that twenty-two of the inmates have to * ion for 
sleep two in one bed. An effort is about to' be made to put an end fem “* 
to the necessity for this by converting part of the wooden structure, 
recently erected as a day-room, into a dormitory. This will, of 
course, curtail the day-room space, which was none too large for 
the numbers. 

About forty women are employed in the laundry, and ninety-six Employment, 
sew and knit. This employment not only gives these women an 
interest in their lives, hut takes some of them out of the day-room, 
and so leave® more space for the rest.

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COROFIN WORKHOUSE. 

I visited this workhouse o-n the 12th ultimo, and saw those in- 
mates who are classified as being of unsound mind — of whom there 
are only five men and five women. 

While there is evidently every anxiety to treat them kindly, the 
condition of many of them emphasizes strongly the necessity of 
treating these classes in a separate institution. 

Two of the men sleep in the Infirmary : one of them an old man, 
who speaks Irish only, and is easily managed ; the other an epilep- 
tic, who works in the field, but is at times excited, and dangerous if 
interfered with. The other three males occupy a dormitory which 
has a rough brick floor. One of them — a transfer from the Ennis 
District Asylum — is disgustingly dirty in his habits. He besmears 
himself night and day with excrement, so that his condition must 
be most revolting to those who have to associate with him. Such 
a case is managed and kept clean with difficulty in a fully-equipped 
asylum, but it is quite impossible that this can be done in a work- 
house. It was stated to me that he is out of bed during the greater 
part of the night, and is at times very excitable. Another of the 
men— also a transfer from the asylum — seemed very quiet, and the 
third occupant of the ward is an imbecile, whose person and bed- 
covering were not very clean. 

The male ward is in charge of a paid attendant. 

Of the five women, one sleeps in the hospital, and the other four 
occupy the insane ward, and are in charge of a pauper nurse. 
Four of the five are demented old people, and the fifth is a woman 
who works in the laundry, and who is usually noisy — occasionally 
becoming excited. It would be desirable to pay more attention to 
their personal cleanliness, and an effort should also be made to 
induce all of them to wear shoes and stockings. 

The addition of potatoes or other fresh vegetables to the dietary 
of these inmates during the entire year would be grateful to them, 
and useful from a dietetic point of view.

The men were fairly clean, but I would point out that the at- Condition and 
tendant m charge should give more attention to the cutting and clothing of 
combing of the patients’ hair.

The sheets on some of the beds I examined were marked by fleas, 
and should also be more frequently changed. A bath, with a hot Sanitary and 
and cold water supply, is provided, and the sanitary accommoda- bathing ar- 
tion is ample and in good order. rangements. 

On the female side there appears to be a good deal of over- Condition of 
crowding, as six beds occupy during the night the room where the females, 
meals are served during the day. The female inmates were fairly 
neat and tidy, and the bed linen was clean. Four of the women Employment, 
help in cleaning the rooms, but on neither side is there any attempt 
at systematic employment. 

On both sides the insane are in charge of a paid attendant, but Staff, 
on the female side the nurse tells me that she is responsible for the 
maternity and children’s ward also, as well as for the cooking for 
the male lunatic ward. Considering the number of female lunatics, 

I think the whole attention of the nurse in charge should be given 
to their care. 

The Guardians will, I am sure, agree with me that these inmates 
would be more appropriately treated in some institution set apart 
for the sole care of the insane. In the meanwhile the Medical 
Officer will, I have no doubt, if any case arises requiring asylum 
care, make every effort to have the patient transferred to the 
asylum without delay.

The lunatic wards of this workhouse at present contain 193 in- w^house 
mates — sixty-two men and 131 women. Of the men eighteen are — 
confined to bed — twelve are of unclean habits — ten are epileptic.

One male patient was 
stated to refuse his food — such a case must certainly be considered Condition, 
to require asylum treatment, and should he removed there without 
delay. Amongst the men are several imbecile hoys whose con- 
dition might be greatly improved by training — their condition here 
is most unfo-rtunate, as there are no facilities for enabling them to 
improve. 

The male attendant is at present on sick leave, but his place is 
taken by another official.

At night there is only one paid official in charge of each sex. It 
is impossible that one person can attend to the wants of so many 
patients who are unable to do anything for themselves, and who, 
therefore, require the closest attention, and are special objects of 
care. 

The existing staff would be looked on as scarcely adequate for 
the care of the inmates if they were in good bodily health, and re- 
quired only supervision, but certainly it cannot be considered suffi- 
cient to attend on the bed-ridden and paralysed. 

If, therefore, these helpless patients could be removed to some 
establishment with a more numerous staff, and where they would be 
under constant medical supervision, their proper care -would be 
secured, and the Guardians would be relieved from further respon- 
sibility.

I am sorry to find that on the female side the Daily Report Records. 
Book, in which should be entered details of all accidents, injuries, 
or marks found on the insane inmates, and which should also 
record the changes amongst the patients, and the various routine 
duties performed in fche wards from day to day, is no longer kept 
up. 

_ Considerable progress has been made with the new accommoda- accom _ 
tion which is to take the place of some of the wooden blocks now modatiou.

ENNIS WORKHOUSE. 

I visited this workhouse ou the 8fch ultimo and saw all the 
patients who are classified as of unsound mind, viz. : — forty-two 
males and twenty-sis females. 

No change has taken place since last visit in the accommodation, 
which is much too limited for the number of patients. It con- 
sists, on the male side, of a one-storied building, containing two dor- 
mitories and a day-room. The latter is too small to be of much 
use and the dormitories cannot afford proper accommodation for 
so many as forty-two patients. The bedding is good and the sheets 
were fairly clean. There are two paid attendants. 

The Guardians quite realise that insane and idiotic patients 
should he treated in a separate institution, and they are only too 
anxious to be relieved of their- responsibility by having these in- 
mates removed to an institution for the insane. Tim Clare County 
Council and the Committee of Management of the District Asylum 
have taken steps to enlarge their asylum, so as to afford shelter to 
all the insane poor of the district. When the new buildings have 
been completed it is hoped that the lunatic department of the 
Ennis Workhouse will cease to exist. 

One of the insane inmates — an ex-school teacher — was in bed 
suffering fro-m advanced phthisis. He has bed-sores, and evidently 
requires more careful and skilled nursing, such as would he afforded 
him in a fully-equipped asylum. Another of the males is blind, 
very excitable, and difficult to manage. , 

The female accommodation consists of dormitories only, where 
the women have to take their meals and sleep. The bedding on 
this side was also> found clean. Of the twenty-six females, two 
were in bed : one from old age, and the other an epileptic. One ot 
the females (A. C.) was so excitable as to require treatment m an 
asylum. The women seemed fairly well cared for, hut their exer- 
cise yard wasi unswept and untidy.

Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

Of the twenty-seven men, three are returned as being epileptic, classification, 
four as being dangerous to themselves or others, and four as being 
of unclean habits. 

Of the women, three are epileptic, three of unclean habits, and 
one is stated to be dangerous. 

The accommodation consists of two one-storied buildings, with Accommoda- 
flagged floors, in which the patients live and take their food, as tion. 
there are no separate day-rooms. 

Twelve of the women are constantly in bed : in the majority of Numbers of 
cases not because their bodily condition requires this treatment, or females con- 
that such treatment is good for them, but because they are infirm fined to bed - 
or more easily managed in this way. As showing how different is 
the treatment accorded to this class in a properly-equipped asylum, 

I may mention that on the same day, out of 186 female patients in 
the Ennis District Asylum, only three were confined to bed. 

There is a paid attendant on each side, but the female attendant Attendants, 
must really be regarded as little better than a pauper nurse, as 
she has spent a great part of her life as an inmate of the work- 
house. Neither she nor the male attendant has acquired the 
training which is necessary for the proper discharge of their 
duties. 

It has not been found possible to afford sufficient employment for -yy ant 0 f 
the insane inmates. The men spend the greater part of the day employment, 
lying or walking about the small exercise yard. 
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Ennistymon One patient (P. C.), who spolco very rationally, complained of 
WoHKHousE p; s detention in the workhouse, and said he was kept there against 
Case foT his wish. This man had been discharged from the District Asylum 

discharge as recovered on the 29th August last, and both the Workhouse 

Master and the attendant in charge of the lunatic ward stated that 
they considered him capable of looking after himself. Under these 
circumstances it would seem to me very doubtful whether the 
Guardians have legal power to detain him. 

Males confined Two of the patients on the male side are confined to bed, and, 
to bed. . although the attendant, as I have already stated, is untrained, he 
seems anxious to discharge his duties to the best of his ability. 
Dietary. The patients’ dietary seems very fair, hut, during a great part

LIMAVADY WORKHOUSE. 

I visited Limavady Workhouse on the 25th ultimo, and saw 
those inmates, numbering nine males and thirteen females, who are 
classified as of unsound mind. Three of the latter are maintained 
by contract between the Londonderry Asylum Committee and the 
Board of Guardians under the provisions of the Act, 38 and 39 Vic., 
cap. 67, sec. 9, and are still on the books of the former institution. 

All the women are clean and tidy in their persons, and appeared 
to be well fed, and well looked after by the paid nurse in charge of 
them. 

The accommodation consists of a corridor day-room, six single- 
rooms, and two* dormitories — the latter heated by hot water. The 
windows in the single rooms are mere slits, and should he enlarged 
to make them more cheerful, and afford better light and ventila- 
tion. 

Two of the women do some washing, and some of the others are 
employed sewing. 

The bedsteads are of the old trestle pattern with straw ticks. 
These are objectionable, because it is difficult to retain the bed- 
covering on them at night, and, besides, the straw, unless con- 
stantly renewed, is apt to become foul and infested with vermin. 

If some of the Guardians would visit the male lunatic depart- 
ment of the Londonderry Workhouse they would find in use there 
cheap iron bedsteads, covered with suitable mattresses, and it 
would be very desirable if such beds were introduced into the' 
lunatic wards of the Limavady Workhouse. 

The males all sleep in the Infirmary dormitory and associate 
with the other inmates. This is satisfactory from one point of 
view. In the absence of skilled attendants to look after them, 
some of them are not as clean and tidy in their persons as one 
would like to find them. One man (S. I.) was very dirty, and 
certainly needs the skilled attendance which would be afforded in 
an asylum. 

The Master employs as many of the males as possible on the 
farm, and they enjoy as much freedom as can be afforded them.

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LONDONDERRY WORKHOUSE. 


I saw the inmates of this workhouse who are classified as insane 
—numbering thirteen males and twelve females— on the 25th 
ultimo. The accommodation provided for them is good. As many 
of them as possible are employed, and their condition, on the 
whole, is satisfactory. There are, however, a. few of them who cer- 
tainly require more skilled attention than can be afforded in a 
workhouse. For example, one suffers from religious melancholia, 
another never speaks, and is filthy in his habits, and a third is an 
epileptic, who takes frequent seizures, and for that reason requires 
to be under constant supervision by night and day. Such super- 
vision is nowadays given to epileptic and suicidal patients m Dis- 
trict Asylums, but it is scarcely necessary to say that it cannot be 
afforded them in a workhouse. Skilled nursing is also absolutely 
necessary for many old and demented patients, and it is a mistake 
to suppose that such insane persons, because they are not dangerous, 
can be properly treated in a. workhouse instead of a lunatic asylum. 

The bedding, especially on the male side, were bedsteads of 
modern pattern, with wire bottoms, and hair mattresses are pro- 
vided, is good.

MONAGHAN WORKHOUSE. 

In the lunatic wards of this workhouse there are at present 
seven men and eleven women. Of these, two women are epileptic 
and two men are of unclean habits. 

Fortunately, on the male side at least, the numbers have not 
increased, as the accommodation for the insane in this workhouse 
is very unsuitable to their wants. On the male side the only bath 
is in the probation ward, some distance off; and as one of the men 
is completely paralysed and bed-ridden it must be difficult to keep 
him clean. On both sides the cells are still in use. 

On the female side two of the women, who are constantly con- 
fined to bed from bodily disease, have to occupy the flagged cor- 
ridor off which the cells open. The maternity ward is between 
the day-room and dormitory given up to the insane, so that the 
female lunatics, when going to bed, have to pass by it. 

The bodies of the patients and their clothes were fairly clean 
Only one sheet is provided on each bed, which, however, appeared 
to be well looked after. 

The dietary is ample.

RATHDRUM WORKHOUSE. 

There are no-w in the lunatic wards eleven men and twenty-one 
women — almost the same number as on my last visit. Of these 
one man and one woman are epileptic, and two men and seven 
women are of unclean habits. The condition of both sexes is 
much improved since last year. 

The male wards have been neatly painted, and new beds, with 
hair and wire mattresses, have been supplied, while similar im- 
provements are about to be carried out on the female side. New 
windows — affording additional light and ventilation — have been 
put in. 

A paid attendant is now in charge of the male division ; he is, 
unfortunately, in hospital at present, but his place is taken by a 
temporary man. When the permanent man returns to duty be 
might be able to polish some of the floors and give more attention 
to the bedding. 

Perhaps I may again call attention to the great want of a water 
supply to the baths on both sides. 

Both sexes appeared to be attended properly as far as cleanliness 
is concerned.

WATERFORD WORKHOUSE. 

In the lunatic wards of this workhouse there are at present 
eighty-one inmates — twenty-six men and fifty-five women. These 
figures show no diminution in the numbers — on the contrary, as 
compared with similar returns for ten years ago (1892), there is 
a considerable increase, and it does not seem likely that any 
diminution will take place for some time. The responsibility, 
therefore, of properly treating and accommodating these unfor- 
tunate human beings must continue to devolve upon the Board of 
Guardians for some years to come. 

Of the^twenty-six men, ten at least may be said to be constantly 
confined to bed, and four are epileptic. 

Of the fifty-five women, eight at least are always in bed, and 
seven are epileptic. 

On both sides these inmates are of the most helpless class : many 
paralysed; many of unclean habits; all requiring constant care 
and nursing. 

For the proper nursing of these insane inmates the staff is inade- 
quate — consisting, on the male side, of one old man, who' is paid 
£12 per annum. He is assisted by two paupers. The night 
nursing is done by two paupers, supervised by occasional visits of 
the paid night attendant. 

On the female side there is one paid nurse, assisted by pauper 
inmates. It must be evident that one nurse cannot properly 
attend to the wants of such a number of sick and infirm patients.

would ask the Guardians to consider the following matters: —

(1.) In the first place, the advisability of appointing a trained 
nurse to take charge and be responsible for the manage- 
ment of both the male and female wards. She should 
have direct control over the rest of the staff in these 
wards ; see to the nursing of the sick ; to the care and 
cleanliness of the other patients ; and report daily to the 
Medical Officers on their condition. The male patients 
are so harmless and so helpless that they would be much 
better nursed by women. They would be so treated if 
they were in the Infirmary, and there is no reason why 
they should not receive as careful nursing in the lunatic 
wards. 


(2.) An additional.paid nurse ia required in the female ward, 
who should assist in encouraging a larger number of the 
women to engage in some sort of useful work. 

(3.) The sitting-room provided for the female lunatics is en- 
tirely too small for the increased number of occupants. 
Additional accommodation could be easily and economi- 
cally provided by extending the existing building.

On the male side there 
is no hot water supply — an absolute necessity in nursing 
the insane. On the female side hot water is carried to 
the upper bath. A supply should also be carried down- 
stairs. 

(8.) A more suitable material should be provided for the Clothing, 
dresses of the female lunatics.

Sir, — I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to state, for the in- 
formation of the County Council, that the Lords Commissioners 
of His Majesty’s Treasury have 1 , at the instance of the Irish Govern- 
ment, agreed to make the necessary financial arrangements which 
will enable His Excellency to order a payment “ on account ” equal 
to about 50 per cent, of the previous year’s actual amount for each 
Local Authority, to be made out of the Local Taxation Account to 
the County Councils early in the month of April each year in respect 
of the grant in aid of the maintenance of Pauper Lunatics. 

The balance of the grant in aid will be payable each year, as 
heretofore, on receipt of the audited accounts of each asylum ; and 
I am to state that it isvery desirable that the Asylum Committees 
should see that the accounts are got ready and presented for audit 
at the earliest possible date in the financial year.

GENERAL ORDER (No. 2) 

Made under the Provisions of the Asylum Accounts Order, 1899, 
Prescribing and Regulating: — 

(1.) Certain of the Books and Records to be kept in the District 
Lunatic Asylums of Ireland. 

(2.) The method of calculating the Capitation Grant in aid of 
the maintenance of Pauper Lunatics which is payable 
under the 58th section (sub-section (2) (c)) of the Loca? 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 
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To tli© Councils of the several Counties and County Boroughs 
constituted under the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898 ; 

To the Committees and Joint Committees appointed by the said 
Councils for the Maintenance and Management of the several 
Lunatic Asylums in Ireland ; 

To the Officers of the said Asylums; and to all others whom it 
may concern. 


Whereas, We, the Inspectors of Lunatics in Ireland, in pursu- 
ance of the powers vested in us by The Asylum Accounts Order, 

1899, and by any Orders made by the Local Government Board 
enabling us in that behalf, did on the 19th day of March, 1900, 
make an Order entitled “ The Asylum Books and Records Order, 

1900. ” And whereas by reason of the passing of the Lunacy (Ire- 
land) Act, 1901 (1 Edw. VII., cap. 17), it has become necessary to 
make certain changes in our Order aforesaid, NOW WE, the In- 
spectors of Lunatics in Ireland, do hereby Order and direct as 
follows : — 


Article I.— This Order shall be known and cited as “ The Asylum 
Books and Records (Amending) Order, 1902.” 

Article 2. — In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires— 

The expression “ Asylum ” means and includes a “ District 
Asylum ” within the meaning of the Lunatic Asylum 
Acts, and also an Auxiliary Lunatic Asylum within the 
meaning of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

The expression “ District ” means and includes the District 
served by an Asylum, whether comprising one or more 
Counties. 

The expression “ County ” means aud includes a County 
Borough. 

The expression “ Criminal Lunatic ” means and includes a 
Criminal Lunatic as defined by the Lunacy (Ireland) 
Act, 1901, Sec. 6. 


Article 3. — The several Regulations in this Order contained shall,

LUNACY (IRELAND) ACT, 1901. 

I am directed by the Inspectors of Lunatics to call your attention to 
the provisions of the Lunacy (Ireland) Act, 1901 (1 Edward "V II., 
ch. 17), which was passed last Session, and section 2 of which applies 
to your institution. 

The section is as follows : — 

2.--(l) Sections three hundred and twenty-two (which relates to ill- 
treatment of lunatics) and three hundred and twenty-four 
which relates to abuse of female lunatics) of the Lunacy 
Act, 1890, shall apply to Ireland, and the said section three 
hundred and twenty-two as so applied shall extend to 
striking, and shall include any person employed in the care 
of a single patient or of a lunatic in a workhouse, and 
accordingly in that section, as so applied there shall be 
inserted after the word “ otherwise ” the words “ or any 
person employed in the care of a single patient or of a 
lunatic in a workhouse, strikes.” 


(2) Penalties under the said section three hundred and twenty- 
two as applied to Ireland may be recovered under the 
Summary Jurisdiction (Ireland) Acts. 

The Sections of the Lunacy Act, 1890, thus applied to Ireland are, 
with the additions inserted, as follow : — 

322. If any manager, officer, nurse, attendant, servant, or other 
person employed in an institution for lunatics, or any 
person having charge of a lunatic, whether by reason of any 
contract, or of any tie of relationship, or marriage, or other- 
wise, or any 7 person employed in the care of a single patient 
or of a lunatic in a workhouse strikes, illtreats or willfully 
neglects a patient, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanour, 
and on conviction on indictment, shall be liable to fine or 
imprisonment or to both fine and imprisonment at the dis- 
cretion of the court, or be liable on summary conviction for 
every offence to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds nor 
less than two pounds. 
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324. If any manager, officer, nurse, attendant, or other person 
• employed in any institution for lunatics (including an 
asylum for criminal lunatics), or workhouse, or any person 
having the care or charge of any single patient, or any atten- 
dant of any single patient, carnally knows or attempts to have 
carnal knowledge of any female under care or treatment as 
a lunatic in the institution, or workhouse, or as a single 
patient, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanour, and, on con- 
viction on indictment, shall be liable to be imprisoned with 
or without hard labour for any* term not exceeding two 
years ; and. no consent or alleged consent of such female 
thereto shall be any defence to an indictment or prosecution 
for such offence.
